The liut iti!a!(on lusts 
from Mnrcli to September: ico is by no means 
uncommon in l^pjier Simlh, and the vegetation tot* 
Eumes all the uppeamiiec of whiter in Eurojic; the 
Blindu hills as far south ns (jitndavit are oupjicd 
with snow. The imtivi'S divide fhr year into three 
parts—spring, simimcr, and winter, but sudj dis- 
tiucttoiis iln not hi reality o^dst, juirticulurly in 
rpjwir Sliidlt, for die heat gains sw rapiiHy ufli'rihri 
cold iM^ason, and the lattai' succccfls so untnediutdv 
on tltc hf>t, that die gnuhttions im- Imiiily percep¬ 
tible. Tlie fold season cocrends froin CJctobcr to 
Muj'ch; this Uitcep 1 he Sindhians dcidgiiate spHng 
or Bnlmr, but tiw distinctioti saii'ciily exists, for by 
tlie end of the month the heat is very great, and in 
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April becomia severe; h flight dituhmdoD oi'^ultri- 
1)^ occurs iu Se{>rcmb<:r, but iLe chimgti is only 
oxjKirieiimi Jiirlug tbc night t rlie eun of Sitidh 
b uutioying cvtm durii^ its great ed« southeni 
dccdlitation.

Iii> 
mouths are accetisiljle from the only during 
montlia in Uit; year, but it has always had a |>ort of 
coiLsidcndde imiiortnnce iu the Delta or to the 
westward, which latter eomrnunir-aicd trith the for¬ 
mer great mart and iiiiuitiJacturing dty of Tatluh for 
nearly nine uumths throughout the year. KarrHchi 
is Ht present the |mrt re^rteil to for this put^Kise 
in superscaslo]] to a oertahi extci^it of Dharajah or 
Lanlutttder, ou a westom bi'anelt of the Delta, 
now no longer avaiiaUi^^. 

The rhosgcablo natim? of the tdver b nowhere 
more pretniriently witnessed ttiau in the Delta 
and tiie lower part of f>>iitUi, wlio^* geography k 
tliuh in till- coiitsc of II very fcw years completely 
altered. 

There i» every reason to Ijelkve, tberefort*. ilmr 
nil arguments res|a%tmg the um-ient site, not only 
of ^jlacesticar, but twen of the I’klta itseli' mnsr be 
rescilvi?d into mere coiyetrtoreT siitcuj, at an iustHnee, 
witliln the mctuoiy of many, iliac ts, diinitg even a 
?s|aux> of three imtl ii half to foui' years, the city of 
Tattah k at least one and a half or two milr* 
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further from the river, thau it itsotl to be: older 
uutliurities remurk tUc sumt- [jIivtinnK’na nt tlil^

converted into desert tracts, Thu natund rioth 
of the natives of Sindh iuduees them always to 
chooac their loculittes near the river, where sub.

a seufiou swept away by its lorreut, Tlie noise rd 
the M^Lbig Imnks of the Indus, trheii heant u|wii 
the streuti) during a cidiu nighi, i't«i-nihlea tlie 
constant disdiargc <,*f distant nrtiUen'.

Ttie 
jioorer nfltivea Journeying^ therefoiti, from the 
upper portion of the river to the lower, ore in tlic 
liahit of oomniittiiig tlienwelves- to the stream, se* 
ru rtng; their safety by a elo^d earthen veswl, wliicli 
Tln*y stni]* rfiiiud their loins; iti this wny tl»e 
SintlhiiiiLs nitiy hoollan seen during the height of 
the inimdutionB, Toaking their way from village to 
village. It slnnild In» roninrkiid, however, that the 
Mi'nnis and tribea living near the river, are as 
mueh nt home iu the water as out of it; they may 
really bo termed aniphibious, for with an mfiatod 
goiit'skitj, or a wnmnoii eiirtlieti jar, they cro&J tin* 
stroom during its most ttu'buleni season, or ivt iti? 
grewtest lireitdth, 

Tlie huts in some parts of Sindh at iJiis jicriod 
of inundation are fitmisheil with a raisiKi platform 
aljout tiveuty Icet frijm tite ground, on wliirh is a 
small reed gniiiary for the iijciiption of tlie gi-ain 
imd seeds, ua the only miams of keeping lUem dry, 
uud vvtiere tdao the ialnihitaiits rieep. 

There is one evil in Slndli eounwned with tlm 
extent of the overfiowing of the river, rhar must 
not he forgotten; it is the plagues of gnats, wliieh 
ms; eiigemlerwi by the mud when llif Inundatiou 
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recwlf^ih Th€ towutait# of lliese ai« in I'lnces «so 
termiikble, thm whole vilbg^ and oanunumtip& 
Tesidmg immijduuely on tlie inviu- are obliged to 
migntte, and ►be largest ejiimabi of tbo eountry, 
bnflyoes, cDinelfl, f?r booses, would bo soon d^ 
stroy^ if exposed to tbeir constant nttatks. This 
inflect is a very snndl santl-fly or midge, far 
worse tbiin tSic mosquitoe in Us tinality of to^ 
mentor, for the enemy ia too small to (le^t by 
m^iiinry methwlft, and penetrnioa Imsisdbly. 
Many of Sindh nre free fwm this annoyance, 
bnt ixjrtiDns of the wuntiy subjected to Tnnmintioos 
are ntore or less liabW to this species of cexation.

places in districts held oa juhgirs by Bilucld chiefs, 
Ziimunlars, or Svyuds, and other sacred charactens, 
and which always hear tlte title of the party to 
whom the gmnt was originnlly made. There is 
very- little deviation in the general tdiuifudcr of tiic 
towns in SintDi: iiwirly nil ore amrounded with 
walls, which are hit ended to be fortificatLouB, but 
RKt of >1 very mde kind, tmd In complete disrepeir, 
bring built of mud, about twenty feet high, imd 
pierewl for nuuchhKdvs; in the ceutreof the plut-e 
Is iL luiistlon or citadel overlooking the ettrrriunditjg 
country. ^Flie Jittts luul }>}iftonil chissca told tljrir 
Uocka outsith-v under the witllB, against ivhich they 
btiild llioir reed huts. Every plice in Simllj 
swarms with village curs, the l^tiriuliB of Indhi; and 
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thtfije, in ilit abfrenee of any plioc, urc viOtiflblt', n?' 
kiicpiiig a oonstOTit micl vi^;ilti«t vrotdi- The 
Wands, op inoveahk viltug^^ of liie [>iiatoml ppn- 
ktloti, ore geiiftrally composed of reed miw* stretclieU 
aOPOfia rough liongWof the tamunsk: such oro uho 
the tnatemls gcjierally cmplcyed iiy the fehcnoEn 
and others living o« tlie bsunkh of the liver; the 
houiies lire gcnendly of one sioiy, and flat-rotifed; 
iu the cjtiea the dweUiiigs are iippr-Tf*om«h the 
fipartmwits anudl and U1 ventUiiced. It isTitips- 
hihle 10 contrive any thing so filthy iis the intennr

mercy. Flies are so plentiful, that the children’s 
faces are nearly hidden by them, uml ii ift «tb-*rfy 
impracticftble i a butcher’s or grocer’s shop to 
dUceru a particle of vvhat is e^eposed for Add 

to these mere outUnes, crowded streeU of lilthy 
people, an intolerablje stench, and a sun wlitcb 
would roast an egg; >iome faiiil Ides may be 
formed of a Sindliian town or city: the jnliBhirants 
generally sleep oo the roofs of their Imusea for 
coolness.

A very large portion of the popnlation of Sinilli,

towards the desert and IdlU they -jccnpy a rude 
de^riptioti of Iiut, umde of reedfi and timveahlc at 
pleasure t the dryness of the liimospliere inhiiits oi 
this. Sindh was fomerly more ostemsive in a 
northerly direction, but the miiticity of the late 
KajflJi of l^iare, Runjit Sing, stripptd the iodolent 
Amirs of many points on the river vergit^ on his 
dominions, t<j wMdi hitler these have been an¬ 
nexed r such are Ivin Kashmor and Itoxun, porta 
of considerable rntde, on the western bonk a^ve 
Suhkiir, but now npprtaimng to the Punjauh 
monarchy. Tho earlier hiatorics of Sindh describe 
many hirgc? citlai, and indeed a degree of popnltme- 
IIess Mid prosperity since depnrted. 

The “ Chuch- Satneii,’* which a tlie principal 
rcrsian immuecript authority constiltcd in the 
iiiatoiy of Sindh, to be hert^iilcT alluded to, S 
iluit this temtoiy extendijd to the cast an Ihr as 
t:ashmir ami Knndj i west U) JRkran mid the sea;

indeed ^ Ticftriy T-lit! wlivulii! of tlie no rtli*west frontier 
on and beycaid Uio Indus, and oomprisiiig a great 
portion of Guzinii. Tli« n-holo countty is ^uLdi' 
vidud into districts, in most of whicb h a suiail 
fort, consrituting the priticlind iMiint in siu'l] flls- 
trict: here the revenue servants of government, or 
the chieftains in feudatory state, take up their 
abode. The rei'ciiuc divis^ions of Sindli are also 
in many parts guided by the canals and otlier 
outlets of inundaiton from the river, such means 
of fertility ^ving titles elsewhere only applied Ui 
Pergonnahs or districts, 

Koads communicate with Sindli from Cutch at 
various points across thuRuiui ot Ciitriiimd Tliurr, 
or little desert, travelled by the iuerchants who 
trade in ghee between the two countries ; — ftom 
SouTuhuii by the small luuss through the mountains 
westward of Karrachi, u distance of about 50milts, 
used by the Kilat trailers, ua Soniumni is the road 
to Liib, Bcik anil Kihit. From deysulmir across a 
ileacri tract eastward fwim Khyrphr in Xorthern 
Sindh, distuncealsHit 150 miles: by this route also 
the traders lietwceii i^uU in Maiwar and Sindh 
carry on their tndfic; frem (^rtiidahar through Um 
Bohm pass across the deserts of f'at.clii to Shikar" 
jair', this immeflinte means of cnmmuntcating with 
tlie itp[ier country, or as h is styled in general 
temifl Ivliorassnn, gives a ptirriciihir value to Simih : 
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!tt no cttin?r point can tliis be effected with a land 
carriiigcofonly 250 miles. Tliere is aifio a road to 
the Indus neat or Larkhaua from the

with Sindh from all places to its north, nortb-eust, 
and tiortii-wcat, aecrcssible by their means.

The inbabitimts of Sindh under the kte rule of 
the Amirs may,as hi ludin, be classed ikhommedatva 
and HiiifluBof the former are Bildehk, ducts, 
and other peaeuablt* classes, die warUkc cmd the 
agricuUundt or the induatriout* and die predaton*, 
the Hggn^tc bchig Mahuiumedims j for although 
a very 'considei-uWe number of Hindus are to he 
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founil in tlw principal tnwns siiii all over SmtUi, 
they are nAUimUsed foreigners, indiicetl to settle 
in Uie country by its couinicreo, tljrir 'wealth 
gi^'ing them the suffijrance of Govoniment; at tbe 
same time tliey are tyrannically oppressed both 
religlouslv and social Iv. 

The pHncliia] of the onltivathig and past oral 
classes in Simlli are iho Jntts^ wlio in all prolw- 
hiUty are the aboriginal Hindd inluibitmita con" 
vinied to Ishnmsm. 

Tlie Jntts. like nil the tribes in tliese countries, 
are dlvkletl into mmunerablc sulidivlsioitH called 
KountJf, and are a hnrd-worklng oppressed race, 
occup^'ing themselves in reanikg caiuds, feeding 
di>cks. or cultivating the soiL 

Tliey are invoriahly Iband In large uonimunitiesi 
often living in temporary huts or VV'ands, and mi* 
grate all over Sindh and its confines os shepherds 
m search of pasture. lATierc tlus is not the case, 
they are jhrming servants eitiior of the Bitiiehi 
chiefs or wealthy Zaniindars, who repay their 
taliour witli u nuxlicinn of the jiroduce. 

In some lew tiiutiuices only throughout Sindh 
does tins class obtain any distiuetkut, and then it 
is os eonsidcrnble dirmers and culti'varors. 

'i'Jie dutte ara n tjuLci inohcrislve class, luui 
exceedingly vfiluuble suliiects to the Sintili statei, 
hut Imvc hitherto been much depressed. 'i‘heir 
women are tliroughout tho country nottKl for tlmir 
itcAUty and, to thrir credit h<? it nlso spoken, for 
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llieir chastity- Tliuy irork as hartl as tlie mtit, 
anil the lalxmr of tejiding, driviTig home llieir 
rtockfif milking- the caiile, &c, b liiirly divided- 
The Jutfs arc -very mamerous, and form a large 
division of the population of Sindli, tiiough seldom 
Ibnnd in the towns, but dispersed over tJie whole 
face of the country, partieiilarly eastward to tlie 
desert, tract which seiMuates Sindli fix>m Cutch, 
fciiowii as the Ruini on which this trilw rear large 
flocks of camels- There are other jiustoral and 
peaceablo classes besides the rfntts of Malionmiedan 
pt'rsuaslon, snob «a the Khosss in Upper biudb, 
Seifc Lobanu in the Delta, and emigrants from 
the Piinjaub, who have in mimy instances hccome 
amalgamated with the [.leoplu of the country. Tlie 
Khosas become a pretbrtoty trilie on the eaflfem 
confines of Sindh, -vergitig towards the <?titoh 
tcrrit<Jries* where tiiey are vety tronhltsotnc. 
Tliere ore also on the eastern tx»uiidaries Rajptits 
located as wandering herdsmen. The Itaodpdtras 
who inhflldt generally the country of that name in 
the north are to be met with in various ^rnrls of 
Sindh. The Sumahe arc Jutta, though thw are 
generally known by the fortner title. Such are 
also the Machis and numeTOUH other subJivisions 
of the Jiitt tribes. 

The duti is as insepamble Ircmi the cninrl 
throughout Sindh, as the Arab from his horse in 
Arahin; they are invariably camel drivers and 
foedcTts and arc consulteil on every occasion where 
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ill question. 

The Biliicliia of ^SiiKlh are Uie domiuant ixirty 
as tiie latest couquemrs uf tiie cuiiiitry, and cuiue 
from tlio moimtmuotjs regions to tlie ivesiwurU, 
imited by tin* rich valley of the Indus; they are 
feudatory holtlera of tlie sgih im iudoleut ami 
insolent race^ helbine wlmin tiven the lute ntUng 
princes’'veti'o olitiged to quail t for with arms in their 
iuintla, ami looking upon the i^ountry as their own, 
I their chiels Ix'lcg In u luessure elective, ^'they 
exercised unbounded control oi^r the ad.ministm* 
tiou of the affairs of tlic irountiy, constituting a 
complete jnBltiuy despcjti&iu.) 

There nre innumerable divisions and stiiKlivisiuns 
of the BiJiiclii Tribes in ^Indh. all tiucing a common 
origin, bowrvor, to those now living in the western 
mountains, and all looking up to certain tribes as 
their superiors^ sucli ns the Rinds and otheiv, who 
nrc located in CHtchi beyond Gundava. In this 
wuy I here Is much of that family pride luiiongst 
them, whhdi in iiidta, und amongst tlie Rajpiits 
unswers to caste. The Bilucbis in Sindh are not 
so muscular or large smtured ha their bretliren 
of the colder mouuiuinons region of lulat and 
C-Rtchi, though they urc [K>wcrftil and athletic for 
Asiatics. 

The chidh are many of them conmlanding and 
dignified, though haughty in their bearing and 
nuiiiimr, but, as a class generally', they are bur- 
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borotiely evtii to it jiitivcrb, wild, mid 

UTitractfible. A Bibicbt would uiilKsftltututgly betird 
the Aiuiir& of Siiidli in open durbar, when Ida 
feelitips were id all exdted, for he aektiowlcdg^ 
110 replied: of |Krr9ons. 

The Bihidii? are JuJiglrtljir« atid feudatorir^, 
oci.-U]tying forts, or, rather, fortified villages, 
throughout the whole comitiy. 'File i?ouatBiit 
fetidw which are oeeurriug between tribes renders 
till* precautiutt ubsolutely uceessaaiy. ’Fhe chiefe 
of isnv distinct ion genei*al]y live at or near the 
cBpittd, visiting their fitnns or jahgirs as occasion 
inuv ret^uirt’. The Bililebis are not ft worltitig 
^ they irill only occupy themselvies in breed¬ 
ing and rearing cattle n-ndi honies, but the cul- 
rivnticui of tin; soil is left to l*e carried <m by the 
laliour of the Jutt. 

lifime of the Bildchi villages, or 1 undiftt, are re- 
si)ectiible bi iijt|>;’erti«L'e; but, very generally, ii 
tuere shed, shared in cooiTnoti iritb the horses and 
rattle, forms the win dr of their dwelUiigt [xirtion 
lieiiig screoiied off for the use of tJio woTucti and 
familyt the fort, nr best dwtlling In the vilhige, 
being ajipropriati'd to the cliiijf. 

Tile ancient pastoral prwtice of vcstiiug authority 
in tile luaul of tbe coitunniiity, as of the faiher of n 
familv, is fully pnicriscd by the Biluchis in Siiidlt: 
eaoli tribo will obey its idiicf uhaie; his (.tpinion 
lieitig licid us law, and Ids voice siifiicietit tn settle 
tttty rpiestions, not only for i«^acc or war. but nlw 
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tihi>sc of ifit^nuil ilisscnsioii* Ah order fnuii fi® 
Amirs of Sindh th(?m«dves would only liAVu tit- 
AucHcod til© hoily of ill© BUiiiJii feiibea, when 
roGciTcd through their chiefs. 

On any sigti^ for iv general rising, H swift cameJ 
carries the news from tribe to tribe, and from 
20 ,W^K) to 3 O, 0 fH> urmed imm could lie liollected m 
a few days, evety nuui bemg at all times prepared 
for wan in its pmeriGe they have no rules, and the 
strongest inim is tlic best soMier. 



Tliongh living on the fat of the land, imd passing 
a Ufa of sloth and mdolcnce, the Biliieliis baTO no 
fip[>e&nuice of liwury or romfod iiboiii them 5 their 
dwellingA generally are poor, and. as filthy nml 
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itiiBCTiilile as *iu»s« of the Jutts; their’ntnaen fiire 
very pintn iin<! coarse, little cared for, anti perfect 
slaved to ibtiir lords, jwrfonnuig every meuial 
office, whilst the lazy UUucM passes his witole 
lime in smoking, ddnking, or sleeping, Tlie l?i- 
Idchi dress is a loose shirt tind exceedingty wide 
dmwoTS, lifttir the old T orkish fasliion; the former 
reaching to tlie Jmeea, and, when tti fid I costume, 
they add a waistband of sili or coloured cotton, 
always of gaudy etdourssuch ia idiso rwisted 
round the cap when travelling. The hcatl is not 
shaved, (w usiud witJi Midiommetlane \ butilte hair, 
on the cultivation and growth of which, like the 
Seikha, they ore veiy proud, is twisted into a knot 
ut the top of the head. The hill Biliichis wear it 
long over the shoulders, which imimrts a very wild 
ap[Kf»irHtiee; it is never allow'cd to Ijecoiue grey, 
but both sexes dye it with a preparation of senna 
and uuligo. After a certain age, Sej-uds and holy 
moi afiGcr red beards, and the onroge towny '* is 
by MO ineun* ttncomniun. Seytidii lire distiugmslied 
also by green garments, the colour of the prophet. 
The turban has l»epn su|>eR!cde(l throughout Sindh 
by a cap, which in fonu looks aomething like an 
inverted English luit| made of bright-coloured silk 
or broende, imd is a Imd imitation of a Peraum 
heothdi'css. The Gildchls are of dark complexion, 
Lamlsome features, ivith fine eyes: [>roiie to tujr* 
pultmcv, which is cMcourugtfd, to a ridiculoms 
extent, us a great murk of U‘nut>'. The late head

Iwliig liod rout id the neck 
umi Dtnier the unnt, lutviiig tlie buck cX|njw:‘il; the 
head Is protecttHl 1>y ii too^ nimiTle, whicti is lUsio 
thrown tttuiid the jiernoti. The Biltldiis Mrldoiu 
uhutige dieir gnnuents, and theyiu'e o1\iiu dytidhluo 
to liide the dirt, idid this in one of the Imttest dh 
mates of tlie l^ast, and among the pretctiders to n 
religion in wbieh c^loanlineas h orthuned as a law. 

The onusoftlie liiliicUii* iLa' themiitcldock.'^woird, 
and shielil. with a groat jnirophemidia of |M>uchcs 
bolt^ steel, flint, &e. round ilie waist; In die use of 
weapons tliev arc* veiy export, though tiioy pride 
themselves particularly on their skill as swordsmen, 
ftlwayft preferring hiuid-to-hnnd combat, ru^ng in 
on their foe under shelter of their large sldetck. Tlie 
bravery of the Bihidiia has ulw’nyR been lightly 
esteemed, but although late events have proved, in 
addition to former instancesi, that they cannot cope 
w’ith the steady discipline of our tr(>o]> 3 i, they have 
now f&irly eamei'l a tmme for counige, wliich was not 
formerly cohowk'd to them, yet yonr true soldier is 
seldom a worthless pretender, and it ia iriqnisaibk' 
to imagine a greater brxiggtirf tlmti a Sindh Bibichi.

'Hie Biliichb arc «xiicrt tnarkatiien, aiid arc 
tmintsl to orm^ at «ti early age, but as before 
obaervfiil they rely on the sword, uiitl oit a late oc- 
ojihIou vorifijed wliat a former able comraeuUtor in 
tht- country predicted, “ that tbeir country w<a]Id 
derive little tttiiitaty rraiowu if reduced to dc{ieiid 
on that arm." At Miuni thty tln-tw itway tlidr 
mntdilocks and rushed on the liayoucta of our 
trou|>.s. The guUaut SirCharltes Napier says iii Ilia 
admirable dispatch, “ The brave Bilfichis ilrst dw’ 
charging theii* rualddoolcs usd pistols dashed over 
the bank iintli desperate resolution, hut down went 
tluTJie bdd and stilfulawordsimu under the superior 
l>ower of the musket and Ixiyotier,” No man of 

anv rank, iinil no BUiklti iii SiinBt, ia couBiderod 

** ■ 

dressed witliout bis fiword,—it is as necessary a 
[lortion of his costume us his ^aip or tiirljart, Tliey 
arc ‘very export at the bow, and u blunt desoriptioit 
of arrow, which they shriot trflijsversely mid with 
unerring Him, knocking down small game with the 
precision of a good shot handling a fowling^picc.e. 

A descriplioti of pony t^alletl a Tabih is com* 
mouly ridden by tlie Bililchis; it is a hikrdy aud 
very TidufthU auimal for carriuge anil hurt hen, buti 
utterly useless for warlike purposes. The endur¬ 
ance of fatigue of these animals exceeds belief; they 
are aniastiiigJy Swife and well adapted for the preda- 
toiy pnrposes to which they are applied hy the 
Biliiehi, who i-s a robber from his birth. Tlio love 
of plunder is so inheretii in riicso people, that it liiis 
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l>een said ihat even tJie clilefe bjiJ wealthy men will 
traverat’ the cotmery ixt disguise, for tliu nici^ 
puri>osc of Ludidging in n love of crying ** stand*’ to 
the posaiug trnveUer, and though ignonuit in tite 
cstretne even of the faith they pnoless, are so into* 
lemnt, that an unfortunate Hindii seldom <juiLS the 
accieiy' of such tmvehera without having fiuid the 
penalty of circuuwialon as n return for mixing with 
the arifitooraciy of the country. 

In tlie lower portions of Sindh, the mountaitifi, 
which approach the river, are in habited, by the 
Biluchi triJffiS of ddldjia end K iitnr i aB who form 
a distinct class from those who dwell in the pliiins; 
these tribes are rcetleas nial troublesome, though 
tlje merchant or travcUer can always ptircltaso 
tlieir protection at a comparatively small cost, and 
tliia done they are very faithful to their engage* 
ments. 

In oummon with most of the same burborons 
clflsits of society, whatever part of the world they 
inliabit, the BiUicMs acknowledge the rights of 
iiospitaUty, and never hul to entertuiiyllie stranger; 
and after he Ims aharwl their ev-cniiig meal, they 
sit witli liim Tootid their blaming fircj or under the 
bright moonlight and amuse him. witli rude songa 
or ivildcr tales of predatory deeds. 

The Biidchi diameter is n singular one, and 
requires aome study to appreciate, for whilw u 
Kiluchi appears stupid, loxy, and apathetic to the 
hvsl degree, delighting irf tolwicco, opium, and a 
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^gpirit oxtmei’ed fVom tlie iliite, bo iiuiy^ 
like the. Aisib* be retiJercti iraetahle by n well* 
timed jest, for tiiertr is rtidc Liimimi* obout tlicm, 
:uii] a. capudty frjp appreeutting mimiciy imA 
riilicule. * Tile Bildchls, liko the Rajputs of Cutch 
(uiJ the ueigblKntriiig statiis, entertain barti!=i atnl 
tTottWlours, who 3 ing tif the deeds ol* their 
lUieestors./ The LQrLs are a porticnlar tribe who 
follow this vociLtion. It ie Im possible to imagine 
any tliijtg so Iwrbaroua tis the music mid singiug 
of the ootllltly^ It is bail enough in ludiu^ where 
discoril b coiieidered to rule supreme, hm; the 
long Jiow'h lUce a cry of mtonse i^ouy, with which 
a BUikh BOiig «>mmi'iiees at each verse, tlefi« all 
coiupurisou with any other dcHcrlption of f 

irhatsocvcr. Yet all clnsaes urn bo engrois^^d by 
this wild irhant that they tuny Im seem, seated in 
parties for n whole day and night Usieuiiig to it. 
Tijt' inst nuneiiU are the tom-tom (common dntta 
of India), the cyudials, imd a rude s|>ccica of 
guitar nmde from the drietl gourd, uitd vciy like 
the sitiirrali of Indio. The lllndd iiinaic is not 
l>et.ter t han elsewhere. Kau telling is much patn>n- 
ised in Sindh, and evorj' tovrn of importont'e is 
wdl supplied with these profe^iomd ifnngeimv. 
So eiiterUtinimnt is complete w'ithunt an ex* 
hibitifrti of this kind, the monotony of ivhich is 
sruuewhat qtieslioimlily broken by tlie Indies Em- 
bibing lurgiL'ly, during the [>errormmice, of spirits 
to cscite them to grcaiL'^^ exerdou. Thu qininuty 
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tliosft women will dnnfc of R fiercely intOJiicatiUg 
fiq^nor (prei>iii*etl from ftiigar Ot* the <iate), wliliout 
any uppiireiit effccr, is quite siiri»risuig* Tiie 
Naiitch women of Slndli nre wry liimflsome j th^ 
are of. course (us in India) courtesana, and tiotue 
sccamuLutc great wealth. These Indies iimke liioir 
w 5 iy every wliere j and it is cliaruetcriatic of the 
stiwnge and barbarous state of court etiquette lit 
Siiidli, that nt the Durhtu? of ttm Amirs, which 
was tJiroTJged with truoulctit Biliicliis, sweggeting 
Patana, luid amwl retainers, Josidiug each other 
without nijy respect of tlio princely presence, that 
above all the din so created row; the notes of 
Pcirsiiui songs shrieked forth by bands of hautch 
girls, who occupied the remoter parts of tlic Ihdl of 
Audience. 

Hie BiMchi women, in tlie details of cTciy-tky 
life, fiildl the most servile domestic duties, ns if 
they were considered os the mere slaves of fcUcli' 
\axy lords; hut when any tjccasion arises for ex- 
enion, when a foray is to be undertaken, or a 
dlifieulty escaped, Ihe liildchi women are taken 
into council, and posaess considerable influence. 

The Pita Seyudft and other churaetera of pro- 
tdijded Moslem sanctity who infest Sinilh, occupy 
a mesL imjiortiuit poaitiou ninoiigst ik iuhabitunts. 
Frotu the Ajnira, downwards, aU Mahonuiiedariii 
being profoundly ignoraut of any but the ettinmuh 
forms of tbeir reUgion, place implicit faith in the 
holiness of spirit uni ptujbirs itiid the effiiaicy of 
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tliiiii' dtivotiou. The coiti^uencc is Unit tasy 
ScjTKb anil wortijlt«is of reiigioos /cal 

(vre patronised in SuitlU to a decree filsesThere 
unknomi : they are essentially u priusi-tidtleii 
people f and on early writer, in descrUjIn^ their 
chorncter, fiat's, “ That the Sindhiim idtowa ue 
liberality hat in feeding lazy Seyiids, no Keal hot 
in pFojM^itiiig the faith, no spirit hut. in celebrating 
the Hdo(festival), and no taste but lit oriiainanting 
old tombs." Some of the finest p:trtioioi of the 
couuttt' arc held in •* /aurn,*’ or gift, by these men, 
iiiid every Biliichi chieftain and tril>e has its Ptr 
J/rira/iif/ or spiritual pastor, who eoUecta u ccrtMii 
fee in kind lor his indy ofliees. Ehoriissunt Cablll, 
Pkliin in Central jVsia, Persia, and all parts of 
India, contribute their f^ttota of these blood-sackera, 
who are sure to bo bondsotoely provided for in 
Sindh; many of them, Indeed, Imvc become ex¬ 
ceedingly wealtiiy, Htnl uttiuned sucii infiuence, 
that they are said to have [lossesaed the riglit of 
tntrtht to the Imrem of the Amirs—a pririlego 
which the chLafe tin^msclvcs, if report ai>eaks true, 
ccmlti mit. nlwnys demand. The eonntiy is at the 
same time literally jiestcrcd with travolliiig re- 
ligicus mendicants of all degrees, from the liolt 
Kiid blind to tJie sturdy and iirtncd fiiklr: it is by 
no unueatti to lx* accosted by one of these 

hater, well mounted and fully ctjiiipjied, who 
tk'taaods Ircnu the peasant u [lortion of his hard* 
fciimed meui with a tunc and gesture plainly in*

dicating that reastaniic would be in vain. Tlie 
tombii of tbefte canonised wortlili;* are the only 
iniildii^ of any uoto in the country-: thty are, 
tuJike all orhere, erected of pcmmiient materials, 
and fann pbicea of pilgrimage to all true believers. 
Tbe weli-knotvn Peraian motto #© applied to 
Multan is in full force in Sindb — *•' Sindli may be 
known by four riiings. /matr 

U is rcmurkalilei as CdIougI (now hir Henrj') 
Pol linger statca, that lie iiiJMM>vert;d among the 
Biliicli^ many cusUinw of the bvvs of Moses, piir- 
ticularly os affected thrir mortiJ inatUutioiia of 
marriage, mid snya, that Lradltinn, oral and. written, 
assigns them an Israelite descent as n bnmdi of the 
Afigbans,* t>Ji« or two of the instances of resem¬ 
blance between the laws of the Bildchis and the 
ancient Jews are certainly remarkable, from what¬ 
ever source they may have originated. Thus, 
that in the event of a death of a woman's boa- 
iniud, hb brother b bound to many her, and 
the children ore the beii-s of the decemwdts if » 
married woman elope, she and her paramour are 
to be put to death, that evil may be put ftway,*' 
or full expiation made; uiul a man may only roim- 
diate lib wife, according to rtdea shniLir to those 
of the Jewish covenant, 

Thiise circumstances ore curious, and eminently

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ijitcrcsttng; nvort pEvrtictiLvrly so iit ilic pi^em 
pcriixl, wlicn the truces Arc fiCi caigcrly sought by 
men of ktfimiTig nml reseuTch for the lost tribes of 
Israel. OilaiJel Poftiiiger, wlu> wor wdl ncljutuntwl 
with Bili'ichi manuers, e^^dcntly incliius? the 
ojiinioii that, although changed niuclt by mtuiy 
external clrcmustanoea, such tis tlie froquont cou* 
qiicst of BihidiiBtan by Persia, Hiiidiwtuii, and 
otlior invadfirs, iluit yet the BilucMs imiy have 
preservtid some of their aneictit laws, tuai that thcso 
laws were not Moaltui of tlie Kortui, but Jewiah of 
the covenant. 

It. would hu dangerous to offer any opinion on a 
pjiiit of 80 much dlfScnilty^ the BltdcMa them- 
selves strongly deny any thing ajtproachtug to a 
Jewish ongin, hut are desirous to be considered 
ahiiTiys of the Arab stock, with whom they have 
cCKiistiintly, in olden timea, mode idllances: imd in 
all mquiries made to ascertain if any Jews among 
the Affghiui populnf itiii wew? to be found (n the 
large towns of Sindh or Catclii, the result Inia 
been n negative. There U much in the iipjicamnce 
and toicn of the Bildchis essejitUdly Jewisit; not 
so, iti ia true, as coiuimml with the snudhmade, 
Clinging, ainifllcr conn tenon ct-d Jew of EugLtiuI, 
but with I he Jew of Bagdad, of l^destine, of the 
I'luat generally, where he ta sieeii tall hi stuturi’, 
noble, but proujlnent lu feature, and moat graceful 
in his IcM^ae robes, and proud deineuitonr. It is not 
gtmerHily known from wlii;iico the Biluchh eini-

the Biluchi is usually large and mu&eahir, hi» 
ooniplcTkion dark, and bia nose reRjnrkahly aqudiuc* 
His eyea are large niul expressive; nht tlie qtiick, 
snmil, fiery eyes of the AmK but ejniiieutly hand¬ 
some, allhoitgli too often hetraylug ftowerfid and 
evil feeling- The hair is worn long, mid fiiiU in 
husliy ringtets over the ixick and sboidders, s pon¬ 
derous turl>tiii Ijelng twisted round the head, juuI 
plaits of coarse liair sometimes seen entwined witli 
the folds. The dreas is of heavy white cloth, coni- 
moiily brown from long aervice, mni ita fai'liioii 
desen-e* remark: it beai's no rcsembljmce eitlier 
to ihc MotnunTnedoii, the Hindu, the Persisin, <jr the 
Affgluui, neither the Ambj but w formed of a 
flhort-wiiistetL, tight-fitting liody aud sleeTea, with 
an enormously full [lettlcoiiT JittHcbcd, prccisdy 
fliiiiiliiir to those worn by the uncient Jewa-* I ho 
Hililchis, however, do not obwn^o the Israelite 
law of wot wealing lineu or woollen together f, as 
tlioy frEfjuently add a cloak of gmtt s hair iii tlie 
winter j but this they may have lenrnt os ihtj 
custom of the ti‘i1x:s al>out tliem. No dress cmi Ihj 
imagiued so nitfluittil to thmr present Imbita of lliV-,

&C.J with a s^vord^ sliiekl, uud ntatclilodi* Tlie 
belrSf ball pouches, nnd other njijpcndages arc taste¬ 
ful ond pirmruSfjue uccoutrements, l>C!iiig math: Jit 
vurious forms, mid embroidered in coloured silks, 
with iinmcrous fringes, ornaments, mid tassels at¬ 
tached.

Bppeunuice applies to the Western Hill Biliicbis, 
where they iiro tnoro primirive in their bnbitA 
than those of the plains located iJi Sindii I'roper;

The 
llildchi «otii^ nttes, and us b mercoiiary soldier is to 
be met with in many parts of Westeni India, mid 
ranks next to the in this capacity. 

Before dismissitig the Eildchli*, E must not omit 
(o inentidii Uieir love of field a|>or£s. Fi’om the 
Slim downwards, this is the ruling pas^iou; tlie 
cotin try is completely aacrifice^l to it, and Sindh 
may be said to lx* one Imge hunting preijcrvc, so 
small a proportion floes the cultivated land heai" to 
that nppitipriuted to the puqjoscs of breeding 
game. <>n the occasion of the British representu* 
rive, Colonel rottiiiger’s negnekting a treaty with 
the Anfirs, thijy pnrticnlarly stipnlatixl that tlicy 
should liave protection for their sports, and stated, 
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rhftt every iicAd of <lcer Idllod in Sinilh wna o«J- 
culiiu;*! to cotit 800 (&0/* sterling) s diia is 

ccrutinly not (in esa^gerftticfnt but, on tlie contmrvv 
were the districts occupied hy dciise jungles on- 
clotsed as preserves, and now only devoted to tlie 
wild lx«i*t tiger, mid iitlier wild *uid ditngeroua 
n tiltiifiliit cleared for tlie piirixjses of fertility^ the 
revenues of Sindlj tuiglit lie iinliniited* fliui the cost 
of tlu) game must tberefore Ijo oBiimoted by the 
loss the country sustains to preserve it. Ail dc- 
nominatious of Bilucliis, however, lire willing ro 
forego anything and everytliing for this tdl-wb- 
sorbing oBcuimtion i and it ia the only mutlvp, 
excepft war or plunder, which will rouse them Intnn 
their general love of ease. TlifcirtiietUoii tsf pursuiug 
these s]Mirts is, among tliu iuferior diisses, with dogs 
uiid sjsntrii; hut witli tiie princes and diiefe it is a 
vc'iy systematic and luxurious afl'alr. The Ajiujii, 
seated in tcmpoiury imts erected for the ix<:asiou at 
tiu’ terminatiou of one cd" the enclosed preserves, 
have the game driven towards tlietii by an bn- 
mettae crotvd of men, ihc inluibitautsof the countrj' 
being collected from crveiy direction foi'' tliis jiur* 
{tose. Tims the Uuidii is fonretl frrnn Ida fdiup und 
the Malioiumodan imsbonduuiu from hlajilough, and 
di:tabK-<l for several days without foot], or a fiirLliing 
of reuiUUCTatlou for tlieir seiwices, Liir i<io nflfen 
losing their lives, or sustiuning serious injiiric!^, 
merely to conlribtttc to the di>ort ut‘ their rulers. 
Thus ilriven fivnu their covert by the yells and 
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8bneks yf llie boaters, who, siurromiJing the 
sportuig ppouuda amcd with staves, otid 10111117 
belting drums, graduiilly close towards the centre, 
the poor tHghtencd hrates io the jrreseirvcs make 
towards the oitly path of escape left to them, which 
ie an opening leading directly under the 
of the iiiatchlocka of the s[K>rUmeu, who pour upon 
them a destructive fire. The moss and >'arietv of 
game that b forced &om the shelter of the jungle 
by i hb meaitiR is most surpristng, for not only dotss 
it include ttumeroits hogs and black buck, the Holder 
sjjort, but great varieties of smaller game, the 
beautiful cotah*p<icha, with foses, hurcs, &c. in 
ahiuidunce. Hawking U also a very gececal sport 
throughout the country, for the capture nf the 
beautiful ljhii:k partridge, very similar in phuiinge 
to that of Cntoh, abounding both in the interior 
and on the btuiks of the Indus. 

Tlie chiefs of Hyderabad were in the habit of 
quitting their capital during ii greater iwrtion of 
the year, abimdouing eveiy afiUir oj' state and the 
most imiiiortant dudes to pass long jicriods in tlirir 
hunting ground}*. With tliem all interests, whether 
pctUtit^al or sociol, were suliservicnt to these, of 
which they said, Wo eoTiaidar our Shlkargdis of 
greater momeut tons ihim our wives and cliildron.” 
Their convewatioii on all iHrcflsions tumud on thin 
topic uloiie, and a visit to the -A.mira on the most 
important question of state atfidrs wa-i sure to eml 
iu an iuvimtioii to aecou)[muy them tu thdr hunuiig 
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pKmudf. The pritici[>ftt trilx;# of Kiliiclib locJittMl 
III Siatlli ftre the Murris, KIiosolis, Crmraiuaf Lakis,

JBi'mlis, and a few of hors i the parent comitty e«n- 
meratf* ibrty-dght origitmJ tribes. The etreagth 
of ihc Sindh aimy has generally iMjen rated at 50.1100 
men. 

The Moflim or iMlani tribe of fishEnocoi and boat¬ 
men, who hnd otenpation and snl>fllKtenl^e on the 
river Jadim, form a tiurcl class of diL'J^laljoimnodon 
Itopulation of Slndli, and tbrm a large tribe, ajiort 
from, oitlicr the Jiitt cultivator or the tiirhult-nt, 
BiJdtihS, though it is nsnal to style as Siudhhma all 
ciaasesgenerally who iiihahU tluf country: this has 
been hitherto observed by all tmvellers passing 
tlirougli it. The lliunia (or Moanas) arc the most 
active and athletic race in Sindh, vrith a buoyancy 
of spirits and generally frank Ix^ring unknown to 
the other classes. Many of them us fishermen live, 
It may he said^t rather than ^tt the rivers hut idl 
have villages imraedintely on its batiks, their boats 
and tieia .fimdsbing ail that is T^wiuired for their 
maintenance. In many parts of the stream, es- 
pticially near the great hike Hunchur. whole hmiilies 
of this clasi} live entirely after tlic Chinese fiasliion 
in their boats, having no ocher liabltation. 

The women share the ]ul>our equally with tin? 
men, and u sturdy loss is gcucrally Sfjcn steering or 
ptiddlicig the boat whilst tfie man works at the nets, 
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ft cliikl I icing uftcn &iii?p<inde<l m & net-work cot 
butiviia] thd nuist imd rigging of tJie cruft^ wlildi is 
always very siuall and light for tlic advantage of 
easier navigatioti amongst the slioaLi and creeks. 
All tlic lakes and estuariea formed by the inwnlii* 
tions are crowded with this descrii‘tioti of crafL 

The navigation of tlie Indus is carried ou by the 
31 lajii, and passing his life on the river he is the 
only pilot to be trusted in its intricate channel: 
connected with this people, the PiUhih fishciy, for 
which the Indus is so celebrated, deserves particu¬ 
lar notice. First phicing^ on the w'ater a large 
earthen vessel, and oommetidiiig it to the cure of 
Allah, the fiaheriiian casts himself on it in such a 
mimnei' that the mouth of llie vessel is completely 
cUised by the pressure of his stomacli; he then 
paddles him^h* by inwins of the action of his hands 
and feet into the centre of tlie sti^eam, holding deep 
in tin- water a forked pole about iiilcen feet in Icngtii, 
to w'hich is iittachcd u Inige net ; in his gipflle he 
carries a email spear, and » clicok-string attached 
to the net indicates the moment whon a fish is 
entangled^ Tlie s|>e!ir is used to kill the fisli wiicii 
drawn up after capture, and tho jar receives the 
spoil. 

The PtdlaU (the Uilsah df tlie (ianges in sable 
fish) swims against the stmu'n, The fisherman 
thcretbre walks aomo miles up the river hank, and 
then ttoats down it tintU he lius secured sufficient 
for hi5 day's sale or consumption. 
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The Mianis, as nmy be corijoctured, are i poor 
race, tlioiigli exceedingly nuntcrou^. Tln^ are 
disitipikted^ and a liirgD proftoTtion of the ocntrtesonfi 
autl dunicing vromen of the country are frani this 
tribe ; tlioy are of very dark complexion, hut pos- 
«es8 regul/ir featui'es, and some of the women 
would lie considered remarkably bondsotne. Tlie 
Mfunis are also noted lor the manufacture <^'mats 
and baskets, which ate beautifully woven fiwim the 
high reeds and strong gmssos growing on the edge 
of the river; this doss, when found near town# 
and vilhiges, occupy a distinct quarter, generally 
outaidc or ajian lh»n the other itiUabitanta, .Fler© 
tlicy sell spirits, aud the nieu beat drums and sing 
whilst the women dance and perform all the usual 
acts of courtEsanship cnlculatod to allure the 
passing stFongcr.

tiitctivc marks f they may be generally classcftl as 
ziuniitdurs nnd cultivators, ^adir Shafj, in lua 
passage through Sindh m A. d. 1740, left behind 
lijin nuinj- PersinnB, who settk'd m the country, atid 
these fuKiUies have l>t!Couie m many instances 
wealthy and intiaential. AdventurerB from Persiii 
grnertdly roanagfd, at a later period to bring 
their deceit and plausibility to a good numket 
vdth tiic credulouft Amirs, whose court was coinse- 
qucnily always ivell stocked witli some of the rc- 
putetl sons of Ahl>jis Ali, and other noted characters, 
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SO that a Pcrdliiit liajL become a m Smdli,

In the retinues of the Amirs were to bd found 
military morccimrica from awry quarter of the 
Euflt: tile younger Amir of tlie Khyrinlr bratieli of 
r,be family boasted licmeeii three tnr four himdred 
A/Fglitujs, piciced men, and hml id^ h regular ri^llaii 
(rcgiuient ) of HLiidostau cavalry, clothed and ao* 
coiitred much after the fashion of our Indlun irre¬ 
gular horse. In short, fortutie-htintei's mid needy 
vngaltomLs, of Tivhom tliere is alunys u hu^e pri>* 
portion In every native court throughout Itidia, 
found ample encoumgement in Sindh; the mom 
worthiest) and the more tliese vagabonds blustered 
Slid Fwaggered, the more emom tvctc they to 
become prime favourites of the cmduloiLs chiefa. 
And innumerable am the instaneea w'lit’m the most

wortJih^, mtiigulug, and deaigiilitg dmractcTs U'ere 
admitted to the especial confidence of the Amirs 
aivaying tltcir most important interests and afthirs. 

The hulk of the ^lohommedati population are 
Suntu^ tliough the tdiiefs pmerbed ilic i^irViA doc¬ 
trines r tiic Koran is the rule of Jhitb, and outlis 
lire aweni by phioiitg it on the head of the partv. 
The sacre<] book can only be toucheil 1^ ti Seynd 
or MiilaJij and an assembly always rises at its np- 
pmach; the lowest ordors affect the tiislinetbn of 
Aq/ir, or learner of tlie Koran l>y heari, mnl t here ere 
many such, though few eviin of tlit Iciu-netl men of 
the country ijtiii expound & linti of the text. It is 
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altered a, moat acoc-p^titble work to attend ia tin.* 
toniW and Lear tho >ruliik j\-ad a clmptor, or to 
pay ziaruta (pilgrimiigcs) to Ute sainted altcities 
throughout the cotmtry. The evening prayer at 
flunsHjt is semindoniily olwerveJ; tlie kiatinaii rt-st* 
on lua oaVir the iisTietnum {ram Ills vocutioiif the 
ftom his ^ork, and the Bilik'hi from his 
tmmleruig ibruy, to go through thia ceremoDy. 
Dismonnting from his horse or camel, nnd spreading 
liJB cai-pet, the traToUcr prostrates himself before 
the retiring oih of day, and the genetid eftect of 
this aitiiiiltHneoiis adoratloti is very striking. In 
Simlii the fonns of religiou are carried to an esnesji 
by rile Moslems, in proportion to the obfiGuce of 
any rwd feeding. We tuay, liowever, charitably 
cotudude that there are iu Sindh, fis else where, 
those who conscienticmsly act up to the faith they 
prohjss, hut experience, socitih to say, adds to tiie 
conclusion that the instances are few and far 
I>c tween* 

The Ifindtis in Sindh liear evident truces of 
cniigraticm to that country’ from Multan, Amritsir, 
and other ports to the north; locating ituiuisclvoa on 
the hanks of tho Indus, as in Central Asia, they huYC 
heconm here, as dsewhere, a highly vnhiable portioii 
of the community, cominaiKling by their ootnrnei'cisl 
lurtivity, 1ui1>lt>4 of hinuiiead, and energy, u certain 
respect des[»itc the most urtmeasured higotjy* They 
nre still hut h tolcriiicd cIosSy however, anti nntlung 
shore of excremo con mug luid persevenincn could 
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enable them to txlet tii siicli a conn try aa Sinillt^ 
wltere tlieir wealtij la the constant object of II a- 
honunedan mpucity, and when: they arc only crati- 
Biikrctl as dogs in tlio eyes of the tnie bolicTers; 
tfiRV are divided into two gretit clashes, JLtffinwi^^ and 
BhntiHti. Tlie whole of the trade of Sindli, from 
the extensive mcareontile and baaMtig transactiona 
of Sliiliarpiir, to the smnUest supplier of the 
urdkuuy wants of life, are in the bandtf of the 
llindtis. Their command of rejidy money gives 
iliom al'io a ctriam power over the rulers, who^ 
looking only to the revenue of the country as a 
means of prcaciit gradflention, are too happy to farm 
its rcaOUTecs to these Sonenra (an the Hiudii traders 
arii tadlttl) for nhy ftam which may be immediately 
commanded. In these transactions tlie Hindd 
nlwayp nms the greatest rUk of being <ydk*d nijon 
to disgorge any profits ^ he may amass, and he 
knows that liis Wnds and waitrocta witli Mahom- 
nudan chiefs are m much waste paper; but he 
makes hb colculiitions accordingly, and, despite 
piwer nnd despotism, never fsila to accumulate 
wetUth at the expense of the profligiwrj' of the 

Hindiis, from their mtelligence and habits of 
huaiJicss, are nl6»> employed, by the government 
liironghont Sindh iis rm*enue servants of eveiy 
dt^-riptiun, but all such aiti obliged to wear the 
Ixaird and t.urhan, adopting in their exterior so 
completely the Mahommedangarlj and demeanour, 
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t)int rlM'V arc no rccogiiirjiWc. In Sin<i1i und

It b ainonn 
to observe that in the ncifihl*niruig coitntiT' of the 
Pimjfttib, the Miisstilniiiii is ns nmeh dej[tniik'd, and 
tniiited with the aaiue iiuolemiicp by a JHiidd 
heresy, ns the Hiiidli h by the Moslem in Sindh.

The 
geolog)' of Sindh and the valley of the Indus has 
been only partially cs:aiuincd : iron Bboiiiida hi the 
hills just mentioned, and fossil ahella art- plentiful 
of Xnutilus, Trochi, Ilelbc, Comus, mid similar spe¬ 
cies ; near Sehwun are some curious specimens of 
petrified tinilter (priniji|nilly ^Im) similar to that 
seen in the desert near (Irand Caiiu. The clavey 
soil of Sindh becomes liard and unmtmagcal^ie after 
a short exposure to the sun, and retjuires a tho- 
roiigli muistening ere it can lie tilled or sown; its 
Burfacc during the hot season works into a fine 
dnst, BO iiiijKdpnble that it pmicl® the whole at¬ 
mosphere, and not,lung has been foiiiid to exclude ft;

Irrigiitioii is ojuploytti thi-oughout the iiortliem 
part of Sindh, where the waters of the river do not 
so exttnisivdy overflow its in the Delfn and southern 
division; but tn this latter tliov provide, almnst 
iinaidci'l, for the prraliu'tiveneiis of the soil, parricu* 
larJy in I’Icc, which grows in onlimitcd rfuaniities, 
Here also iriignrion is used to raise dn' grains 
forniing the winter crops. In some [larts of 
Northern Stiidh, particuhirly the tirigidtourhnod of 
Sukkur. an inimcnse sp»uH* iif country, uvera|dng 
twenty mites in tength, uiid oliout leii bi breadth* 
is laid undcir water whenever fhe river is bevund u 
certain height, and then cultivation is carried on us 
in the 1 lelta, hut wiih ihls exception—from Schwun 
npwonls the soil is general I v ferlLlisi.d by drawing 
the wan:r «i' Ihe nv^r to it from regnlar channels 
opened for the j>iirpose of admitting ihc floods.

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is *0 (iilvftntotretmsly sUtiiUiiiJ. vrith refer- 
enwi lo tlie rlM tif the riv«r, mul lowness of it:s 
limikB, (Init. it ciui be ensily mni^tiuiecl thtoitghout ib 
vrliole extiiatf . I-Uiiriediittely ou the UinkA of tlic 
tn(]i)9 the w'heels ore placetl in cuts niiuJe djreetly 
from the river; but where tlie cultivated WitU 
recede, large eunals luterseet tlie whole luic of 
ctJiUitrj', and tilthough ucglectct! (vnd allowed to 
clioke up, yet supply sulficieiil w-siier for gn.-at fer- 
riliry, the racrease- in frhicli is [>ro|Ku-tion)ite the 
eiliciciioy of these oiitlut:«. Tbreiighout SLudli 
hinds arc dostguated hy thest> ciinols or the water- 
con leading from them, and tlie whole system 
of revenue, collect ion, aiul assessmt'ot, is guided hy 
the {hcilitieji for irrigation or Otlxerivi6e,|!ossirs>sed 1^ 
ihe soil at peculiar localities, Iti such a country it. 
is ohvioiis flint [abiur and industry jutj alone re- 
tjulred to iuciHjase its proiluctivv (towers to any 
CXtcDt: but tlic incans have hocji totally* Jisro- 
gardeth ami in rcpotdcMl instances huge tracts of 
Ibnile huuts have become perfect wastes entirely 
owutg to the iicgleett'd state of the canol'i. Thu 
rulei's oeciiaioiially tried to foivo the labour uiire- 
(piited, IfUt to no sutiafnetorj'' result; the population 
was too scanty to Ijear it; mid without f««l or any 
renuitierution wlialcver men caunot work. 

Tlie tTiihgirdarf:, or isxsscssoi's of soil, jiursued a 
somciiThitt 1)ettcr syatetu ; for knowing the increased 
value of tlifir liUids from increased means of irri- 
garion, they cjtjxiiidcd largely to procure them, 
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mid eniployed the Mmnis' lo ktwp the Cflnalis con¬ 
stantly dear fn>ra the alime of tlui iimii- 

datlons. The uietliotl of clearing ’iviiter-eonraca 
mloptefl by tbis cliii^ of labourers ts [hhjuILu* to 
^indh: tlify are utteiulcd in tliflr work by iniisi- 
dans, flud the excitement is kept up by beating 
drums mul Ijluw'iug bums; without these they 
make no progitss, tmt with tlietn the caiiul diggers 
of Sindh will do more tuautuil Itibour than any 
nail res of India: tliev work unintcirupledly for 
tw'idvo hours, and use u large Loa i:!£iIlo(l a p<^^€Tnk^ 
with a short handle, Tho fferiod tor clearing tlve 
wiitujvwjurses bj the:6i‘sl tiinjeanmee of u rise in tliD 
river (March or April). 

The SJi'^teiu of husbandry tli rough out Suidh i& of 
tliu nidost kiiiJ, and the implomenta very few, and 
of simple construction. 

The plough couasts of one rough hewn pole 
alightly jjointed with iron, drawn by a camel or two 
bullocks, and held by one Imnd r the wliule is very 
light, and a very slight portion of the suHhee is 
distmiietl, always after the aoil lias In.'eoiiue well 
saturated. The seed being tbroivu In, u harrow, 
consisting of a ruugli lienm of heavy wood, often cir¬ 
cular^ IB dragged over it. A smalt histnimenl caOed 
a TumAfi, but in shape like a large chisel, is need to 
weed the grain once or twice dining its growtli, 
and that is all, A cart, or consisting of a 

small platfonn, with wheels of rough-hewti wood 
shaped circularly, and which lurn u^ii/i the axle. 
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drawii tiy two Ijull4>ck«, in osed tor dn; fraiinixirt of 
the giUHi or otliiiT ptu’jKist^: rho 'ivliole is tied 
to^ethtT hy leather ilioiiga or rojie iniule from the 
mthij grass, a strong description of reedy grass, 
grf^wing Jitar the river; and thin is also tisod for 
all itgrictiltural purposes, siudi aa coiineetiug the 
Btring of pots required for the Persian whcri, 
yoking tlite oxcii, &e. A large pronged stick bt 
used for n fork, and a few baskets complete the 
husbaiidtuiors iinpUments. Allien employed in 
driving ihe bullock or camel at the 'irafer'whGel the 
labourer is sheltered frota the fierce rays of a 
Sitidhiiin mn by n few tiiuiarii^k Ijonglis or bundles 
of kirbi placed over n slight framc-ivork. It is 
usual aliKi to induce the gigantic Ivnphorlnn of the 
country to tuxiiriate uroujid these sheds for the 
shade they iifTord. 

Agricub.aral labourers are paid at har\'esT tlrne 
by a proportion of the xuwluce, The women in 
Siudii do much of the out*door work, luid receive 
less in a certain proportion than the men. The 
grain is trodden fiMin the husk bj' bullocks, it being 
collected, in a thrashing'Hoor for this jmiqKise. 
This hitter is n cIcaiichI sjiaoe Um‘ticncd and other' 
wise prepared by a layer of slime and ohoppod 
straw. Wlien tlie khinmn, or lump of grain, is 
collficted, the ret'cnuo ollicer pluces a string raimd 
it, and thereto nttanhes a rude day acid; it I hen 
awaits tlic govommenf division, lUid heavy penal¬ 
ties prevent its being touched imtll the rulers' 
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■iLiiTt hu 9 (hmui tkitotu In ji djy cliinatt; like Simile 
"ruin is simply stored hy litibig coverod with mats, 
iiiid to these: is uddtiiif for further pi'oteetlou, ii rlity 
coating: it is tluis left hi the open air, or is kept lu 
large Jars of aim’drted clay in the inner recesses of 
the huts and dwellmgs. 

The seasoiLs for crmi* in Sindh are two— 
or ftprhig, and KImrtff or autumn, the produce 
varying in jKirtiona of the country ; these divisions 
of tlie year do not apply to dinmte, for they hardly 
exist; but they are common to tigi'icukiire in 
Sindh, US they tireelsewliere iuindui. in Northern 
Sindh wella ore employed lo irrigar.e for the sjiriiig 
crops, ^vnter of good quiUity being found all over 
thut port of the coimury at on average distance of 
ftbont fifteen or twenty feet: most of tlifeie wells 
are tein|'>oraty, and am dug and used only for one 
scasoTti. hi Lower Sindh, the spring I'rojis am 
greatly provided for by tlie dcjioeited tnolgture of 
the river; but in both divisions the auiunimd are 
dcjMmdent iqion tlie luuudHtions, un<l are of double 
value and quantity to the formor. nio upj*er 
dlvhdon S 11 Implies the tower with its supemhundanoe 
of dry grain, t he revtaiue ehmu in priiduco ttcing 
sent dcnvti the river for Lhiit [luriKise; and the 
large fleets of graiu-iMiatsi, as seen rounding the 
deeply*woodt'd points of the river's hanks, pmsent 
an animated scene, whilst tliey afford proofs of the 
lionesl bebig collected, and of its richness.

those occnpied hy denao jungles and hunt^ pre¬ 
served in Sindb. U huncmtshly smull: an accurate 
aitrt’ey would ulonc reduce it to definite culcu- 
latiou; but it is too manifest to escape common 
oliscrvatioii, in n country wbose means of fertility 
are unlimited in extent of soil^ capable of being 
fructitiied by the river Indus. 

The productions of Sindh iti grain and pulse arc 
common to those of many ports of India. Kii:e is 
the staple of the Lower Indus and Delta, wJuIst 
w'licat and juwari (Holcua Sorghum), are tlie 
great idteniate crops in die upper division. The 
{(nimtity of riee giwvn in the former Is said to 
be enormous; it is the only grain that Sindh 
exports ; far though eoneumed in tliat portion of the 
lower country where it U caltivatcd, it is not so 
generally used aa on artide of food in tlic upper. 
It is of coarso description, and a finer qmdity is 
imported from Ilombay. 

Tim wheat and juwari crops of Upper Sindh 
may vie in richness with those of Kgypt even, 
where, it may Ifla remarked, they occupy tlwj same 
]) 0 (sitiom$, bt'ing the sjulug and winter grains; this 
ia not extruordiniury, considering tlte similurity 
of latitude and climate. A favounitde senson 
for crops dejMuids entirely on the extent of 
itmudutlon, Wlicat ia sowit in November or l)e- 
cionbcr. and reajied in April, dnwnri ia aown in 
the latter and reni>ed in the fanner, bcdiig irrigated 
the whole lime liy ihe river. This is u large grain, 
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(Hid yields a oojti'se thoagh sweet descriptiDii of 
dour; it is eonaunited by the tufies of tlio j^pu- 
bition bakted in the fui-ni of u cake, sometbiiig like 
the mucli^Tuiiiitod Ofttetif of Uretou. ’liie stalk 
of tUe Juivarij when dried, lunois u most tiutritiDtis 
forage, called Kirbi, luid is tused fjr tlils jiurpose 
throughout tbe eold and iby seasons, and also witli 
mats jnadt; of reeds and the date leal bd|^ to 
roof hutik and sheds for lueii uud eattlts Soitie idriv 
may he formed of the richness of the JiiiMiri crops 
in Sindh bv tJic aiKt of lui ordiimry ptalk of (liia 
gralu, Trludh tneaisui'es from fourtct^ii to sixteen feet 
in height, lU id the lusid often ^reigliK fivtii t.welv'eto 
fourtecu uiiuces: it is eixcecdmgly iuirdy, and iLttaiim 
neoi'ly the same luxuriance in the dcBeit ttaefa of 
CiitcM mid (iunduvu, as in the ininitsliate vicinity 
of the Itnlna. The soil always requires to be fullqw 
for one season after Jtiwari. 

Wheal IB raised eit her from irriguTion from weds 
u ring tJie cpld and dry jMfriofl of theyeur^oris 
sown in the iands saturated by the inundations, ^ 
ond when these have receded. Tlte crops arc vety 
fine, and for man y miles, where It 11= exteFisivdy cnl* 
tivatEtd, the country is in souiu coses clothed, with 
the m<ist iTteaiitifid luxuriance of t his grain, Tliere 
con, iu ^ort, Ix^ no limit to the produce of grahis hi 
Sintlh, if the country were cleared of its impedi¬ 
menta (o fertility in jungle and wild vegetatiuu. 

In Kgvpc every acre of the scaniv soil ntfected by 
the 2 vile is m «hc liattcls of fhe husbandman: tliu 
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tv-hole extent of the river, fi'otn tlio bch to the 
CBtorttcts, perpetiiiilly smiles with alternate crops 
of wheat imii Dhm (the Juwari of Smdli)j the 
very gnwlua] sIi>[k? of tlio great pluiii of the liidus 
and the nover-vniTing ■vointDc of its woter give it 
gretit lulvantitgcs over the Nile, the width of whose 
vaBev is somewhat less than six miles; vet how

diiisjniilar U tlie scene on tiic great river I Li^agucs 
arc tmverswl without a sign of bum an hnbitaton or- 
Industiy; and tho mightv stream flows on only to 
nurture Tauh luxuriance of tamarisk und jungle; 
how' mneh longer sndi rich gifts of tuitnrc ore to 
Ijc ivitsted reiiHiitifi to I« proved. 

Tlio other diy grains arc ttnjdjri (Holcua spb 
catits); Nliiiig (rhaficoltis Muiigi>); grain nnd 
barioy, Sisfimum, linseed, castor oil. and mustard, 
lire the oil plants of the couiitiy : that oxprcssi^l 
from the hi: ter is in general use for iloroestie pur- 
[rtiscs (as cocoa nntoil is in India): « husaiuost 
oflcufiive effluvia, ami is badly YirepareiL 

Tbr purposes of tximnierciol importance 5indti 
ptwliices cotton, indigo, opium, liemp, tobaoco, 
saltpetre, alum, sulplmr, and various drugs and 
dyes wliose value .rctiuires to be further tletcr* 
mtiietl, fitid with wliah our JUitinulutonee is but 
Imiitcd, thoiigh all tFuquiry tetwls to show that 
U»ere are amongst them many which may become 
valuable, ijod id! are worthy of being classed as 
useful. 

Oitton U grown ali over iiinJii, hut more 
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ticulariy an extengivu unct reach m|f fptwn the ccftt* 
fines at Siihzulkrtl to Uit* ucntre of the province, 
cijid kiiown 08 the Uhith, is especially »ppro(iriatcd, 
to its cultivatittn, Thu jjlmit is of rwo dtsscriptioiis, 
ati ftfiooal uqJ pereiiiiLit; m one cose ic yields only 
one citip, imt in tlie latter, the roots Ixdng Idi^ in 
Uie ground, the shoots ufc Bgaln productive. Thu 
purCTiDinl is a latge pliint, tliu same ns that seen 
on the honks of Ute Xtic, and yiddlug a very torgu 
|xkJ. Tlie prt>duce is used only for boime consump¬ 
tion^ in the muijufecrturc of a coarse description of 
cirtth much required i)y the lower orders in Sindh. 
The whole cnltivotiou h much neglected, uud no 
pains bestowed on the picking, dcaimiug, and other 
pmcesses, whieli make cotton so viduable a portion 
of produce in oui* own prorim.^. It answers the 
purpt^es imraedifttely Tequirf:^, and in Sindh this 
is the ultLinatiim of all products of the soil. There 
can bo no doubt, lioivcvor, i!mi the cotton plant in 
Slndli may be made to yield viduahte mu Us, for 
there are no advantages possessed by our bcsl cot¬ 
ton districts wluch ore not shared by that country, 
and Us culrivaiton may Ije Increased to luiy ex- 
tcrit. The r^nuiitity at presunt jiitiduced in Xorthem 
Sindh maybe aIkmiI ten LhousuTid innuiuls luiinnUly. 
The crops aif: ehisscd as A’inVi and amnnd 

am.! perunnkd. Tlie sen son of sowing is April, and 
the harvest la gathered In August. Cotton seeds 
are ^^iluahle as food iV>r working cattle, in the 
lower jMiri of SlmUi coti(*u ij' gmwn in various 
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Hiif, it is <»osiiitjrecl of inferior (juofity to 
tiwt of lUd rbaJu which latter is exported in small 
fjttuntitiea to tlic upper coiuitries and Miiscftt, 

The indigi> plant bos in Sindli n climate and aoii 
partictiiarly adapted to ita ilevidopmont, nod wlicre 
culti>-at<d, it lias lieen eonmJered of excellent 
ipitiliiy, A limited b gnnni in Upiier 

Sindh, ou the eastern hank of the river near Khvr- 
pdr. In the I'uniauh and IJhawoIpiir territoricii, 
immefliatcly u^ioinuig SintUit indigo is very ex- 
tonsively produced* It is used by tbo inhabitants, 
of Sindh for the dye whicli oil claswa of Molioin- 
medatis give their clothes, and a simdl proportion 
is occasionally exported to the upper countries ol 
Bildchisuaii and Cuodahar. Indigo forms a great 
article of trade l»etwoen Jluscat and Sindh i it is 
not. so ramdi the growth of thb count ry, however, 
as iiftlioBc aLkove mciitioiiRth 

The Iwmks of the InduK, like tho=ii.‘of the Ganges, 
are utipablc of producing this dye Ui u great extent, 
ivei’i? its value sufficientl}* nndcridooil. At [iresont 
it is limited in Sindli to home consumption; ami 
uveii wlum oxj’Hirtwl from tlie higher Indus is so 
much detcrionited iiy the stnall cakes into whicli it 
is iimdc up, as tu be micdcss to the Kuropean markci * 
[f is undoulftcdly one of thuac inaph: pr«alncts which 
ret^tiire attention, and ivill folly repay any efforts 
to extend its cultivation. 

The opium prodncftl in SludL has been eon* 
sidcred of «o fine a rjuality as to Ihj scut to MalwaJi, 
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where it is pwperlj iiJi* niiu'k'Jt' 

la very general in tlie eouiitTy. hut n greal ileal ifl 
(t.'iportcd : its cultiviilioii obtaiiw prinviimlly at 
Larkimniv, Sliiknrpiir, riU‘1 at the nortlityru extrc^ 
cnity' of Slniihr 

Tlie augrtr*ciuie ftltoins great size in SiniHi, aim 
a coarse article is derived frotn it, wliich iS in 
common use nil over the country: tbat required, fesr 
otlier ilian ordinary wants is supplied from tlie 
Bombay market, a limnch of trade in vvlueli the 
Mownl (Persitm) niei'cljunts wore diadnguislied. 
There Is a great induoemcnl held out in SindL to 
improve this pi'oduetion, as it is in sneh couRtmit 
de-iuQiid throughout the countrtrs in tlic north* 
west, which are dependent on Russia and FtrsUi 
(or its supply j it finds its way to the latter from 
Bomlmy. Sindh should mHteriiiUy help to fiimish 
idl Ceiitrul Asia with this essential article of food. 
The juice is esprussetl from the cane by it mill, 
even ruder ui construction than that used in tlie 
Thrcknii itnd Western Tiidtti, and ilieu Ixiiloti with¬ 
out ouy clarifying process. It lx;camc& Giir, or 
intilaBses, coarser than the coarsest description, 
known in Ttidin -lugri. 

Hemp is cultivated in every part of Sndli, fur 
the sute of its seed, which has a cortaiti iutOMicdtiiig 
effect, and is eliher iiscfl in n liquified ibnii or miule 
into a paste, cullm] cfmntn. It U in gciieml use by 
hU ehiiwes, Uffvond this the plant is not considerwl 
of any vulne; and the iiiitives appear lt>lx; totally 
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So 

tgnomnt of its otlifti* grsss Htitl Itidiis were 

twisttiJ into ropes for agru’niliurfll ]>ijr]»‘!«s, and on 
the river the Cofr ( cocoit^Jiut tibre) ifi employed flsJ 
cordff for die iMiils mid rigg'mg of i!ie bofita. 

The- robiieco gro^m in &indh is generally <*l iri’ 
diflerent ipmUiVt and luinlly merits a place amongit 
the vatiuible productiinis of the soUi All claikics 
ttstf it. from die [iviiice to tlte |>eiifiiiut, njid smokuig 
oeciipif'-* pi-obiiLly thegi'eater iiortiiofn of Slinihiftn 
eslstenct^. and Kiiiidalmr uAuuico is pre¬ 

ferred by the wealthy;, the poorer orders alone ims 
that uf the country. 

Salt'[iettv aljcmnds in the soil of Slndht particU" 
hirly ihfi lower countij, and is eoUected in great 
nuantittcs. In uisrny districts the surface of the 
land h covered wltii a saUm* efhoresixJicc, which is 
merely i»cnip*-d away, and alightly prepared to 
furniaii the article t its ijouliiy has been imnuMitiL'uJ 
excellent T and Simlh has frem thia cawse been at 
aU timis* famous for the su|icriority of its 
port'der. Ahim and snlpliur abound in tite western 
hills liorderliig the prm-ioco, whL-re tlicmial springs 
are idso of coiistjiiit oiicurrenoe. Tliow: oeni* Kar- 
racht are the niosf fumous in the country : the 
heat of the smallest k 1 ^0**. Here are fed 
petted the snered nUifnitors (die tiitelttiy deity of 
the river 1 nihia). llundrodsof iliesc disgiisling and 
enormous brutes find a dclightfiil retreat iu the 
jvjoltf fomiwl by Ihesc apring^- tomb, as usual 
in Shidh, o\W some holy Pir, w vmTted near the 
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spot; fliid ii visit to the alligator tank, tu> it b 
coUedi and hot springs, is Jt favourite bttiak in the 
tnouotoTiy of cumjt life at Ratrachi. A pont is 
gciiertiEy sai^ifiecd on these occasions, and the 
scaly monsters leave their sUmy holt's to feed at 
the call of the attendimt who has eiutr^e fit' tlm 
place. 

Sindh, 03 tt rich pastoral csountry, is very pro- 
ductivo ill gAf, an mdi,s{teii 8 al>le and expensvo 
article of food in tlie East; it is what luny be de¬ 
signated Its liqtiilied butter; and in this slmpe it is 
triins|x>rted in huge Icfitliem bottles from one 
countjy to the other. Btitdb exports glii to Guz- 
(rat, Cutdi, and even to Muscat. 

Of the drugs and dyes of Sindh much ctumot lie 
said, for their merita liave not been snilicieutly 
Inquired bito; specimens of a fciv sent to Calcnrto 
and Bouihay 'were pronounced valuable addition b to 
the ttl&tena ttiediea^ and titere caimot be a floiibt 
but that extended tuqiiir3'' will lead to flatialiictor}' 
reatdts in this branch of Sindlihtn production- 

The colw^yiitb grows wild all rsver the desert 
tracts Iwidering Sindli; and antitnony, a valuable 
toiucral, ia found abundantly in the neigh Imii ring 
province of l.iU 9 . Sakor, a rt!<l dye, pisaiuciil from 
the knot of the tamarisk shnib, is [iceuHar ro and 
much UflCfl thnmghout Siittlb ; in the niuihcni 
parts of the countty it la foimd in great quim- 
tiiy- Tunncrtck and Kiniibn (or safUowcr) arc 
gro’wn; but the ln^i di'ScriptioTt of r(ie latmr is 
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unportt'd fniift ilie upper emnitry- Kara, u very 
useful kiitd of tilkaii, lis piiHlueeJ wbuiidniitiy fi'oin 
tlu? irjdncnidon of jungle ehrubs, whieli contain 
u grcftt deal of saline matter: this article is eX" 
jiortetl in some qimiitltiea, and used in dyemg.

the eoimtiy^ carry on the tradCj and fhiiti luucJi ol 
tlte article coming into the IJoralwy market 
ihroLigb Sindh iainisuiiiiitKl Sitidliian wool; many 
districts, however, accaslbSe through Sindh and 
the Indus, yield this important article abundnntly: 
that funiishcti by the Kiloi territories finds ita 
way t*> Tlomliay viii the mountainous mad to Soti- 
mioni, at n gwiU drawback in tin- cxpetise ot 
t ran sport on cJimcls iind purcha.^ of protectitm:

A man In 
Sindh, as nmongthe jiiimurchs of the Jen-s, is cou- 
aidered wiialth}' and rcajmetable »u»'orrliiig tn his 
poseessioiis in Hitilo, and large tracts are used as 
[wstiirage crnomid. The buffiJocs or water klne 
abound tu every hondet ^ mid a miui ninst lie poor 
indeed who doc^s not possess <mc or more. The 
milk fornmi' one of the staple eonmimtitteti of food 
mnong the peasants, who eat it ns curd, :iud sell it 
to their richer neighbours.

This tminml 
attains grtait imfc iu Siiidh; and llu! wild hog tik<» 
aflVink tliem great siiort, although they abhor the 
flesh as good jdahouuueilans. The poorer claases of 
Sindluans eat it, and indeed there 01*0 few things they 
refuse: they are only e^naUed in this respect by the 
out-oisTS of Ijidio, who feed on carrion.

As a rieli vein, tl now glides, now rushes from 
its iiioiintoiw BOUTWi luiiid tiic siiow-cflit[«!d nima- 
hiyas to the Tatlian <.)ceaii, bteoiuing he it Hows the 
benefactor of all aroinal, oflering fertility' to the 
hueljandmini and briuging wealth to the merclmiit, 
ytill, cidm, iind traDr|uil doring the witjwir 
months, the Indus creeps sluggisldy on tlmaigli 
tiiiahh lietween baaha covered with dark tamarisk 
or shaded hy tlie thick foliage of the Aniii^ IniiiTmg 
forests; Imt ns the snows of the moinitoins dissolve 
beneath the intense heat of sornmer, they swell the 
river tide, its waters rise, overflow the iieiglibouritig 
huafe. and rolling on in fiistaucc(?s3ioij. pre-Bent to the 
eye tlio rush of a titrgid stream, sctirt^ily hHis nipiil 
tiuiii thnr of tlip Ilhoiie, uml having gymton* cur- 
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rente, Tvith wiiirlpools ol' t!io inoer. ilimwcrons ile. 
Bcriptlou. 

It is nt tliis period, however, tliat tlici Iiiiius is 
ivally Viilimble. At oiher sewsoiw U is a medium 
of rriktisit only, but tiow it tdso becomes t.be jiro- 
Juctivt! flourws of every Ixioefit wlvicU the imme- 
fliute country yiiJils to its inlmlutiuits. Flowing at 
ji hroacl and poblc strenru, ntiviguble from Attock 
to U>e scii, a distance of morv thuu nine hiiihlrcd 
rnilt«, it becomes, liketbe Nile, t.liogreat bemci^etor 
of tbe denizens tif n large nml pecalmr i.‘iiuotry, wlio, 
situated licyeml the periodical raitis of tbe tropics, 
iro^idil be, but for fberidt gifts of tb.e Indus waters, 
eaposed to perpetuiil bdiotir, na welt as to tlm dreail- 
ful chances of fretpicnt fami/io, in the almost 
hojidcss task of endeUTouriug to raiije the meiiDs 
of life by artilicitil irrigation, in a country' where, 
fitiiii excesaive bent, the large tnuns must still re- 
luain Ji wide, Tnmiing, and tmcultivated tlcsert. 

Uuppily, hop-ever, such is not tbo case; and 
from the misery aiul devastating clloct t»f siwh 
fiimines f» are too commoti In India, the river of 
Simiti not only aa%'es it$ inhahitutita, but baa mudo 
tbeiii t!m envy of less favoured tracts, many of 
wbicli, tlniijgb bolding u high dtarjictcr for fertility, 
inuat yield rlie palui of productive ).K>wer to SiudJi 
with its eternul sourtre of prt>duf,'tiYi;ncss in the I ndiis. 

As much learned and intricate controversy bus 
liccn occuiiioned, anti will yet in all prohability 
arl' 4 ‘, in nttompiing to solve ijuestions of aticieni 
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geo^phy, puTtkiilarly ns uftWtff tlio locnKties of 
Lniver SitiJli. ilia subject inuy ailvunttigcomsly be 
diamjssed at once, by refemug the curious in fliu'Ji 
ijltricnte uuittcrs to tile imtUoritics tbeinsel™. for, 
ill oonscfjuence of the enpridous ebumeter of the 
river bi it» flow, oliiiuiicbs, currouU, (Oul inurula- 
tioiis, sojnctitJiL'fl gUtUug along nlmost iiupercep* 
lihly, Mid again rushing ou at tlie B[ieu<t of seven 
knot# an hoar, sometimea iimndctiug the i^uutry 
on either side to a distance of sevend miles, and hi 
fhc fijlhiwitig sc^'aisi hiirsthig vialently tivet* one 
liiijvk to the desti-nction of towns and villagefl, 
tiaimg the opposite oountiy diy (lUii desert, over 
foi-soidug old IxiuiKlftnes and mailing for itself fresh 
channelsi it would si-em, that on this its i«iculiur 
character may Ijc cliargod much of the donbt, dif¬ 
ficulty, anti, IT iiuiy lie sjuid, imptisfiihiljty of diiting 
the fliictoutions of Ha waters, or calculating with 
necessary exactness tlie probiihlo iKishion of cities 
and [ibices which have fin inttu'oai to the cbssieul 
historian. 

In proof of thifi llie nnti'V'CS ihtnn.sclves oonsider 
it quite mioertJiin when they leave the up[ier ])ort 
of the rivei' i« to which of Ha nnns in tlie DcHu 
nmv be open to them on amval there. The vtuy 
accurate and elaborate surveys cotiipletetl some six 
or Bfveii ywirs since, are now of little or no value 
as guides ill tiic navigation of particular fKirriotJS 
of the utrciuii, so completely is it idtored; and juiy 
fimhor remarks ihcrefore on its fichlt; character 
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must bt! siipcrfhious. The rooky point of Sehwaii, 
ill nil probiibillty, oilers hi its olil cnstk* the only 
monument ofthc Owiim cxiicdition extiutt in tin; 
whult: line of tL<‘ Itniua, It b {KiaStblL that frvnii 
tbls s|H>t the Miiieeiluumii horo ‘^mnilc oxotirsioii!;

the stream from the great runge), OJitl on his n^tttni 
bulk a eoTutnoiliouA ibrt overlooking the river." 
The i>eciiliar jxialtlon of SoUwiiii, and ilie immense 
iirrUiclul iuouikI Ixi trhicli its old tort is built, give 
it f filT* i dnimft to nuik as il gtuiuiue specimen of nn- 
tifpilty, faiLlng nt teiist any iximiietitor with higher 
pn^tonsions. llevond ihia ofteU'Hijuotod but still 
aiiuerfaiu remnnnt «f Ak-xanrler's totireh, there is 
mtt iuuneilintcly on the whole liin of Indus, whe¬ 
ther hi Sindh or further itoj'th, one trueenblc mfmn* 
mciii. of imtiituity: oven hb altars liuve dbaj^^ieaml 
with the ground on whlidi they tvcrc ereet.etl, end, 
as plooes, Pattold (Tattuli) aiid the Delta itself 
lire looked fur with utiecrtainty. ‘fhe ‘* Bai’burieum 
Jimporiuin," whence, uccoTtliNg t<» the “■ Pcriplus,” 
the esiwditioti sailed ii[>^vimlA to Mimigam^ whilst 
on ihdr way lo the South, would tipjicar to reduce 
the latter to iioiiio jwiiit lo>e down the river, ■whilst 
with utititpuirlaii aiUkiety it U generally h>okeiI for 
some six htmdred miles up the slteflin. Such 
am ft few aiieeiiiiciii i tie rely adduced us unsutis* 
iiaiiory resuita of learned controversy in the eoin- 
IMiniiivc gcogniphy of ihe ludiiA, It whotiJU not 
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k; omitUKl 10 mitiitiim, lowevor, Jlint wliili; iK'tual 
mid exiatiu^ proofe ill j'dUcs ami ickritity of locali¬ 
ties are looked for in ruin, the mrcunicy of Alex- 
Hiiiler '9 histonoiis is daily proved by the uatand 
phenoiiiuiia of tlie rh>?r, chiiracter of the eyiujitry 
througli wliich it flows, and iimiiy of the <;tiBtouis 
of ilie iidmbitanis presen-ed even to die iircwent 
liuy. 

To come within the date of authentic history, 
there «iti be tia duiiKt tluil the river totJt a luore 
easterly eonr&i tbrough a great part of Sindii 
timii at present; it* old chaonela still to he set-n 
wnt'lNirate ihb, a* also mins of cities men¬ 
tioned bv the earlv Mahouimt'dan historians, os

luiviiig been sitiiuted on its luuiks: idl the place* 
clest'rilicil in tlic first conquest of the ctiuntiy nre 
thus rccognitsaide, pnrticuhirly the ancteiit llhidu 
ca[>ltid, Mtttuted. in the nortfiGrii divMon Ix-tbre 
nil 11 (it'd to, now *oni<: niih^ from tlic stream, 
tlioiigli the river is expressly said to lutvc wiishwl 
the dty widk: a bridge and diy channel testily to 
this fact. The progress of the Indus through 
Sindh to iho present day is getiernily westward, 
ttfiil at Sehwtin ihe rocky harrier even ilocs not. 
arrest its progress. A pQ^ by the stmim, which 
admittetl t.ho Bonilaly division of the Cubid unny 
in IH^h, wa 9 ill Ibdl obliterated; Llic rojid over u 
shonlder of the bilU liml smccuttibHl to the uct.toii 
of t.hi- river. Thikkur coulil hardly liave existed at 
the time of tlie Ureeks, or ihey would have luen- 
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uuiiut] ao promtueiit »leatirrc in tbc atrcmn. Ivven 
litre the rocky banks scurcely confine llio sircnin 
juat above tliis poinr. 'flie Indus overspreads ti 
irrcnL extent of itu western bunk, uiid ]im> c^titiiiueil 
to ^io eo for yeaJ«Y to tbc bnproveiiitnt of the 
re^'ennes of the Mnghnlli district, in wliidi Sbi- 
k:ir{iiir va situntcd, imJ cousequcjit dotorioratiou oi 
the custuni district of Kliyrfinr.

Its average breadth beJow lly- 
derabitd is tiiree (jiwrtera of u mile; biti higlier 
ujii, and at SeU^vuu, It is ivider. In some pluiius it 
is litertLllY. as at vied by the natives, n setj; for the 
liaitks nre LoNt, and iiotliiiig but wnter meets the 
ore. Tlie great cx|)»nse of lake Mnnehur Jhih been 
itlludoil to; but when thia spnee of nearly tliine 
liumlred. sqmu'e miles of water is viewed only as an 
nutlet of the waste iiiundndons of the river, it 
rifTonb iL striking proof of their maguitudv, A 
jsrrexvt pecnliimfy in the course of the stream and 
cvideTico of its force is here observed. Meeting thu 
roitky barrier at Soliwun. it reguigitaies for ten 
milea tiji a wiisterly diaunel into tlie lake, which is 
tlms fed by the Narruli river flowing into it from 
the Indus northward, and another branch from the 
iJAstwrtrtl.

For 
full and elaborate jKirticulars, liowevcr, 
die ixjculiar phetioiuctia of die aireAuifis observoil in 
Lower Sindh, the reports frf dioae scientific officer* 
(Lieutenants Wood and Cai'lcss) Arbose attention 
was exclusively dinsited to this duty, must l>e rc- 
ferrctl to. 'fo tliese it would Ihj prcsunuditoiis to 
add, imd therefore they may Iks considered as pro¬ 
viding ever}' I'oipiiaitc uifornmtioti on tliis interest¬ 
ing [jiirt of die subject.

Since 1841) only, linvc we hud a amtdl fitcam 
Itotilla, eoasietiug of four in-adu[»ted iron on 
the [mins; and for llie ft rat VGur of this ex|ieii' 
meiiral establishment, uothing was encountered 
htit ilihi]p]>ointnicnta: the deep chaniU’l was never 
long presen'fd, and between grotinding on sioul- 
Ixiiiks and getting intt» tlie nearly overwhduting 
iuir rents uud ctldlus, with confiequen t ilamages to 
machinery and tachle, the trip between Tuttuh and 
Suhl^itr iK'Oupiod nearly as long as a common 
Sindhian river craft.

(Imu^Iit i>f water, — tire so wciHfe in (In'ir iiuioliiniin'i 
and in evci-y way so ill adapted for any puqwsts* 
hut tin; eoiiveymitMJ of liitdr own fuel, that with 
the greatc'st difficulty in times of extreme urgency 
could a handfull of trtwfM, or a small i^iiuiitity of 
trciisure or stores, be transmitted by them, Tlicao 
uttempts, tberefom, wliich wem after nil merely 
ex|)etiinentii], would lx* no JjscouitigC'imjiit liiul they 
proved utter failures j but such i* not the case: 
vven these iimdequute lioats could gencnill}' iruike ii 
regular ran between 'L'attah and Siikkur, n distfiuoe 
of three hundred arid twenty-six miles, during the 
grr.'uteat velocity of the cui'rcni, in from seven to 
eight days, and the dowuwartl trip in dfteen to 
twenty hours stvaming. The groatcat dmugUt of 
water ollowable by those whose opinions nre vuln- 
uble, fur stennim on the Indius is ennsideml to In; 
thirty inches, better If only tAvo feet; they should 
iic long, iind of the greatest ptw'er consistent with 
ligUtncs??, Imving in tow uceoiuniodutioii or baggage 
Ijoats^ the steamers being only used for tlicir own 
officers^ mid transport of their own fiml: thus, in 
the Ganges a steaiuer of orie Eiuu tired and twenty- 
live feet ill length tows n Iwat of tltis sort, capable 
of ooiitaiuiug ft air tJiousaiul feet of curgOi, weighing 
forty toiWi luid dmwing uiJy at tlie nmxtniiirn 
eighty bichtiS; mrddng seven miles an hour against 
lilt: stream. The steamers now running in the 
Itidii-i average a draught of thirty-three triohes

The native method of iiavigfttiDg the IihIuIs w 
rude, and in act:ordiiiic*j with the Ktato of the itdia- 
bitmit?* of iiiadb, aud the oouiitrios Ummgh winch 
the river flows: it description of tlio craft and 
aystein geuemlly will lend foivibly' to exemplify 
the uitCT hopolessnesB of ntteniptitig to eo]M’ U'ith 
such II river by any such miiaiw, itidtHMl, It is only 
a suijjRct of extreme iistonlshioent that the Imius 
uiitlcr sucli circumstanuee, ever been nscil us n 
means of tmimt upwards, and may only tie ac¬ 
counted for by that jmlient endurance, tliu result 
of iqHithy, whicli in the East accomplishes its pur¬ 
pose, not by rnrjttuids or expedients, so much as by 
Dll iiidimitixl exlisnstioii of thite and bdxiur. 

Tlio boat ui oommoT) use for transport in Sindii 
ami tilt lower river is tlie Hat IxittoniLal, 

with a flight convex inclination, for iJin udditloiiiLl 
Ihcility "f getting off ^uud-lxuiks; if tiuni spina 
round on its coiitn.?, and has a greater cUouce of 
giving way to tiiu foive of the ettrrent, whilst a

Tlie I'tcm and fore-part of the Dimdi are 
Uut, and Blfn*o iii’^TiiTtls, the ibrmcr hein^^ nt a coii- 
gidemWe anglD to the aurface of the ^-ater. soim^- 
what higher thun the other pan of the Iwiat; there 
is also a slight decreuae in the bread tli at its extr^ 
miticsi tme of the advantagea of a sloping front is 
the facility aftbrded for ruiiuing in on tlw banka 
when required to tuguo (or fasten to the shore), or 
pjurryii^ the shocks tcheti frreihly tlntcn on it.

tamx: mast bo tracked, Tiie average rate at 
whidi a Ixwit win track tlic Indus, through iho 
Sindhian part, of its course# is little tnore, fjti 
average, than t en lunca a day; and a worse river for 
t his operation can hardly bo unnginod; its banks 
are either lined with swampy jungles, or tlie dense 
nmsees of the Shitargahs come tdose up to the 
streaTii, wiillst in other placea it lia** heavy* sand- 
Jiills lining the edges of the river. The Ijoiiks of 
the Giitiges are strong and fiennimen^ having emn- 
moilioixs ghunts (Ifttuling-plnces) erected at certaiii 
dt 3 taiicjt>s.

It is evident, and the optnibn hub been often 
I quoted lny the 1)cst autborlticB, that nothing bat 
the power of steam apjdicd to tlie Indus wUi ever 
have tho dOhet of counteracting tlie physical diffi¬ 
culties which it ]>rescuts to extouded navigation j 
its whole course must be coinuumded by steam era 
built expressly for and udiijitod to its peculiarities 
iiitd difficiddes, whldi .are of no ordinary kind. 
Tliis nieusui'e, fortunately for tlie great inteiH^sts 
at stake, is in pmgress imd about tu be adcqited ; 
and as the expeiinicnts hitherto carried on have 
])flved the way for adequate efficiency in the 
rmigemeuts to be luatle, tlicre cannot be a doubt 
«>t the uitimatc pnccticobility of navigating the

Above flu? Indiii} in Sindh, towaixls the Suttledge, 
this is not the euao, for fhel is eertiimly mure scarce; 
but eoul Ims been discovt*red to oxint on U>th himks 
of the Indus. iiCHur the salt ranges and it is to bo 
hoped that iurUier examiUHtioo may yot be directed 
to its doYolopmcm:. There are eight or ten dif- 
fercut ilescriptitmii of wood fuel fnuud <in the l>aiiks 
of tlic- Indus, some lietter adapted limn others for 
the purtiose. Coal h in iwwer of steutii vla seven to 
five, and of course in every way preferable; but its 
cnomtous expense in India until proeitrcil us a nu- 
tive production, is ihe great ob>naole fo Its general 
cmplojnieiii. Again, the Indus being so ciwy of 
approach by water carriage fimi Bombay, ull the 
stui’cs, roatetiobs artljicci*s, and other bsseTitinls for 
cnicieuey in a steaui fluTtlbi, eon be readily (*om- 
nnmded. and dcp 6 T« tutd [iiiigiiKiiies be eontinually 
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k«pt fully supplied. One of tlie first potiitfi re- 
i] airing attontiuu b a nrtdldocated estublLditnent 
of tluB sort. JJithmo extensive rejiairs to the 
steamuis have luid to be earned out in Iknulmy. 
AU these arrangement3^ however^ idD now have 
that full attention wltieh the important mutter de¬ 
mands ; tuid when we can. with saeh ill-aihiptoi] 
as are at presfcut employed, comniand dur¬ 
ing the height of the mundatious and conscquetii 
strotigesi power of the current^ u regular passage 
from Ttittali t-o Bukkur, in Bxtni seven to ten days,, 
tJirec hundred, and twenty-six miles, witli a down¬ 
ward tr^p of tliirty-flix hours, we mny reasonably 
speculate on still greater innpTOVemcnt. ’Fhe Inst 
tliree yeiu^ ieive 1x>en otherwise employed in Siiidli 
than in promoting tlie ii(i\dgation of the Indus, 
fmm a series of iintmvnrd events in its vicinity, 
which are not only without jjandtcl In our Easteiu 
ajinaU, hut those of our hitherto gloriotis progress 
from the earliest port<xt of its lustoty, A jxissession 
of tiio river route, and n good undcratandmg with 
tlie trilnia i>n its banks, are alone required to prove 
that n fair field is open to our skill and energy; but 
tlicse eoTiditimiB ore mdispensalilt>, neither eon the 
niivigarion of the river, or any other object con¬ 
nected with a position near its stream, be effected, 
except we obtum the goodwill of those vvlio. ilespite 
all OUT endeavours, have yet the means of cou¬ 
rt antly frustrating nil our prtijects. This is not 
the place, however, to enter at length on this part 
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of ihe aiibjei't. We »LaIl^ mor&«.tver, tuiTC tb<j 
moans, k is co iw hopctlf not ouiy of prouicitiii«r our 
mrn onmuiarcial hitorosta on mid beyond the Indus, 
but of oonfcrrin^ the bi^iedta resultrii^ UiercfroTn 
on oountnes who huTC liitberto seen the waicrs of 
the great river glide by only to parMally pi>ovide 
for the tnere eveiy-day wonta of an animal exist- 
enct', or to be wasted and unused, Tlie Indus has 
Ituherto been the !>ou[idiity and limit of Ltnprove* 
incni uud cirlllsat,ioit; it may yef be lond p the 
means of their oxtensiou mid difrusiou, for whieb 
gmtid ptir£K»se, utnongst many others, it was evi¬ 
dently intended to be a imtui'a] agenr. 

The general features of the liidus. in its course 
through Silulii, arc its Delta, having eleveu mouths, 
which, at a distance ul'afioiit seventy‘eight miles from 
the sea, tuiitein two great branches, the BtigAraird 
the Satn. The stream, fitveepiiig on bnom Uie tiDiih. 
jiftst Schwun, casts itself IlelovvHy JeruNid, into the 
Falldh, w'hich form a mi ijilmul during the freslies 
of tlie line of rock on whidi the capital stands. 
This biiuich is almost stagnant, and scarcely na- 
vigalilc by tlie STunlkist. boats; the rush fonni^ by 
the river throws up h«*ge saiwl-baiiks, that nre 
Itighly dongerous. The w-nters are, however, use- 
fill for piipjioscs of ngrieultnw^ for triiich objects 
they are earefulty reserved, 

Bettveon Tattah and ITydendiiiid thepiireut stream 
flows, in u toh'rahly well-detineii and ^vidt* channel, 
n dUffonce of tiboiit sei'cnty tnUcs. The iunnedioto 
bank?- of the rii'er are «)>uetiijjes |>iirtialiy over- 
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flowtid; mid iildiutigL in tUe interior isi o eou* 
adorable {Ktrtion of liuid, rliftt from ItiS natnrc is 
imtimdly meapublo of production, the immediate 
bank of the river is used for ciilth'ation, mid abim- 
dimtly Itrigated by die Peisiaii wheel. 

W'liter is ample licrTrcen Tattali lUid Hyderaliad, 
for jiU purfioscs of ngriculturc; for, ttldioiigh the 
country cannot bo said to be liable to uiuudatton to 
fUiy oonsidenthle cxionti de|josit:tons of tvnter remain 
from one aetuioi) to tiic other, being setireely eva* 
fHJinted before tJiey are refilled. Tiie Jmractor of 
the bunks of the Indus generally ia of great im- 
^xirtance, as (he cultivation of Shidlr depends en<' 
tircly on the mundatioii of the river; as die expense 
of irrigation in die winter montha, by arti&dnlly 
raisiiig water, b so great, tliat birt few patches of 
land can be cidiivatod, and these prv^duec infeiior 
crops, for the Imiudutiaii brings with ll a rich 
elimy deposit, of highly nurturing mid [ij'oducuvo 
power. Nothing b required by the labourer after 
the inundation hut to smiw seed upon the ground, 
wiiich springs up from tiie sodden tields, and ho 
reaps his rich crops free of all toll, mid that abun<^ 
dtuitly, as descnlicd else where. 

About thirty miles below liiikkiir the nudu 
stiHMUu iiows into the Nomth and Arrol rivers, 
which join the Indus at Sehwuu, under whose rocky 
luattreas the Anid sweeps during the height of 
inundution, up into (hegreai lake Munchur. 

A short lUstaiice below Snkknr is the hL'nvar, 
which limy lie i^oimldered rather a (uitiol than n 
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hnuich oJ’ tliu river, (iikI tht fori tH:' IJigi,

Aji old hranch of the rircr^ called in die coautrj’ 

PhriliiJi Dtiryiii" ia inundaud during vety high 
Hoods, and loses itself in the Thnrr, or destal lying 
hetwmi Sindlt and i'uteh. 

'Cbe value of tin* river Indus, like the Nile, is 
fuUj’ uj>pti'cmttsl by both the foitigner und iLl- 
native. The merdmnt regards it as a aource oi' 
wcnltli iu the truiuut of his good*}* and whether for 
subsistence, voyaging, or pleasure, the -Situlbinn 
lonks ui hia river, tuid is never tto Jmppy as when 
Itudiisg iu its waters or Heating un its liosotn, 

Althoughiiowuig through ^loliommedan countries, 
whose iuhabituuts, b^' I heir religious tenets, stu¬ 
diously retrain from observances partaking of ido¬ 
latry, tlie Indus Is us nmek reverenced mentally 
na if if were deifieil into a Nirbudda, Ganges, or 
KrUliltia, by the ilindiifl. The j#tiorer dosses, who 
subsist or) und by the jxroduoe of Its Hoods, so for 
foiget the rules of rhelr faith ti$ to hold festivals to 
the iacrcuso of its waters, OfU which nccusian a amtilJ 
votive offering, in the shape of » lamp, tied to a 
piece of aprouting rir4J or grain, emblematic of for¬ 
tuity, is oonanitted to the atrcani. Tlie Tullalj 
fisiiaruuiii always makes n aidiiam, mid ixiiirs u fow 
dn^ps on hb frail burh, ere tauBchijig Tiimii nlf on 
the rivm*. Tlie Tlludiis Imvc tLiyt, of |iubUc re¬ 
joicing and festivity on iJic lim ap|K'arunce of 
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uiuitJiidua; imtl iit i^hikitqMir a f>opuljitlo& ui* 
(lint tUilli idwiiySf ill trow ciickiwy style, devoted 
SitJiflor/ to a^eiieniJ fair, or Mtloh, on the banhstof 
ti lat^ cnmii neiir tUu city, dimi^ the period die 
vgiuitiy' was well supplied by die tiuods. La a 
Uiiidit country the Indus or Sindh river would 
occupy a niche in die Pautlicou, as inucdi os tiioso 
ahovo rd'errefl to, or nii old father Kilns did 
tlirou;;hout £gypt, Ui his femiiiiue garb of Isis. 

As u bevernge, the water of the Indus Is con' 
sidered [lurticiilRrly snluhriuiis, tmi, os it resembles 
the Nile in its muddy choi’aetof, it la ncce.ssary to 
rentier it UiupUl Wfiji'e drinking, citlicr by idiun or 
olDionds; tioing allowed to remain for aimc hours in 
the water vessel, or by suffering it to simid for any 
length of time, the water of the Indus will throw 
itA own dcfioeit, mid become beautifully litupicL 
'fhe necessity of artificially cdoaiing ii;, hon'ever, 
liie Simlhiati can never uiidcretand ^ to him, the 
iiiore tiindily, die more fteliciuua. Keuir the rillages 
ou the banks of tin* Indus, the iieople seem to jiusa 
their lives In the river, ilie men euguged in fisldng, 
the women in washing, imd the ciuMren and dogs 
gambolling together, in die most boisterous delighr. 
Tlic colour of the Indus water is generally of a iluU 
leudcii hue, ami exhibits litUe change tiirougliouC 
tiie yeup.

KarrachJ 19 ovitkiitly tlur oiily iwit in SimlJj 
>vliose geitgrapliiual i>ositioii render^ it saitalile for 
cotiatunt oonimimicaf ion between the sea and LjduB, 
either l>y un^is of tlie GhiCTy Creek t<» the town of 
Olwrra, or the overJaml route to TattaJi. Thia 
uttjok, tliei'e L» w-ery reason to l>cliere, was formerly 
nict by tilt nvor, for traces of its Ibnurr course 
still reiuain, tuul tliore im; the ruins of a largo city 
near its pr^^sent eactnuiaity, which may have heeii 
uniileut TattoJtjOr the famous |X)rt of Oiwdl Siudy. 
I'roju this starting jwiiJit also routes lead to Hyder¬ 
abad, Liirkliniia, f5hikapi>hr. and the whole of I'p^jor 
Smdlijthenoe to tla- coiuitrirs north-west byj'oud, or 
northerly on the river; Init these land routea will 
ovontuallv be enpcrsetletl if the river navigntion be 
effoctimlly carried out. The rocky eiitranco to 
this Jiptr1x>nr^ with the additional force of a stormy 
season, like rJiatof ttie tnousoon. ap[iettr to offerin- 
suimuiiiitable obstacles to ibi entry by steamers, for 
certidii luonlhs of the year j hut there are those 
wlui ctnislder it practicable; and 11 rtri) tlie oxiieri- 
laent Imj tried it must not l)e pronounced otherwise. 

Tlie sea-lxnit of Sindh is the Diugi, much rteem- 
bling that in comiuon use, for the whole of tJie 
coftsTing trado of Weateru Xtidiu, und ofietj. tnaiitied 
by the ,FoktuA. Anib Dows and Jluglahs ulao 
frequent tJie port of Knrraeht. The ,Si(idlimns 
catmof cDtiqietc witli their neighbours of (.'utch: lia 
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suilors tlicist? bear the liigliest diameter <if any in 
the Tt ulmn Oceau- 

Tlie purts 111 the Delta ean only l,vc ilepnideil otn 
during' a very brief puriodi and arc at all times 
nil certain, anil liable to an inconstant How of water, 
and inifwdiittents of sfitid-banks, in ihu most bekie 
jwrt of the whole streom. Any advantages pro- 
payed tiy the laerdutiit in gertiiig hi a goodn at 
once on the river are thus often twnntemctt'd; and 
Vikkur. the last remf lining pi act* of tlib sort, of the 
many now deBertod, b but partially resorted to. 

The principal tTailhig porta of the river Indus 
are in Sindh:—>VIkkiir on the Ilajainri mouth, and 
Hnghrtibf on the Sir, Ixith in the Delta; Karntchi 
to the westward of the river; Tattah, opposite n'liich 
is a bunder or tanding place; but the town itsolfi 
as liefore described, is at present inoonvenimtly 
rciaoTcd ftmn the river for trade; Garmh, at the 
betid of the Ghbiy creek, wldcli latter stiould be 
jnado to comiijiiniaite by its old chantnd with tlie 
river, and thus flcoure a great ol^ect iw super- 
scilbig all hind carriage, and constantly poimccting 
rJie acrt with the Indus, at a point where the shift¬ 
ing natui'C of thn stream would be nullified; Hy- 
demWl, opposite the city during the dry wsson, 
but the F^MIt brunch during t!ie floods; ihiUa. 
above ilydcfTabftd; in Upper 8iiidh Sdiwyn; Dark- 
Ilona, by the Larkhoiiit c^oul, which runs close 
under that town ; Shikarpitr, having o fine canal 
i^altcit the Slndli, which was re-opcncd by the Bri¬ 
tish onihorities, when they ptopo«<Hl to uumage the 
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rcvcnnea of thut town anil distidct,; Sukkur, in the" 
rivur^ Tjettcr known to tho natives biiiidfir;

CoiJtD we trace iiny autlientic liistory of Smdli 
bo^'otiil it certmn period, there is no portion of the 
IList endued with so much to recommend it to the 
notice of the kamed or corioos as bcuig' the eoene 
tif Akmnder*,^ retreat, when liis iiuihitious projects 
wore suddenly checked by the iiuiniuirings of hbs 
soldiers, and lie retraced his steps to tlie west ward, 
firsts liy jufijins of thfi frleudly river, which he 
rightly guessed inuat, nt no very grent distamce, 
conduct Idm to cho ocean, whence he could still 
farther guide tiU course to the Euplinites, and 
thence to his nGn,vly*jm>jectcd scat of Eastern em¬ 
pire of the Greeks, Sindh is at once recognized as 
SindoHutna ; but whetlier tlie wholo or portion of 
the province wo hove been describing Irore that 
name during the Grecian cKpedition docs not aj>- 
jicar. 
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Bcyonti tijie sunilitndo of ritJe and the apparent: 
identity of sucb plaees as Pattuk wth Taiiab, and 
Crocola with Koirnclii, or the ixMiiIiar geogrjipljicid 
features of pottkua of the river, there Ls hi reality 
fiGthlng tvhatever, whet her of local rofoi'd or monti- 
loentft, to attest thut hew the great conqueror wns; 
and, except the ae<?i>uji[s given by his own hisi- 
tonans, all is ti hknk, for neither l>y Eosieni iiis* 
toiy nor legend, local or conteinporaiioouat Imve wc 
been able to discover a single syllable respecting 
the great events so graphicttDy tlescrtbed liv such 
historians as jlTrian and (luinttis Curtiiis. In fact, 
tJie ubsencaj of iiistory beyond a limited [jcritid, as 
applied to Sindh, also obtains over the wliulo ol 
India, and perhajis in its inicords of soine tliirtt^ii 
centuries we have ns much as can li« found m any 
otbfT portion of the East, that hs of ihe countHea 
lying between rite Indus and Gauges, It loay be oh* 
seiwed, hOTrever, that the reasons are obvious why 
III Sindh there are none of tJiosc moiiumeuts which, 
to the westward of tJie river and fiirtbi‘r north, are 
still to be sec!ii of Grecku, Bactriau', Scrtlilan, or 
Sassivnlfiii ('onqiicsia, in the shape of tnmuU, topes, 
corns, and sih^ of cities. The spots chosen for 
these deposit oriiis worp not liahle to be obliterated 
by foreign ngencu', and tliey prove* jii'ter a lapse <if 
twenty ccnfjiriea, their value as infaUiblc records of 
the pa^t, but on or near the river fuieh could not b* 
the case: and liteniUyto have trusted to -oidi records 
In Sindh wnuld have been to liaw written btPtoiy 
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iu The nature of the soil did not admit of 

it j oiid thougli there inay ix! every reniioii to 
imagiito that he, whose whole life was a study how 
to acquire posthiuuous fiiiue, (even to ohtuuiiug a 
oiebe in the Pantlieon,) was most ansions to leave 
some spltmiJid tuonumetits, whieh shouhl attest to 
after agea the magnitude of his deeds on the imme¬ 
diate Hcetie of tlieir enuetuig, he eould not Imve 
tbund the two ludlspeiisables of a stable si»ot oa 
which to erect thetOf or any auffidently lasting 
materials for hts puTtH>se^ ihus it b that tlirough- 
out Sindh the most diligent and well-directed anti¬ 
quarian research 1ms altogether failed to discover 
one single reniinisccncc of veriftud classical an¬ 
tiquity, or to luconteatably ibt one lucalit)' as t ha > 
described by Alexander^ historians; nor have we 
a single record of the Mngdoim who sprung up on 
the Grecian downfol, and who we know possessed 
this countiy’, us well as tliose beyond the Tnduw. To 
the east, nifluy cities oJIudeil to by comparatively 
modeni historians, aa Mhiiigaro, ^lunsfira, and 
others, known to have ilourbhed and Jiavo attained 
a great degree of sjdendour, ai'e sought tor In their 
ruins, but in vahi. 

Cotntnencmg, then, ivith the date of authentic 
history, we begin at ilie earliest |)Oriod tnentitnied 
by Molioninteduii Listortanff, w’ho recorded the con¬ 
quest of (his country by the <iverwhelining arms of 
the Pi'ophet’a foUovvers, and who appear to have 
taken so Uttle trouble to ascertain anything re- 
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spcctm^ it prinr t» timt ei’cnt, that they tnJy po iwj 
far IpRck half a centuiy, clescrihtng a ilynojity of 
Braliimus or priests whom ttni^y found in jia^Wioii 
of the thtxmc of SiiieUt. It is, mortnivcr, highly 
pi'ubuLle tlmt, in their hlhid bigoii^’.tmil IntuleruLle 
(iirm! t^isni for the proiMigtidon of the true fuilh, 
every record waa duati'oyed in common witli the 
temples end other symbols of the “idolatry of the 
ragmiAj;" for we Ibul in Lulk tliut the only do* 
jMsitoiics of history, and they are very few, are to 
Ih' Ibuud with the pricsia of i\ religion Louked 
upon 1^ a heresy, but in retdit}’ the remmuit of 
tbiic whU-h tliere w reason to believe |>cr%'aded the 
wfiole continent of India, and even Cunti^ Asia, so 
late as the fiftlt century of our em. Tiicse his¬ 
torical records, then, in the keeping of thedain 
priests (the remnants of ancient MdhTsui), as Bf ilj 
scon iu t)ie present day, wcr« ao in the period of 
the Siuclliuin conquest, and, being preserved with 
rlio oiher sacred Ixpoks of tlie ttanjiles, they 
shared their Iktc^ and were, in all [irobobility, de¬ 
stroy ed in thaticorKK^lastic fttiy which pre-omiuently 
distiugmsheil llic followers of Mahomed during 
their curly 'waxs. 

rJetwfttai the {period, therefore, of Alexaiidfir’s 
e:!i])cditioii mid the subjugation of Sindh by tlje 
ilosltdiis, we have no at;c<:Mint» wlmfever, tmditirmul 
or written, local or foreign: the «{>port unities pos* 
scssed l7y the latter to acquire aurii were lost or 
neglected and ihtts their lilstoriaiis proeoed only t<(i 
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teil tLe tnle of one of the first conquests ti> the 
eastward made by ilie clisei|ile9of I he new ftuth. 
^Va know ilmt ttie country was onder if Hindu 
goYcrniiietit x and thcrti b CYfliy reason to lieliovc 
that it was fouiul by thcMahginmec,lans in the same 
state ns left by Alexander j but the micrmeiimte 
Space of lime, which wonlcl have been a CDii tiniied 
link between tTuaie tmo most unportant ]>cnods, 
ajid fraught with the highest interest, is eonipletely 
lost. 

Ii) the seventh cenniry of our era, and which is 
the tK^iiming of iUnt founded by ^luliomed, a 
Bnilimin or priest, named (llincli, obtained the 
sovereignty of Sindh in cojinequeuce of his jiersonal 
beauty having Jirtmcteil the attention of the quGtai 
of the tlien mgiiing monuiicli. Chiid» was in the 
sovereign's confidenco, and in the Imbit uf attend¬ 
ing his master in the jirivnte npurtnients of the 
pidnco, for tlie tiuiisacthui ofbtisineiis; <tn ime occa¬ 
sion the lady, having gratified her ciiHosit)’ !>y 
louking on the conference friun liehhicl the jhhvImIj 
or enrtain, becamo violently enam.uui'ed of Cbuchi 
and lost imi titnu in aiHpm luting tlie nbjiict of her 
IMission tiiut he luul inspired it. The wUy priest, 
after n ahort> attempt iit cuiiccaitnent, subsequently 
foil ill with the hnly’s views, niid nudters u'eto 
BO arranged that,, ia the event of the king's death, 
iJhu eh sill 11 dd sunt eh the ^ept re, T' h it ( as might I« 
expected) wiis not long ere it oct^nnvtl, niid the 
nralnnin tvtis dedared licir to the itnniensu kingdom 
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ivhicli then Dp]H;i‘f:iiiicd to Sindli, »o powtirftil awl 
rich tlin.T it is said ia iinvc the jealoUHy 

the udghbuuriftg princes of India, who. Hiding the 
more legitinmte daiumnts tn its jrtJSftc&sion, made 
immiHliato ttar on the usiiqjcr; hut tliia hlo^Vi t>y 
consummate tact and a Urtic treachery, he mniiiigi'd 
to defeat, and tths at length linnly sontc-d an a. 
ruler. 13 is reign extendi to a. space of ll>rty 
jtairs, and ho left ihe throne to !iis eldest sou 
Dalitr. 

Dnrittg this reign the Midiommodiiu in’insion oc¬ 
curred, and the imlaediate causes ivhich led to it lire 
variously stated hy different histoitoiis. It is not, 
however, ft TOfttrcT of any very great momcait ; for 
it is obvious that in those tbys very trivial reasons 
were sufficient to justify Mjdiommcdan aggression, 
and thci-e are abo grounds lor concluding that 
Sindh, front its intrinsic wealth and ftostthm, os 
op^ng a high rood to Tndiii, hod previously been 
marked for early coiK]ueftt, and the slightest npjM)r- 
tunity gladly seized for fixing a rpiiiiTel. The 
generally received atniy' is, that certJun Ituuts, liideii 
with rich freights from the island of Ceylon, con¬ 
sisting of fomale slnvt^ tmd otiter vaiiiHliles, in- 
ieudt?d for the Khalif at Damascus, were dutoinwi 
Ijy stress of wctithcr at the nionthe of the Indus, 
and tliat ocrtHin predatory subjects of fiimlh had 
pillaged the Ijoiits. and forcibly carried away the 
slaves, Xews of this outrage liaving reached the 
Ktndif AMfil Jlhlk of the Oniliide tlynaaiy, lie took 
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ineasiirea to ^evellg£^ tbc insult; ilni 
arnm^^euiL’nt of the expedition bein" entrusted to 
Tli||aj bin Yilfuif, then gorertior of the two Inks, 
Abdnl Alutk died wliikt the preparations were in 
]irijigrcs9t l>ut bin son Wabd rebixeil none of Ida fa¬ 
thers eiropts, and tbc command of I lie army was 
given to Bin Cat^siin, a youthful geiiend, and conein 
of Hijjajr The m naisrlng of catujiulrus 

and other engines of war, was ibnvurded by sca; 
and in the year 710 A,n, tbe whole forte readied 
Diwal, the tlion principal f»on of Sindh, and sup- 
to have l>een situated to the westward of the 
Deiia, os elsewhere alluded to. This place boasted 
a rempleof renowtiLd sauctityf and its destruction by 
I he [luwertut moans employed, for the iii'st time, by 
tlieMoliotiimeilans, and ca]»tui'eof the place, after u 
dtv<pcrate resistant'o, occasioned a general dcsjiotid- 
ciicy tlmmgbour the country'. After uncountcrijig 
vtirious opjxieitiuns, and dithculties, Bin Caasim 
reached itelrankdt, occupying the mine site as 
IJyderal)»ul, the modern capital and one of the 
strongest positioTis in Sliidii. iVfter a mere feint 
of resistiuicu, it was trtodieroudy siirrinulcrcd by 
the governor, >01 f I the victorious Mosiems celohratcd 
the successes of tlicir amis here aa at Diwal, by 
converting the I’ugan tcniplcs into mosques and 
ptai^Cfs of Matiomiiiedan proyer.

of the Faithful : Imt the Bogans were defeat wl in a 
itcvcre oogageinent, arnl the tide of cojujuust i^oUed 
on unoppo-^d even to tlie very gates of the capital, 
wlum the unfortunate prince detennined to strike 
one decisive blow for Ills throiiu imd kingdom, and 
musteiing ail Ids f towers, came outf in the words of 
tlie historian^ at the head of an imineose army.

A terrific citgago 
incut ensued under the waUs of the cHpihil, and 
was only decided In favour of the Kuithiiil at iho 
dose of ii bltKuly daj\ in eoiine<|ueiicc of the etc- 
plianta of the I'agans bceomin" maddened atul infu¬ 
riated Ijy the constant dischiiTgc of fire works 
(Xtiphtim iialls) iiaj<l by fhc A nihs, which igtiiteil 
the iiowdwlis; confounding fricmE with foe, tho 
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gigantic iKamt? turned on tlicir own trofips and 
tmnipLcd fdt Lcftirc tlicm. The cotifuslwi crt^lod 
was fatal to tiui l^ij^ans, for the Matioiumndons pro* 
fitiug b)’ tli« ifOiitisiDU made ii lurious dmr^gc, uitd car- 
ried the day. The carnage which ensued was dreud* 
ful. Aniungsti iLc elejdients whicli fled %7as that of 
the prince^ and the unfortunate Dufiir receiving ail 
amiw in the reck, was carried out of tliu fielil iiior- 
tally wounded; his depinurt nieliLd to the river, 
and the attemiants, diacoTerin" the l>f«ly of their 
master, huiieil it on tin? spot to prevent ita fidlliig 
Into tile himds of the enemy. Hut in the niettn 
time, tile female slaves heUig captiiretl, re^-ealu'd 
the circiunstjuice of rjtthii''s detith: sciirch being 
tmulti, tJio body was procuretl, and tlie head stuck 
on u Sjiear as a trophy. The Jloalenis, imdmg the 
victoiy ctitnp!eto, Cttuscd a general ttionksgivLng to 
In.- protdalmed for the success of tlieir m-nis ^ and, 
05 usual, mosques w'cro erected on riie ruins of the 
templta*, or those places wore tnuiMlormed lor pur¬ 
poses of Mahoimued on worshiju The army of (he 
Faithful eiitort-d nud took iiossessioii of the Sind)nun 
capitid oifthc Uth of ihe month l»aiuv;aD, ui the 
year of Jfojim 93 (A.tj. TJJ.)” 

idiich is the historian's account of the fall of the 
lllndii jwwer and first success of the Muhomracihiu 
!inns on file l^tinbs of the Imlui?. Vaiious native 
triljes (tts they are culled), seeing all hope of resist¬ 
ance at an end, emliracud the Aluliommedan faith, 
whilst odivns lied to the western muuutuiiis, where 
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rhey colonized. Ilic sons of Diililr inade m stnnil 
in ii fort bcAiing the name of AlosiuHler, hut they 
were t>ver|>oweT«l end pm to t!ie sivord ; indteflt 
thn»t)gh<vut tW whole of this ciini]Hugii, tlie nioiit 
mirelentiiig cruelty and ititohiriuiqo apiietirt to have 
been exenrised until the ccjiintry wn® completiily in 
tilt Laud® of its Artib invaders. 

To continue this part of the tmimtive as fiir a® it 
may tie interesting, it is only nocessary tvi mid the 
romantic though cruel end of the conqueror Bin 
Casaim. Ainong^ the s^wnlz taken at Ahlr w:re 
two daughters of the lEajah, so renowned for their 
beauty that they were sent with oilier trophies to 
the Khalifas appropriate addlrioiiB to Ids hiti'eni; 
but with true Rftjpdt spirit these women, actuated 
by re\Tjngo. denounced Bln Cas^tn us l lie deepoller 
of their virginity previous to trunsmiltuig theni to 
his master's iuiraglio. liiccttst^ at tills IhigrmU 
otitrage «nd insult, the Kholif, without any inqiiiiy 
as to the truth or falsehood of the accusation, pni- 
ceeded at once to net upon it. ami with his own 
baud immciliately wrote an ortier that Bin Oiiaslin 
should be subjected to the liugermg and horrible 
death of living sewn up in a raw hide, mid thus 
tnmsinitted to ftomosena. 'I'he royal muntlate 
i-eachcsd the wnng gunerul whiUt in mid career, 
uildiiig iresh coaitjuOfita to Ida master's anna, and 
he iinmeiiiuTcly and without n murmur submitted 
to its cniol term®, and in tiin^^ davs sunk uiidiw 
the torture, tbi the body being sliowii by liie 
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Klialif ta tlitj women, as an esulting proof of Ins 
absolute imwcr «ijd fearful revenge, they confessed 
their motives and the totul innCNscuce ot them* vit- 
lijn ; but ** liavimj reajjed dte vengcunce duo for it 
fuiber’s ileuth on bm murdtircr, tltey were prei«ml 
to BtibuiiD to any fate/' TJio miserable despot saw 
too lute tlie conseq^iience of hb injustice, and caused 
the daughters of Daiiir to i)e dragged to death by 
borscs, A splendid maiisoleuni, lircctod hy tlio 
Kbalif to Ilin Cassiin, was long seen at iJamnscus. 

For forty years mibsetiuent to this jjcriod the 
territory of Sitidh coudnutd to be u dependency of 
tho Omifldo dynnsty, and thon reverted to the 
Ablmiiides, wlio expdlird the functionaries employed 
by the ibrmer, and under whom for nearly tluree 
ceuturiee i«» histoiy only presents the liats of u 
succession of huldms, or govcniovs, deputed to its 
luauagemcfiit, and at3:4JUTit8 of vurioua iuterual ilis- 
soufiione, uJitilt m tbe y^M* a,d. 1u25, 

the great cbauipion of the diitb, Malmiud of 
Gburmi, ajinexcd it to his doitunioiis, witii other 
oonqucsiB, and his viceregents ruled througltout 
it in his luiine. 13ut on tbe dowtifiill of the 
tihuKidvis and rise of tlie Ghoriaii monarchyt a 
tribe iiumwl SiimralL openly dechired (heir imh»- 
IieiidencCi having previously obtamctl suthciciifc 
inlluonce to socure the hereditary govcrninent 
of the coiiiitry, Tlfis elan wca of Arab extrac¬ 
tion, iiitroducod wltli tiiu invading army, u«d bml 
long become inJluential os hujtUioldtirs in Sindli. 
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The Sr'itnrsibs coniU a succosdcm of tirentj'- jrrinccs, 
:in(] niled for a (^enoil of about tlir«0 buodrcil ur 
three huiidjrod tiiul fifty years, thuu<;h there ia 
much dificrence of opinion nmoiigst the few his¬ 
torians who hiivc written on the subjeot, ds to tho 
n tun bar af those ehiefs. anti period of (Inmtion of 
their ^lower. The Shmralis were succeeded, after 
licing overthrow.™ by^ the tribe Siiinah, who 
a|i|>car to have been of Ilmdil extmctwn, (hjEcended 
from those who were driven to embrace Ishtmism 
on the llTHt intnaion. Tliese chie!& took t!iu title 
of Jam, nnd coiuited fifteen rulers. The cotmtty' 
b reported, to linve acqnirt*d soMiGivIiat of its 
ericieut reputation under their rule; and tlioy re- 
couquercii some of the older poaficsatons df Sindij, 
to the Gnsf’^stird, pardculariy Catch, the pmsent 
Unjpdt gently of which province, or ,Tharijahs, 
trace their origin to the Hftniolis or ^timnuilis of 
Sindii, thus iy a curions incident In^uging bock 
tlic rcligiciii to its nindu origin after a En[)5c of 
some nine centuries. TJie Siunahs were not uido- 
^Hiiident princes, but ruled iti Sindh us vicerugents 
of the l^uttuu powers of Hindustan; th<;ir ullc- 
giflucc was, however, rather uonunnl than real, 
Rinec they enendsed lui nnlimited authority, even 
to canyiJig on Hggressive ■wars with neighbouring 
fttates. 

In the downfal of tho Pat tan dynasty on Ihihers 
(jaialjlkhiacnt of tho Mogul i>owor in IniUo, .Sindh 
was invaded by Shah Beg Arghfut, who, in lijo 
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yetir^if 0. ?>26. (a,d, Ixiiiig drivon fiwm Ctm- 

iliihiLr l>v ilftlwr, inadifr ft deaecnt on Ujy cotiiitry, 
and ttPifimittwl tlie SfmiiiL govnriiuitnt under tiie 
last <if its Jams, Jinnxed Firx^. Tbi^ priocct bi tUe 
first instanoo, offered a vigorous resktimiii! ta Shall 
Bug, but was ovorjjowcred, tuid fled to Guzfiot; 
the oonquoror, however, r^atnted liliu us Ida 
governor, over one imlf of tht 'whole province of 
Sindh, fivinf ; hia residemee tit Tnttah, Shall Bog 
not long aUowod to retain his oonquc&t inimo* 
ItfSitrd : Baber harassed hiin, and ctimiXillcd him 
to retreat to varioim parts of Ids territories- 
It nlikiir , wliich ho hod strongly fortified, tiding tlto 
imiterinii* of the old Hindh city ol'AJdr for tliat pur- 
jH>3c, und which was regBrded as the stronghold of 
the country, wna taken by the Moguls j this, and 
the dhiaffection of -Jum Firoii!, hidiiced a degree of 
despondency in the mind of Sholi Beg, who died, it 
is said, hv self-destruction iii A,n» 92& (A,n« 1521), 
Ills son, Shah Mussi'm, succeeded Ids jQither, and 
his first act waa to e^:pol Jani Finwt, nud otherwisii 
retrieve the fsdliog fbmiiies of his house, fcic 
Tiutrched with a largo force to Jldltjui, liesieged and 
took that |ihtec^ after a defimew whith lasted lor a 
yeai*, occoinpunlcd hy tlie most horrilde 1 amine; 
for the olistinucy eviuwd hy the inhabitants he 
conunitted them to r general mnssaerc. Dissen- 
sioiiB in other pints of hia doininifnia distracted 
Shall Ilussdn's attention from the nortli, and Sliil- 
tun Invoked, and declared tor the eiuficror Bober. 
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Riio Kiii"3ir, from Cutiili, nt tbt samo funo hivjiJcd 
tlic Eoiitliorn cxtromky: tiiis latter wua, however^ 
comitleu'ly defejitefl, awl ’nHtli various succeed 
bhaU llufisuii retained partial iMWer, tintll ilu* 
mayiin, the son of UtibcT(whose unfortunate flight, 
attU hinh of the great Akhar In the desert fort of 
Oamrkdt, in Sindh, form a romantic episodn in die 
h'uiTory of UtndoHton, under the ihjguU), came to 
Sindh in !)4r U. (a.o. 1540), The pincewss at 
first htiilled Ijy the irafH>diinL*ntfi to hie progress 
thrown in Ids way by Shall liussun, but imittuTU 
were evciituidly nccotninodatcd lictweeu them, htuI 
the Urghiin left in gntater authorin' than previ¬ 
ously, But Idirzn Isu Tirkhnn, irlio had ancceednd 
to the governmtait of Tattali, broke out into open 
iiisunxKtion, and Shah Hussfin, being worn out 
and infirm, died ere he could stam the rebellion of 
the 'ilrklians, who now seized the country, and 
bloody wars ensued iMiCweeii various hictlnus atriv- 
iiig for favour, Mirzn Isa engaged Portuguese 
tnereeuiuies to assist liini, wlio, during liLi absence 
from Tattah, dred and pillngod the city, 'flijs La 
the only mention nuulc of these the hr^it Burerfreon 
conquerors of India, as seeking lliis degratling em- 
ploynseiit, under notlve [Mjwcrs. This state of 
things continued io bindh until the ytau* £>99 h. 
(a.D. 1590), when Akbar, the illustrlmis emperor, 
put a f^top to iiiU'Stine war* ami dlsputctl fealty on 
the iHirt of its governors, by subjugating the wliolo 
of bindh under his gcncml, Khiui hhaiiim, and

EEuviitg thus rapidly ahetched a period of nearly 
HfiO 'I’ears (anti to do naoi*e iv-onld only be to dc- 
scrilsj ft sttceesaiou of intestine mirs luul re volu¬ 
tions), n general it view of the history of Sindh 
tor that period leads to the condusioii tlmt, under 
its liiiidft jxissesBois it was a rich, flourisliing. niid 
extensive monnrehy, but tiuit, suhsetjuently lie* 
coming the prey of cointncixirs, who, while they 
were generally involved in eontesta for the eu- 
preiuacy, i>iu<l no uttcntioii to the improvement of 
the country or uiaiiitenjinee of tlie iinpeTinl au¬ 
thority, this valnoble territory dwindltnl ati liuigtU 
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into a mere soubitli, or dopendent^ of Ititiclofltan. 
Tbe prufl|iL'roui& smto in vrUtdi tlie MobammiHlmiH 
found Siudli is fully attested by tliolr own Ids- 
torians. Tbe extent of its territory embnieed a 
domiruou of ivIdeU tfio grentost iudepeudent sintc 
of tbo present tky,li) or bcpxtd India(tbe l^utijuub), 
only fonntd a jwrtioti. At Icngtli a few wandering 
Dfrrwesbes obtninwl tlio hu promo potvur. Tlio 
origiuid popiiiation wins lost in tlio Jirst and nubsio- 
qiient iufluxos of foreigiiorSf and a fow Sarsat 
UrtdiiTiinfl, who tUdm to Im doacendtd from Chneli, 
ore tho only remiumts of tJto aborigixicis and rulers 
of the soil who have retained any distinctive marks 
of their atieiont faith, 

Bri^ken in spirit, and borne down liy oppitssiona, 
flfHualj rcligiuiis^ and polit.iealj the descendants of 
the once powerfiil lords of ISindh have never dort-d 
tlie atientpt of aliaking off tJie yoke of the oppresnor; 
once, indeed, a converted to the fuidj of bis 

conquerors, sinigglud to regain tlie sitjntunacy 
Btmtched by them irom his imcestors, and for ti 
while enjeyed it: hut Lho^ wdni clung to tlie reli¬ 
gion of their aiicoetors, dos|]ito the brihea ami 
threats of the Mosiem invaders, ever Imve ivniBiued 
servile and degraded on their nativo soil, to tlic 
latest generation, and tlietr oonditiozi, vniying in 
many points, nmy yet Ijo compared to that of the 
Copts under the Turkish rule, whe^ the descendant 
of the ancient lords of Egypt is degraded froxn bis 
privileges, and oppresBcd in evety irjuigijiublc wiiy 
that haughty bigotiy can devise, wliilu their in-

t^UIgence and capucity for as wnf4;rs mid 

aocouJitauts, render tlieii' service highly vjilnuUlc 
to die present pOEsessoi-s of the limd> who remu- 
nerafe tluim ^vith one Imtid, and chastise tlicni with 
the other. 

&icial oppression, whldi ncTcr fails to ptwluce 
moml diigrathitiou, has lunl this efFcet etjiiidly upon 
tlie (Jopt of iigypt. and die lliudh of Sindh. Iloth 
ouce professcil greater purity of uuuuicrs and siriet- 
nesa of oliscrvance in morals ami religion, than tlie 
Moslems, who are now their maatcr^; but both ore 
now equally bad in all that should distlngtiiah 
diem, and losing the flutter fcatiii^a of tlicir own 
character, have adopted the worst of thdr con¬ 
querors. 

AU the |)oculmi*ides and unsullied pride of 
caste, which lUstlngui^he^ the Uindh under his 
own or the liritiHh goverumant, has been com- 
pictcly lost in Sindh; and while under the Sla* 
liommeilim rule in vnrions parts of India, a remnant 
of the orig'uml pi^ssessors of the soil bnvo adherned 
to their ancient faith, *md growing strong in it, 
have foiiniJ aonie champion to assert their rights, 
and ^wssihly regain tliein, never has such a symp¬ 
tom of liopelul iinlependence api>eared in Sindh, 
lu IndLi we have seen the donnant spirit of nn 
Injured p<*>ple rousing itself to retributive ven¬ 
geance, dinging oii' the yoke of Islam, regain trig their 
monarchies, and making the liigoted Moslem trem¬ 
ble at tile pjwcr; hut m Sindli oppression 

hiis rooted out all ixitriotism, and the broken- 
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PjjiriteO Hiiidft }>ccoiii«B a hdplosa Eciriuit to Wm 
Uodlcm tyrmit, oiitl u willing tinluecr of bis own 
extroiue JpgLtitlatiutn 

Maliommotliiii govcrniii«nts luive wblom proved 
4 JOiJ(lucive to ituiprovciiietic mid civili9atioti» tJxi 
Toiij^on of whicb may lie foutvd iu flie first great 
fiiel tlmt die faiinticisni of the Moslems al ways in¬ 
duces thtiu to mnkt: Converts in stead of luiudio- 
niting die condition of die people; the Sejiids, 
who ai'c cominouly the advLiers of the |ii'ince^ 
taking great personal interest in this mattGi% whQc 
their nomLial master is well stitisfietl to dmiiV n|Hin 
his subjects for the means of |icrso!ml gradfiention 
for liunsclf ami Ids foreign adherents, widiout 
seeking by the linprovemcnt of agriculturo or com¬ 
merce to render the capabilities greater, but rather 
to increaSD oppresaon by demands not easily met. 
ilahommcdims also bring into the country a vast 
tlirotig of mcreemmcs, idl ready to force every 
thing in their power from the helpless people 
of the subjugated country; and consetiuently, al¬ 
though some uiiu|iic instances are on record, of 
Moslem eonqaerors devoting ihemflelvcs to tu- 
trudnoe wise tmd benevolent, laws among their 
Hindil subjects, and to improve equally their coti- 
tiition and character, tlio exception proves the 
rule; and the eoutraiy, to an;ost frightful extent, 
bus ctumnoniy disdngtushed the Mahommedun rule 
ill India.

riflTis and Tlrkluius. llir^n dim! Deg, of tlie latter 
triljc, on the invuMoii of Sindh by Akbar’s armies, 
dcsjrmrcd it in the sbiteenth iMiUtiiiy. It rciio- 
veml for a short time; but the govemiiient being 
Hulisequeiitly Tcniovcd by the Kaloras to ITydcm- 
Iwrl, It still further dvclihcd In sixe and lin|ioi'tnn6c.

FEmLK its SiiitUiuiTi history is in examples of tho 
rapiil dse and lall of dynasties, the two last of the 
(Moras and ToliiArythc first a raligionfl and the 
latter a pswtoral tnhe, merit ))articular attention 
for tlniir inirinsTe interest us characteiiatie of the 
fitidden changes of power peculiar to the constHuiion 
of society in Sindh, but have also now an udditional 
value from tiic circumstance of the British Govern* 
ment in India having under the Knloras first «b- 
tnincfl a footing in Sindh, while under the Tulpdrs 
tin* country fell us a conquest to their arms. 

It will be better to give tile account of the two 
and downfal of the Kaloras, u tribe of wander- 
iiur religious mendicants^ in mucli of the graphic 
istylc of tlie UistoriHU who collected the materials 
ou the spot, at the beginniug of the present cen- 
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ttiry^ from nAlivij recotvls or orrfti tra<?itioii.* In 
tliy prwjtding chwptor tlifi tust<.n!y SbitlK lius 
lieen hpoiighc do^vn to the yeor AtD. 17516* tJie last 
period of die admiiiistmtion of tbc country by the 
subliidiirs or govurnora flpjxjintcd hy the IteJbi 
throne. Th<^ oiipeitr ulao to liave ftirnivd the re- 
Tcnued lUid resoiifces of Sindh; for the innbility to 
hilfil his contnicts by one Sudik AU Khan nt the 
altofve |)oriod, bidticed ^ur Mnhomctl Kalora to 
tnkc it up, ami ho thus Iwcame the first of his 
family ivho inx^estiKl Trldi ptover ns a ru ler* 
Hut for nearly three centuries prcxnous to this tlic 
Kaloms hiul been setUed in Sindli, and it appears 
that about the year 1450 of die Cfiristiim em* in 
tlie thne of the governniciif of the Sdinuh tril^es in 
Sindh* MinyJdahoju^ Milihlv, a Mir or religious 
firiTiati e, blessed (in Miditiiniiiedanpliraso) the eouii' 
try of Sindh by bis arrival, and iUumiTmted the 
be^irts and minds of the Faithrub who resorteil in 
great mu fibers tfi his Holiness. One of the [Ku'tu'i- 
piitfirs of die lienofita of hie wisdom and sanctity 
^vafi Adam Shah, a Biluebi of the tribe of Ivnloru, 
mid ttf the Ablxisidc family. This worthy dipeiplc 
succeeded bis pastor in lus holy capacity ivlieii die 
latter departed for M«c«. 

Athun ShuU's foUuw*ers inoltiplicd in great mun- 
bers, and after bis death his fame and influence 
were perjietuated through six geticratlous of bis 
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liiKitl (leficeiiilatiis, all re^Jarly sucowding wicii 
other iu the ])ifttriflix;lwil diiiip. 

At length, fwm the giwit aecmmvlation of udhe- 
rnrits arid »ftendlUlt^ it iKHaune nwesaary fin* die 
Inaly to stiuly aoitie means of miiiiiteiiauco moro 
jwrtiiiment aiul cilwicurte to thoir iucreawiig watJta 
than precarious and ooulined contribwtiouB fi'otn 
(U-icipleB, and for this pnr])0!«i tliey forcihly jtos- 
eessnd tliemeelves of hinds from diiTL'pciit Zatnimhirs, 
and began to cultivate for the nisei vea- This netjui- 
aidon of territory took place about the latter end 
of tlm «ev(iiiiceiith ctsirtury* 

The Zaiiiindara, proTokod by these ujsur|»atious, 
jorucii together and Imd recourse to arras; hut, U) 
eveiy endeavour to cxpid ilie Knlorui?, were defeated 
by the Eturtiy saints. They were obliged, there- 
fanr, to curry their wrongs before the govemora of 
the country. The goveniors, aJoruntdat the grow¬ 
ing power and encroftchmeuts of this holy body, 
whlrTi rendered no JK'etrant to the revtlwics of the 
state., Iicarrily took up the cause of tlie Zamintlars, 
and Wiiit souw ti\>ops against (he .Kaloras, but these 
also were disgiuccifully repulsed in repeatwl at- 
ferapta to dislotlge the tribe. S^indlv being at till a 
time a province of the Srogiil empire, the governors 
rc[)ortctl this state of things in llu* couutiy to the 
Prince Alobiudm, whose residence was then nt 
ItdlUin, and who iuimodiiitely sent a detaclimnit 
from his army to ussTst the governors in rauiutam- 
ing authority. 'I'lie Alogul troops, after mi olisti- 
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Tiutc with the ineadicatits, completely Twted 

them, tmd toot Din Mahomed, the then lieail of the 
band, iwiftontT. He waft hptwglti to tlia presence, 
ami there, by royal commond, puiiidiotl for his 
rebellion by Ixnug chopped to piweft tnth battle- 

The Ihkira, alarined at this terrible example, 
left their habitations, and (lew tc» wliere 

tliey raised Allan Nasir Muhoiued, tlie son of the 
late Din Midiomed, to the aopremacy, os head of 
the yvhok friljc. Wlien two or tliree years liad 
elapsed. Slum N'asb- JhiinW proceeded to the 
presence of the prince, at MiUtan, implored toi^vc- 
ucss of Ids lather's contiimacy, aud pity on Ub own 
tniserable condition; and tuiving obtained the royd 
mimy, anil an tmiiiestyfor all former doliiwiuem^ies, 
retimmd to Sindh, and settled himself and Mow¬ 
ers in tbiir ancient localities. 

Kftftlr Mahom ed died aUmt the year a, 
and Vis son, Mimi Alahome^ succecdoil ium. 

Tlie young uian resoh'oil, uinjn a review of tlie 
iiffali-sof bimseU’ and milierents, to repair to and 

lay (lis r^iMJCts nt the foot of the Mogul throne. 

Tlila proved a tertunate detcrmimHioUt foi* l^e was 
received with great compmsaloii, aud sent hack with 
rank and honour, a tide ln;iug confe^ed ui»on Umi, 
fl* well as a johgir (or gift) of a district: he wiw

ilitiji Niir Miihomed's star prevailed, however, 
ami In a. D. 1717 lie also oliTjuned fmui ^L'lliotnefl 
iSEmh the title of Khiida Yar Kluui, and the pi^ 
•| viiice of Sowistan (Sehwim). X^poa some eurnwr or 
olher, imt. oipLmied, It hajipeued that JlXir UIhIuIIu 
I vhiii), the Bnilmi, chief of Kilat, fell out witli, 
oud attflcktil^ the Kidoras hi Stiidli. A hlwaly 
hnttle emued, in which Ubdalk Khan was kidt’d, 
and Uie victory gave increased ttjlehrity to Mian 
Niir Mahomed's name. A few years nftcrwaids 
Ulij fortune rtise to the hlgla^si piuimcle of great¬ 
ness, clierishcd hy the contlnuance ol' the favour of 
.Miiitoiued iihtd*, who, tt()on a vaemmy tiiking place, 
appfnmttl htui to the government of Uic- Siibuli of 
fattidi (as licforc mentioned J. /in the person of 
ilhin Xiir Maliometl, the tmthority, which was at 
Urst « usurpation of ithierants, Uomae legitimated, 
ntid the deiicciiduiits i>f menditinnts devated to tlm 
governors oi' SindliA I'lie stoijfc, ho’W'over, litung 
held in hnjy venerrtRon, relitr jeus preiudiee eom - 
hined with worhlly power to iiwi- tint pyj^pniid , 
uiid many leatur^ of tKc country at the present 
day tisitify to tlie halting impression of this double 
induencc. 

VCiffe year succeeding Mian Niir Mohonit'd's ace 
cession to the goveniinunt of Tntt-ah, which was 
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die ftppToocii of KatU? SlmU Ibreateucd 
Fruio tJiii time of this monarcii’s momitinjT the 
lUvone of rorsiu to Uia inventing CiinJalmr, Minn 
,Viir Maiiomed had been mo^it iiiu'eniittingty ossl- 
duoufi in rciukriijg liis resjieotfi imd oiiedioimo by 
letter; bot lusirmg of Kadir Sliuli^a mjjid conqueat 
of Indu^ and Jildhonied Slndi’s cesmoii of iiU the 
countries to tlie west of the river Attoiifc, h^tiiu tlw 
Uiiirttjut, Sliikarprtrr Hiikkur, Sewiston. JCusirpur, 
tiud the Siihjdi of Tuttah to the seu, he oineeived. 
great dread and distrust; and. uorwitltsttindltig the 
kiiiilest assimuices of honour :uid |trotectioii wltli 
ivhich Nadir Shah entcourngod him, bo refused al¬ 
legiance, und fietl to die fortress of Onuirhr/ti 
Thither die klug pursued him, end took hliu pri¬ 
soner. He wits couhned for some time, tilt at last 
Nadir Shah listened to his penitence end siihmisalun, 
tcleo^d him. and on Ids |)»Tiiig e tine of one croro 
of ruja!t^ III a|Hs;ie anil gtxxla (a miliioii sterling), 
resioitd him to the government of Siudiif with the 
title o f Slmii Kiili Khan. As hostugos for his grjod 
hevlour, however, and puyiimnt of a fixtd trilmte of 
about twenw lacs of rupees (l^f),0tH.V.) njinualJy, 
tlje Pursian king, on leaving the ^‘ouiiiry, look 
'ivii.h Imn thrtK of his sons, nnmelv, Miirud Yar 
Kfinn, T^Jur IChan, and GliiUum 8bnh hlmn. 

After Kadir ShaU^s depurturCvVjlian Xdr Ma- 
homwl wage<l war against the Governor of Gntol^' 
on the (Mirt of the Kajtdt of l-uckptrt, the former 
having been gaiUy of some iitsalence and depi'eda' 
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tioii& Mian Nur MuhQmed bt'slegcd him in a 
strong tort Ijl' fKjssessa^J on tliu frontier, rcdnceil 
it, iiud took him [n'tsoner. /Ha nest railed to iic- 
cotirit l{ajnli [jiual, the govertjor of Luhorl Hunderj 
whti, ]>revioitftIy to the entniuce of Xmlir Shah mlo 
the conn try, had sent wroe armed Itoats up the 
rndtiff as high aa Naairpur, aud {dundeH^ the town, 
ilimj Niir Mahomed, not having had knBure to 
retaliate thb injury Indore, now sent u force with 
his eon Klidthtthid EJjtiu, who in u short time took 
iiarujAh fort; attd in a succeeding buttle tlie Eajuh 
Ijmul hluiiiclf waB killed, and his whole territory 
fiOBsesscd by ^^ 1 lVr Midiomcd's troffps. 

About the year A.D. 1747, Xadlr Shall wna a.**' 
siiasijiated, and the three oons of Mian Ndr Maho¬ 
med, wIjo Imd lieeii taken away liy the king ns hi>a- 
tnges, availed themselves of this event lx> ubtahi 
tlicir release, mid mum to their father’s court. 

this period the Alfglian empire of the Iht- 
ranis was founded hy Ahracd RIibti Siidosd^oTi- 
gill ally a I'at an chief of conspcpience, who ImJ 
embraced the service of Nudir SJiah, and wan one of 
the ofE<^en* afterwtird& <if his presence. Taking 
ail van (age of the king's death, and Ms |>osses$iou 
of a prUicipal piirt of tlie tojtU treasure, he has* 
tented M CiuidiJiiir, lUid |)iv>clalmt'd himself without 
opposrtiou. The fcrt. of Candolinr having been 
almost dcmolislicMl by Xiulir Sludi, Ahutied Khan 
built. It new one at almut two itiiTe<ii distance, and 
gave il tlie name, which it now bears, of Ahmed 
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He wrote ti kind tetter to Mian XiU‘ 
Mahomed, and departed ou bis expedition agomst 
liiiidofiUit. Serentl severe engjt^einents toi;k pluce 
between his troops and tliose of t>c]iu. !Maliomeit 
iittulL's prime iulm$ter at tiut feUi neverthoteeji tlic 
rutun army watf discomfited, and Stmli 

obliged to Tetum to blx new ciipilt^ He 5;et htui' 
flelf'yigomiifily to prepare for another invaskm^ and 
agtilti led his troops against India, in this second 
etjteritriso, after re]<eatcd i>jittles in the vicinity of 
Lidiore ^rilb Moim-ud-Decn Khan, he succeeded 
in hia conquest of the empire. MliUst Ini wus em> 
ptoyeil in this undertaking, Miiui Xdr Mnbunicd^s 
dischatgo of bis tribute and respect became irre* 
gular and capricious. KoEovod from the affjurfi of 
lliiiLhjstaii, therefore, Ahmed Sbih iiinieii his slops 
towards Siudli, and encamped in Sevristau. Hiun 
Niir Mahomed taking the uLimi fled at his np* 
proticli to the bottlers of the desert, where he fell 
sick Hiid died. 

P|>on this event, the chiefs of Sittdh swore fenlfy 
T.O his eldest son, MiVrmi Vnb Khatu and Joineil to 
iitfl ro]a>rt of Ui*i death Lhidr floEtainlioiis to 

.Mimed Shnh, the Tbjrani umrtnrcb, that the go* 
vfFnitiient of Sindh might iic ooufem-d on lum. 
Ahmefl .Shnh tiononrcil their memorial with infm* 
plinnee, and hnviiig appointed Mnntd Yah rvhtm to 
succeed his father with the title of Shpb Xti waa

Mtimd Yab Khan, during lus adutinlstratiou, at* 
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uickcfl the chief of the djatrici and biiiider of Ku- 




knilhi, called likcwifle Shah Bunder, ami after tJituiy 
bloody coufllcti} jrot complete posAestdou. of his ter¬ 
ritory, sv-hicli he theu td lowed him to ransom. A 
few years Lad elapsed when aloiit a.ij. liSC, the 
ttoLh* and oflicei^ of the court, disgtiaicd on many 
necounta with Miirad Yab ICLnifa goveniment, de- 
];H>»ed and confined him, and laised Ipa brotLer, 
GUdhiin Shall Kluui, to die Musuud of Sit7tlh,~lT ^ur 
Klinm who was the next in nge, was at this time at -- i 
the court of Candaiiar, and hearing with envy of ' i 1 
his younger brother's eicvatloti, deieriniiied to un¬ 
dent liini, and for this ptiiiiose exerted himself with 
Eforeral of the princiiml officers of sinte, and pnij- 
enred lui order than the king for the siiccesaion in 
his <nvii iiHini', wdih which he nmde his nppainuice 
in SLidh, and tlio chiefs and grandees of the conn-

<iuested his aid lutd counsel. Uuhadur Klmn, the 
chief in ijncstion and a Daodphtni, took a Ih’ely 
iutenest iu the Kalura's distress, and made prepura* 
tioiia to assist hlni iu recovering his govemroeut; 
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Inii' Ghiik^i Sljult KIiad did not nJiww them tntich 
timt; to mfttnrc [Loir pluiifi, for lio bccamt? tLeoffen- 
sive iwrty, and veiy soon apliearcd in person in 
ilnliodur Khan's tcMhoiy^gave kattJc to hint, a!t^v 
lilm. Djul put hk btoth<^ Uttur Kluut to further 
lii^rhr. 

^hdhuii Shah Khaji Then returned to Sindht and 
tranquilly s<(iitetl himself in ihe govaniment bf the 
whole CQinitiy, Fortune about flie same timt! 
etwned hLs policy, as well as hist prowess, with 
complete success ;^r by his jtiiliclona mauuganeiit 
at court he obtdtwfrom Ahmed Shah a full ctm- .flff 
firmatiou of himself in the wliole govemmimt of 
Sindli, with such titles aa tnere homo tiy indepeii' 
dent princes thmwghout the lioal. ] I’his must have 
iKon about the time of the esrablislmjent of the 
Ilonoiiraljle Comiaitiy’s factories at Tattuh and Shah 
Bunder, whicli was the year I75S a, i>,. flJiiihun 
Shiili, now finding himedf diroly seattsi, gavo his 
nttention to the state of the count rr. Hi a firat 
measure of importnnctt whs agidtist th e Khosa tribes 'TV*^ 
of Sewustiui, who had been very refruc loty under 
hiA brother, and he at length mingled them m'lh 
the dust.'’ Oe despatrhG<l from existence his ne¬ 
phews, the sons of his eldest brother, in whom lie 
haii discovorod some ambitions and Hspiring vie\?B 
inuuictU to his own jiersooal satbty, (j|K>n some 
groutids, not distinctly ktiown, he wrested from hk 
friend nnd protector. Join Hijnji, the whole distriiH 
of Kukriillii, ivhldi a short time before had af-

Ottur Kban, diiding nothing Ict^ tor iiim 
but fiubilufinion, fifing himself upm his brother's 
mercy luni liWrahtv: Ghiihun Slnih received Id in 
Tvilli iv«pwt and offectiou, and made an litmourtibla 
nnd ample provision tor his itinintenance by the 
cxcliinive grant of several Jnligirs. After this 
unioti with his brother, Ghiilom SEudi formed an 
expolitlon iigainst Cutch; Uie cUieJ' of tlmt ciHintrj', 
not feeling himself ostial to resist suCh a piwer, 
ibrtlfied liiaiHilf in his capital Bhnj, and offered 
otic of his daughters in inarnage to Gltuloiu Shall, 
who accepted theoonncction. and njiaii it conduded 
a |iencc.

WTiether 
tfiis doient uieaaiure was punbliment for some 
overt act of treaeherj’ or the result Mierely of 
jenlousy and auspiciun on tlie part of the Kalom 
prince, is a point of doubt; but it is certuin thnt 
die J idpiirs had, for a long pericHl^ assumed a very 
high control ill tlie aHairs of the Sindh Durhur, 
He it as it may, ad gave great and geucral 
diaguai, to die people at large, by whooi Mir 
Hiratn Riiiiu ■was much respected and beloved, and 
was dio cause of those revolution n which' Rim illy 
displaced the Kalorua, end elevated the Talpdra to 
the giwertuiieiit of SiiuJli, whitdi they now reialn. 
^Under Slnifnw Kh^u, the HonotEridplc Com¬ 
pany’s fudtirit.^ Were so iiiueb dietuiijcd in die 
indejMriidence of their lAde, and (heir respL'd and 
trauquittity so mudi threatened, that the govern¬ 
ment determinfd hi 177.^ to widuliww diem, which

Sinifrajt Khiiu^s reign continued about five 3'eara 
from its comineiioAetjf, when the chiefia of the 
dilhdii tribe'i and oHieem of the wuri, dis^^tldiet] 
with Ills ehameter luid violent conduct, fniiitcd, 
sekrd and con fined him, and pur ins. bnithen Mian 
Muhomed Khan, upon the iliroue. 1 ’ 
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In till' litmraic of » frw mi}iit.ltf> Ins iucupan-itj' 
Itccnmcr so apimrcntf thnt ihey were obliged to 
selccl a pirsoM better qiialttied to fill the high 
i^tiitjunf uad tiioir' elioice fell^ iL&er j&ucli doUbcr* 
Htton, oti a nephew of Ghiihim Shah. 

One yearns experience proved their judgment liud 
bcfii iigain deceived, and they therefore deposed 
him* and eIev uted _t.Q. tha-govcnmu!nt-GhtUjuiL.Xulu_ 
JOiuu, tt brother of Olidlaiii Shah Klmu. Tliisi 
might be in tiie ytsir 1778, at which period Slir 
litjar Khnii, u sob of Mirliirum Khtm Tulptir, who at 
the time of his fiitht-ria Ixdng put to death, os aliove 
racutioiied, WQs nbseiit on a pOgruitage tu Moceu, 
arrived at 2ktuscat. Ghiiihuii Xubi ^huti, apiire* 
houaive of his return to head tJte TaJpdr tribe in 
reiiellion, employed cvety Tneana in his power with 
the Muscat government to have him despatched or 
delivered up; but his endeavotirs to cormpt the 
lirsl virtue of the Arab character were in vain. 
The laws uf liQspitality were saoretUy observed to 
Mir BiJjir Khau, and something more it is said ( ban 
mere proteerion iivus affoided him. lie soon after 
lippearcd in Siiid]i:, nud was immediately joined 
by tlie Tftlpdrs, who cullncted from all ipUirterB. 
rihiStam Nnbi Khan, {.npailly alert, mustered his 
tril>e and its iidlierents, atid >^«ck<‘d the Tidpurs 
without loss of dine: a conflict ensued, iti wliit-li 
Gfuilatn Xubi, the Ktilont chief, was slaitu

Kiidiug it impregnable, sent many messages, re¬ 
plete with ossunitices of faitlj, attachment, and 
submlsstoii; tijwii tl»e strength of which, UbdiU 
Kubi Jihan, with more eiuidaiir pcrlmiis tJian pru¬ 
dence, canjc ont, and was received ly Mir Bijar 
Klwui witii « sincerity and smrrcd mlherence to bis 
engagements seldom observed by Asiatics, when 
interest ofFere mtieb temptation to bfringement.

About a year after thia, Jluliouieii Itliaii, 

the chief of Kllat, scut ilir Zohrucki hi^s^ ucjihcw, 
with a hirgo Wly of eJc|>orieiieed troo|>f* uKuig with 
MLui Ubdiil Xiibi Klaui^ In oixler to miistatc film 
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iu lus government. Tlie whole iriljc of 'lalpiira^ oji 
f lib oocaaioti., liitateited t« join tlie slanchml of ilir 
UlxliUb Klmii. atjil i-opaireJ to thy field: the two 
armies met and fought witb tiie greatest ftiiTt^beii 
J^lir ^limck whs kiJliKl. AIIhii UbdtU. XiiH 
to Joudpiir, and Mir rtxhilld Khan returned, 
tiiiimphanlto flydenihad. Mmh Ulidfil Nubi found 
ou Ills oriival at Joudpdr, that, the Irieiidship of 
^lohamj Bijsing was firm iu:d unimpainTdt mid 
therefore .solicited his asaistance. Tlie lUjah kept 
Ulidiil ^ubi with JdiU) and sent tho flower of ]us 
f.mops to attack the Talpiirs: Mir Cliddllii Ehau 
marched ■with Ids fullest force to meet them.

other oLdere of the TsiJ[)iir tribe, nssuring tJicin cm 
the part of the king of lorgivcnesB for Um? past, and 
inviting t hem to ret uni to tlteir duty and nUegiamit*, 
The proposal was received with acquiescence and 
confidence, avid nccordiiig to agreement, after tliu 
doparture of Mudnd Khan, Mir Ubdiihn Khan and 
hU tribe of Tnlpilm rtturticU and sdccied Miaii 
UlHliil Xubi Kalora as their lawfel ruler, and took 
their jdace? in tbe miiks of the court as hU od- 
licreuts. 

Civil dlword being thus qntlled, and Jliati UlxIiU 
KuW again tnuiqniUy scaled on the Mmnud of bia 
unecstors, liis former misfortunes should Imve 
taught him not to provoke new, Imt carried away 
by rcviuige or blinded by fiitolity, he iicrvcrsely mid 
unjttstly ptir Mir lihdiUla Khioi Talpitr to dLitdi, 
three duys after ivno\^'iiig hU allegiance.

Tiui threealN>ve-TiieiitiQ]n.Hi 
chiefs, completely tcrrifitM.1 at the kin^s ajuntjudi, 
fled from their capitals tiiwanls the desert, ««<! sent 
the iiiosi [Kfuiteiittal and stibiul&sive excuses and 
promises, whidi through the friendly mid zealous 
interccseioLi of Kdr 51ahomed Ivliaii, the vizier, upon 
whose protection tlicj' had thrown thctnaelves. were 
received, and tlic king pro^siiled ii|>oii to forgive the 
past and ptirsue them for thoir oft'euctis no ftirther; 
the vizier himself distharging soittc itrrwirs, and 
pledging liimaelf for the piuictuality of ilm tribute 
in ftituni Through t)ie satno liiendly medium, 
Mir Futtch AHi Kluu ufliisrwardA got a Hnnmnl, 
miiflnning him in his govcnniient. ' M'hen fortdgn 
attack no longt-r ihmteued, Mir llsdiruh Khmi, witli 
n tnajoiity of tim Talpdrs iiud other cludkpmjxified 
that the stui of *Mlmi Thdulla Khun, Mir (ihiilam

to wliidi, by direct dcacendnncy, lie was hL-ir» and 
ifi oojiiaiJerutioii of wliost Tdinority ouly it hiwl^ it 
was urge-d, been eiitruiite^l to ilirFuttcIi AlU Klian- 
To tliia orgmoeiit Mir Futich Aili Khan nj]>li!j(i 
l)y putting the foot in the stimip. Both pitrtica 
cullcctcd tlidr foroea, and three whole days were 
the ranks drairn out on elilicr aide In luittle array, 
in this internal coittentiuu of the Talpiir tribe, rc- 
lutions were dj\idetl on the difierent aides.

the terriiorj’ of Sindh, but vrere iilietiatwl by A fir 
LHidiil Nubi, the to Minn Nusir Mithomeii, 
govomoF of ICilat, and the second to Mufinij Btj 
Singh, Rajah of Joudpiir, for the assistance they tied 
htut him at different timeSj int Iidhrt' related. In 
one attack upon Kanw^hi, made by Mir FutteJi Alii 
Khan, lie was reptilsetl, but in a succeediiig one

Mir Futtdi AJK Kliiiti ii? at pt'esetit thu usituoMlblu 
lic&d, but not tlie ubsolutt? guide of the goverument 
of SiiidJi. Tlie iiurticlpittioii of rank tuid jKYwer, to 
wliieli lie generously udiultted his brotkcn, IiU£» 
ovcitliTown the iudependeneo of hts.ovrti uutliority) 
diatrocted Ills councils, imd tilreatens to divide the 
ujjity of the state- By the great ooneiliutiou aud 
forK'ujTimce of the prince, wifJi tlie tuuderness 
luid good sense of the moihor, a character superior 
in inteUigeuco to her uud who, in ull tiilhcult 
mid dtdicoto cus^, interfcKS to decide ttieir plans 
and iidjitst their differences, serious raptures have 
been Uiiherto obviated. Tli e s^oiul bwiiJioj^Mir 
(jhXdmu -AUi Kiuin, Js a uim> of gmit eueig y and 
ambition, impatience, and detemiittution. Uitherto 
they liave ull piesorved a teal or apparent eoiicord, 
which has made them fonniduble to their enemies, 
lUid gained them the appellation of the Char Sar, 
or the “ four friends." The subordimte figures in 
the gdvenimcnt are a general and a physician; the 
first, Mian Fakira, a Sindhian, a great favourite 
witii the prince, and the other, Mir Ihmliim 
Shah, a Persian Seyud, much respected hy Idut, 
and both aduiitted to a targe shure of Ida eon* 
fideiice, but regardijd with ji^ousy by the odiei: 
btothers. The infancy of the four prmces waa

the Inftci' pall of the reign of I lie Katoras, who

triljc. The present rnlers of Sindh Imve Iweii 
seen, it is s^dd, tending' cattle in its Jungles, end 
cOftldng their orvim xiieoLs. Certoiii ii is that, idieir 
imdersnmdltig, dispositions, ofi^l nuuinersi, tieTray 
grwit biirbiirity of etiueivtion, iind tlml since their 
advancement to on ofllnent spliere, they have do* 
lived little ciiltivatton from literatnre or society. 
Their ideas extcjid no further tJisti the moniitnins 
Sind desert which bound their country, and the 
events ut Cun didiar, and theliighest micli of their 
wisdoui imd policy is by watching the motions of 
the Adghnn king, and bribing his officers to gain 
delay or remission in their jiajTnenl of the tribute. 
Their solicitude at homo is to guard their person sd 
safety mid enrich themselves unlividiiiiUy, and all 
the rest of tiieir occupation consists iji self-gratiti- 
(nation, without a single glance at the oondilion of 
tlie people or real mterests of the oountrj’.. It may 
easil}’ be supposwl tlint such characters are not 
very |>ojmlar, and their tyranny and nipaoity truike 
their government daily more and more detestetb,^ 
Ej* vigilance mni management, however, they keep 
the tribes in clieek jmd suhjein:i<ni, which pi'events 
the j>n«>^ibility of conspiracy, imd are themselves 
always prepared against insurrcetjcfn. Everj' 
month they move nbont the conntry in different 
directions, wbidi they never regulate by I'outincs 
or previous aunouncomont, so iliat the uncertainty 
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inny keci* uU jtsiria in awu, Tliey »«■«:, oji bunting 
cxcurelous, attended bjr litJriso and to tlit 

niitidicr aomctimea of ten tliDiiaond lueii: in l.^iuv 
bar tlie prijiee and his hn^tliers eit each TvitJi his 
tiubre girt and ht5 shield sluug, and a relief of 
nuuiy saddled ateeds ia atwuya kept up for uiiy 
ciucrgeury, TTie four hrtJthera in general cjit 
togetliert and, instead of retiring ol night to 
dWerent apamnents, ittvoriably slcoif in the sninc 
rtioui, TviUj uiuifi hy their side, and without any 
lights bill at tho doorway- Tlicir precautions are 
ultogether so great as to bid defiauce intcmul 
trcaehL-ry or ijonlbdemcieat^l^t were OWul Kuti 
Kalom to flp(ic«r again in the ooujitiy with a mode* 
rate force, it would moat proLmIdy Iw soon aug* 
uicnttid hy the disaffected to the pre^nt govern' 
ment to a degree that would evitrtum it, witliout 
acnreC’ly an dfor^ 

Kalora chiefs, ended his days in obseurity, alter 
tii^niteluliy^qtijting Ids old benefactor, tbratihn 
Shoh, by rebellion. Heiuuimts of thb trdie form a 
jwrtion of the populatiou of Sliidli to the present 
day, and have always been looked upon with sus* 
picion by the Ttilpurs, 

Such Ls tbc history of the rise and hdl of the 
ICjiloms in ^^indli, with thu estiibliahmuirt of power 
by the hue hotise of Tolpfir, to the coioitienccniciJt 
of the present century.

illr riittfli Alii Tolpi'ir died In 1801,. a nd lie* 
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ijiijcattu^d Lis truasure and tlu> tciribory 'if iSintlLr 
except flucL portion us belonged to Mirs SoLmb 
( and wliicli indudail the KLj'Tjnir mid 
npper jirovinocH), to hb remaining tliree brotJici's. 
Gbd^im ^i, Ivurin ^L and Miiftid Allu in flic 


proportion ol’ t,wo fourths to the older imd one 
Iburth to ciidt of tlie others, with n oorresponding 
arrangement for defraying expenses of ihc state 
and providing the tribute to the Csbid tlmonc: 
this amounted to thirteen lacs amiitally 
From tills period a now system was ettbeted in the 
govemment of the counrry j the chiefs ntled con¬ 
jointly, dividing t!ie revenuca and iiowcr utidcr the 
title of the “ Amirs (or Lords) of Sindh," and wm 
thus ai;lvUowledged by the Governor-Genend on the 
part of tho British government, and all the powers of 
India, with such titles as are given to the highest, 
potentates; one or head of the whole, being 

always invested with additional authority, and 
allowed to settle fiimily diflcrenjces, also to wury 
on foreign corn^pandoinx-.

aions only of digcuBsijig matters of state uoportjmce 
alfccting tlie tmtioiiul weid, ilid the -Viuih? meet 
togetiler In iLurliur, and they then collectively re- 
[ireseiitwl tlie conut.ry over whicii they nilwL <’>u 
quitting tlie fort the same escort as formerly was 
piMvidctl, and a portion even accompauiefl the visd- 
for to hi? own hnmCf tlie iiesi only returning when 
ex prtssly direct efl to tlo so. t hi ^isiis of ceremony 
prewjiits were always interclmiigeil. Init on ordinary 
occasions the fipitiri was supplied icirli ctliblfis, ge- 
newdly in the sliajie of large imp. of swi^rlmeiifs 
for liiinself and a[tciidiiJit& Envoys to the court 
were fed, with all fbetr retninei's, for the whole 
time of their isojfiiim. 

The rndc liospitaUt.y ami kind welcome slioivu 
on these iH^:asiona of aii ordinary visit tt'ere Very 
charactei'istlc of f^indhioii numnere ; the court 
tiliowial no tiling of the refinement of the East dse- 
w*here observed, anil the groups of wild Eililchis 
mid TQilitaTy nicreenaries from every quaner which 
made up tile scene, reminded the stniugirr timt he 
was nmoiigfii a |)t?oplo of primitive manners, and 
i‘hicfs who mlwl ns a railituiy^ lendalism.

The chiofa who i-esiiled at llyderuimd were Nufiir 
Khuti (the W suiriTiug eou of Miirud Alli)^ the 
chief Amir, !i prince of excecdiiigly [irepcjtjdCijsiiig 
uiimners and haiKlsomo cxteKor^ though latterly 
he Ijecumy ^ grossly corpulent a* tp i>t* ftble to 
w(dk with estrciiuj difliculty; hw uge h* about 
forty-five. The principid failing of this prince's 
cliftnictcr was eKcecdiiig avarice aiul n 4:(msei)Utvntly 
&hort‘dghied jwliey. which hijurt-d jiis jx>sse&iiaiis 
and decreased hi* o\ni i^esourees In ]>roi>riili<jft, at 
tlie same iirac that it ertatod family discords; l)o 
ivris •.klhcmisu free from most of the vices conimmt 
r.p hi* limited education and semi-barharous ongiij; 
popular with ids pc«iple, uiid always rauch liked by 
thf o9ic(?rs of our giwcrmnojii who were brought 
b contact wdih liiui, from his couiparartve urfjuuily 
and p<iUsIi.

teiiiphito, where ciYilisutlou Itus not yet phmted her 
nnicJionidtig .stimdaid. As a persoiml fricuJ of 
Alijjietl Jvlnui hnglmri, the nuthor 1oo££s Imck vrith 
pleasuiy (tuigt'd with deep regret ut tlnir chief's 
altered fortunes) to the <h,liglitibl lumi» lit spent in 
that old iKtble’ti society during his last visit to 
Iltdcrnbad, nnd pays this fii^hlt* murk of gluti tilde 
t* his hindness and lio^pitality; hiatjuihlic merits 
wci-G ^ geiieniUy known ns to have firoenred hiin 
the highest opinion of ah who w-ere aui|umnte(l 

with the leading dwtraetcre in the Sindhioti govern- 
nieiii. 

Such wero die leading fwrsotingca tlmt eoinijoacd 
^nyderabittl diirbm--, u hi^t' ,.f frumtiminriL^ 
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up die Sttjne; «ieK cliief, mdi^pomknt nf Iiw 
uucesjifliy t^uota of feurdura, muiiidtiBf cmd olJier 
officers of state, tiein^ amply ^^uppliijt! ivith bolv 
tiaicliCTs and i>ectiliar favourite* frotn all parts of 
Ixulia, Peraia, &c. ^ some, iij> iiAual In Kasieni courts, 
hein^ joised from the of Mxdcty t<» the wry 

highest ofiiets; t he weakness and worldly i n ex* 
perieuce of the Siudluatt princes hidng prominently 
shown in the rdwly credence ■whlcTi difst|iTiiiig nzul 
ptausihlo adventurers obtainciJ nt the Hydombnd 
court, 03 ebewheie ullnded to. 

As 11 vsliole^ this court preisented a cnrioiiB 
onotmly; for each Tiidividuul eami>o3*mg ibis strange 
ibrni ol govemitieiU lived as if deeply jealous or sus* 
|iuuoiafl of the oilier, and tstieh apjwaml to. lit only 
meditating bow ha ntiglic readily compa^ fJie djHvu- 
ful or engross tlie possessions of his feHow-diieftain: 
caution agultist mutoul tmichery, indeed, went so 
fur as ti> sUon^iilanii oven for jiexsond safety. Large 
liodies of the armed rei-aincrs of each prince were 
always m attendaiice ; and when the Aniirs x^uitted 
tbeir capital to partake ol tb^ ajHirtHof the field, liueli 
was accempanieJ by an enormous force, with tbe^ 
view of guarding'iagahi,s( surprise. Yet, notwith- 
stauding nil tliiB appeamnee of entniry mi<t actual 
distrust, iritornally a cumtnan Imnd of tinioii kept 
the SindJiian chiefs together ; and when the Biifety 
or honour, even of itidi^H,duals, wus ossuilcd fnmi 
without, it liecamc il common cams mid tliey aioml 
fonviird as one iiiua to defend it. How much 
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longer such on extraordinary compact would htiwj 
lusted, is B qiicsttoii which miiy be (iskeJ; uud llte 
probiibility appears to Wi nolwitbstmitliiig its ap¬ 
parent incousutency, tlmt, if loft to itselft it ImJ 
still the seeds of stability, utid that oa the surfuce 
only did it appear tottering. The truth Is, iu u 
few words, that tlie whole rested on a csjustunt 
balance of |>ower, and in this lay the secret of its 
preservatiotJ. No one Anur in an essentially feudal 
fijmi of govcmiuent, like that of Siuilh, «iulil 
adTance his pretensions to his brotiier cliieft urn's 
rights, without interfering diroctly with those of a 
largo body of feudatories, iind bo was ut once 
eititer ehedkod in tlmt quarter, or obliged to Imre 
rocourso to arms, — as alternative winch could 
never have been resorted to by the Tnlpdrs, though 
mueti vannte^I. Again, whnt formed the interest 
of one Amir was the interest of the whole; and did 
Buibitions vieivs |irompt u chief to acts of injustice, 
rben' was im ovcrwholming majority againtfit him, 
for they knew, individimUy and txJlecLively, full 
well, that if they sulfercd one meuiher oi" the 
fomily to got beyond lus limit of pmver, or to 
engross tlio possessiotia of onolhor, tfot fotes of all 
wore inevitably scaled ; and tbna them was a 
constant eountemutioii to aggrundlscmcnt, oiuplcd, 
at tlie some time, with a patriarchal s)'stoni of 
placing their flhtputes for ttcbuEtment in the hands 
of one senior noHaber of the family, thus ihitteritig 
his dignity, whilst it gave him no additional jHawer. 
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Thu wlwle ^ tjjpt togotlier jts one ikinily, tmfi if 
11 oi inttirf'eried 'witfi. woulil. tliefe is evcrv reoEon (o 
bdiere, luive Instil for £ig«s. ITjis part of tiie 
atihject, howc'vei*, will liuil a grt^titm* apatx!^ elee- 
where, 

J^luch of the petty tkmily disoortls which, donug 
liic lust lew years, were t)!>aervfthle at HydemhDcl, 
arose from tlie loss of the tihle huid of tije IrotiBe, 
liur Mohonied. Tins priiioc's talent acn] Indoeiiou 
were lUiivoraaJly aclEiiowIeilgefl lyoJhnntl in him 
the keystone of the whole fabric w-aa kept tii its 
pltLcc^ nnJ tJjc old system on which it was ibundixl 
ftUly preacm-ed. Me left no saccessor aiiMibte of 
Hupplyuig his position, and hie brother, Nosir 
Khan’s, aTaricians nml weaJc dispotiiion proved the 
cause of constant feuds, and kept up a constant 
UTitatiou iu tile family. 

The above diiscription of the characters of flic 
Oyderubad Amirs luts occupied n greater apace ^hnn 
was oontenijdated; but the author <xiusitk*r» that 
interest must attach to all oofneeroing these princofi, 
M*hosc fortimca are now likely to occupy so pi-o- 
minent a place In ludiim history. 

Sliir JUuLmued Tolpiir, another member of ihe 
family, held the fort of .Vfirjnir, enstwnrd of Hyder- 
iibiid. His character ims not lieen fiivou rally 
sp.jkon of by parties who were brought into con* 
tact with him: he was but little known, hiLving 
for a long period rcfujjecl our connection. 

The KbjTjidr bmiich of the family oceiipied the 
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toTm of thut nuuie in Upper SiuJli, wlicrwa readcd 
U\e Amir* in wtucwlmt tUe Etono state, altiioiigU 

OD a Titupii siBAller scule, if jKWsible, nidor 

tliiui tJmt of nyderaiiatU Tito etiipietto observ-cd 
at one durbar was precisely the wmie as that of tlio 
oUier. Mir Eiiettini, the Uad nt Khyrpdr, i)lv.axA 
preaitlcd, and one hall of andience snSiced fur idl 
the princes, luciiig guneraDy filled with llie nu- 
uieroits ineiidiers of lus own and brother’s ftinulyj 
Ids chief minister and his numen>us sons helping to 
swell tin; train. This court was more esisentially 
lliliichi, and therefore mow national in nuintiers^ 
in costume, and chnracter tluui tlmt of the capitid. 
A degree of poverty mid mean ness pervaded the 
whole, which foreibly profred the unsatLifnctoty 
state of KliyifpiSr finances j indeed, tliis division of 
the government and countiy was bo tsscndtdly 
feudotory, and had consequently been so inncJi 
frittered away in jiihgirs tend other grants to cliiefe 
and hangers on, that the prioLij was barely left n 
auffident income for the personal comforta of him¬ 
self and family, and often put to the most huinfli- 
sting shifts to obtain sufficient for current expenses, 
ill this way, aki>, the Kbyriifir duriiar was guilty 
of acta uf tut>3i iinwiirrnntahlc oppi’casioii towards 
its subjects, particularly the Hindua of Upper 
Sindh, 

Ehyri>dr is situated in the middle of a well 
fertilised plain, and the npprf>nch to it tHm the 
river lit llori Is ihroiigb a beautiful successi^iii of 
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aftbrtlltig a <3c*cp iifjaile mid tl4?]lglitf)d 
relief from tlu; trjing* fiun of Sindh. Khyrpiir is 
too msignidi^t to he oon^ideKd ns a enpitnT, 
except of a divbion of the conntry; and, lull tliat 
Uie Auilra of Vppor Sindh had tuken up their 
abode hero, would be hartllj worthy of notice. 
Tlnjir residence mw a aniall niud fort iti the ceiilre 
of the town, of voiy coiihoed limits^ tiud huviug no 
pretcJiMoiis in or convcmence for the targe 
number «f chk‘& (seventeen) who resided here; 
htii Ilildchis are not very particular in this respect, 
tmd Uiis part of the Tidpilr rmnily hml p^C!^.TVcd 
so iniich of the pritiiitlve mimnersof thcli' iLiicestors 
as to ailopt In their court iiud domestic arrange¬ 
ments us unostentatious a style as n'us consistent 
ivitli the slightest piictiitisioii to dlgnit}', at. the 
Siitue Ltiue tliat rhclr itn|Mivci'bhi!d tn’iu^ury did not; 
jiennit of much display had they been inclined to 
Litve nunlc it. 

The head of the KhyrpiSr Talptirs wns ilir RiU- 
tutn, son of Mir Suhtnb (before mention ml, to whom 
this upjicr port of the province was originally 
grunted hy Fnttcii on old man of cusy tem¬ 
per and dignilictl mannei^ too tar advanced in lifo 
t^i atteiul to alute iifTaira htiuself, tlie iv'hfde of 
whidi were kit to others, but pariiculurly lu the 
hands of an acute and clever, though it Is to be 
feared unpnneiidetl tninbtur, Fntteh MHimmed 
(iliori. IVfir Riisriim having :i large laTJiilj, in- 
cUuliiig tiu tliiiii eight SOUS, iiitrigues at his 
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«iurL embittered bb bitter days mjwiug the 
(w«edb of dlfi&onsiiJM IwtMtJea him and tii3 ohildreu. 
It would iiut'c been tlifficnlt to Imva fc»und in tiuj 
whob* territory of Sindli n nijui u moto amiublc 
or inoffensive private character, apart from tb: 
■ivwikiie^s peciiliur to age. thmi this VGiicrta>l»! 
prince, wIkwc grey hairs, fine coumteniince, and 
kind rjuumers, aJ ways induced a Ntrong prcdilectkiiv 
in iib thVTJiir front jdJ who were brought into com- 
tnnfilearum with him: he had, raoreover, die ad* 
ditional of iwving tin every prior occasion 

met Uie propoaitioinfl of tljc voriooa Uritish autlio- 
riticfl for increascsd coiumunication witlitiod through 
hb country' wiUiout a moment^ licsitationj Imt 
veui^ and mfirmiries indneed a ciu^eleaancss hji to 
the rital interest of liin goiTinimene, and he was 
latterly beset by dcsignin" ooansellota wlioae ahort- 
siphtod policy and anilnriouii views of fndf-aggnm- 
ilbcinciit plunged this prince into conatant diffi- 
ctdtiea and fiuidly broils. In mutual iliatnieiei 
infrigties, dissensions, and tenuly rpiarrols, the 
Khyqifir fiUTiily ossimdated completely to their 
brethnin in Lower Sindh, lUid latterfy bccamo even 
worse; Mir Itfistum was, it is true, K-speeted mid 
even beloved by liis court lurd all elusses of his 
fiubjticfs, but it nKpiirud here, ua at Hydeialiad, on 
sftivi! fifcfld to iTOTuvet the petty tlmiigh tiinglod 
web of a Sindhisii durlwic and keep it in anytJiIng 
like order. An old lami in hiii dotage and addicPit 
to ii|)iatea tiiul tritoxieating fitiniulants, was little 
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Eiblij ia jilay flo iin[>omiit li. piirt^ and at hb court 
were some of tUc most restless aud in tricing clia* 
rasters in SinJli. The caTisc<|iieuee was u general 
dismenibcriuent of the family; anti at the old chiefs 
(leutli, which in the course of nature might be 
Nooii cxpccttKl, it is highly probuble the nydembud 
aiitlit>rity iu the olden state of afTslia, but according 
to lute arruiigcmenta die British government would 
have bad to settle the tjuestiou of succession to bis 
jinsacsatoiia ^ Ids younger brother nlMiut to lie in- 
ti'odviced, "ivas looking with muctoua eye to sei^tc 
the lion's ohAfC. His next br‘>ther» iUr Miiharwik 
died ill 1831*, leaving a luigc fimiily of five sotis, 
tlie eldest of whom, Nnsir Klmu, inherit<dl the 
greater portion of his father's projwrty, siifBcietit 
prviviBioii being miuic for hia brothera- frhiilhim 
l lvder, the sou of lUr Turoli, was another memliCT 
of this brunch, but hia younger hrodjicr, Mir AIK 
Miirad, is the most dbiiiiguished character O'f the 
KhiTpiir family, possessing unlatuiided aTiibitioiiuiid 
great tact couibinwi with considerable Uiletit: thLs 
prince baa uhvaLW proved consistent and imswcrv* 
ing in Ms purpose of indpiiendciice and aggrandize¬ 
ment, In pCitsou Mir jUK iliirud is remarkably 
bnnflwvme, dark*coinplcx1oned, and idwiut forly 
yciirs of »ige ; bis iiiothor is said to have Ijcdii of 
the Tiililtld tribe of Muris, which may nccoiini for 
Ms po!*si?a!siiig uiiusimi ins'urtliUicsft. The genera) 
Iv^lig of this chief is singularl)'" dignifird, com> 
teous, and preposac^siug; hut while dixiinguiduMl 
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for (.hr ni.'cfimpUiihmimi^ iiAttnl in tlic Kaai>, itt: is 
tuifartuustcly sddictcct to tb« wiitc-cu|i, utid in- 
duigcs »oiii{!wlmt too fk^ly in tlic enticiitg lh|]iura 
forbidJ gu by llm Ivoran. At present, however, 
thcisc boblt;-^, although existing, do not. uiijwur to 
ivfilict eitiicr the health or the eharaetcr of the Slir, 
who is in the pride of manhood, with a. clear uitel- 
ligciit: ininil, whieh up to the present period has 
K'eu (juitu eupubJe of oopLog with the ilidiculdea of 
IiLi [loaitioti* And his coutitetumijd (li>ca not vet 
betray iiuy of those distressing iippcnrnnccs of 
undue tnditlgeiiee hi die Gouimoii stimulMUts of tlie 
which never ikil to set dicir stamp iijxin 
the features of those who indulge hi eiich uuriiis 
of self-abnsotactit. Mir Alii Munul has ulways 
evinced the greatest. Jealonsy at uny interference 
in his aifnirs, tunl lias stood idoof from tJiu Bi-

formerly luive little uutictpited, ns will lie iiiider- 
stooil hereafter. The reCreot of Mir All! Milrud, 
which he held in sullen and true bnronud style, was 
tht; stronghold of Dijt, a duster of forts, nU ap- 
jironch to which vrns striedy gumiTded. For a long 
]>eriod niter our entrance into SUidli, the Mir re- 
fuseil to admit any British oflicer into his forts; 
luid id though at u marriage of his higlmess with it 
princess of KIiyi‘[.nir, a visit of ceremony was made 
to Otji, Atid solutes lired from cveiy iMistion round 
in honour of the political agent and his imrly, the 
Mir even then evaded troy remark upon his strength, 
receiving Ids giietrt^ with every diatirietinti near the 
linmlet in which he himself resides, but declining 
to lay ofuni the stronghold containing his tnaips 
and treasure to Uj g strangtiFs inquiry or rein ark. 
Mir Ailt Mtimd's system, as affected ihe British, 
was neither to court favour, nor proffer offiuioe, 
but to pursue a ^M^Tfeetly negative course, calmiy 
siipi>oii.ing Ids own indc^jendeuce, whih* he paid tiH

Tlie hitcmr of n Maiionimodiin prince's dnmesitic 
csmbliahment is no inipenetnibly Tciled to all 
flcrutitrvv tlmt it am only be guessed at, and 
sotnethnes appears by the itiftuciiec it exereises. of 
wbicii tlmrc is an instance in the eoriy Ijisttiry of 
tlio Talpdra, but never hy any direct means: of the 
triv(^ mid fumfde ixirtions, therefore, of the fmuii i pa 
of the Amirs of Sindh, though not more guaidod 
on this iKSant tiian fjthers, notliiiig ivbatcvcr was 
known. Tlic Ztamuas, indepnndent of the Inwfiil 
numljur of wives ffeur emih), were said to be 
supplied as usual with a goodly proportion of 
women; but children begotten of such were, it is 
said, destroyed to prevent the ignaminy of a dn- 
graded condition to wtiich thoir iUt^timiw;)' would 
have reduced them* The prinL’es took wives from, 
and inairicd thdr dnnghtors into, BiMchi families 
of rank, such as the Mttris ainl others, who were 
crinridered to Iiold a high ploou nniongst the tribes: 
the sons were edncatwl in the harem, which they 
only qnittcil at ii cortoin age for nuiidy cxcrdscs 
and mixture in the court, such cduearion eoiisistiug 
in rejnliug the Koran, a linnujd knowletlge of the 
udidteruteti PerRuin apokai at tire court, n high 
degw’e of aocompUslinnini; conrisTing in being abb* 
to rt?ad or <piote a tew of the ordinary iKH?mi= in 
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tUet liuiguage, siicii ^ tJi* (li’W'nTiB of Hafi? or 
Saudi. U tnity TCtuUly V* itnagintHl thisrL'forc, that 
(h^^ SinilLiiiTi (jliicfa were very illiteratCt and indtt’d 
harbaroualv i^noi'unt oi" all beyond iliuir owu 
country } ii« tUi& respect tlic lute Tulpilrs ivieiHi in no 
way diangetl iVom the origined condition of their 
futhors, tior tlid they at taiy period, tiimigU every 
effort was made, particularly ut Hyderabad, to 
them to a aeiiae of tlie advantages of a 
lUigroe of rtTfluement, display the slightest hi' 
cliimrtou to depart from the nido style hnudail 
down to tliL-m by tlitir ancestors; various attempts 
to improve their taste by uiduelug an admimtion 
for ICuropciin iirtides of comfort or oruaiuent in 
the furniture of their dwellings, &C., completely 
fidlcd; beautiful spocimena of our mimufactures, 
proscutrd at various times, were eltber mutilated or 
allpwedi to lie os mere lumber. For uniis and 
hfji-ses altme did they show^ any pjctravagnnt pro* 
IMioalrics, for the former to an extent which was 
rjuite childish, even to that of sending emiEsaiies 
to rersia. Turkey, and other countries, to piircluise 
sword-bludjea and gun barrels: of these they Inul an 
immeufie store j yet no individual in their country 
|)os!icssliig a sword or motclilock of any value, lull 
was certain to be iwlicited with temptinp offers to 
eell it to the chiefs. KhoroKJim and Klhit supplied 
the hurses, and lor lurgU'iijKed muri’S of these 
Uitx^'lst they w’ure tdivnys prepare 1 to give high 
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pritfieii. ifikraii riding cjuneJ?, c?r those troui 
Mui'war, were objects of gltsit rinjiieat. 

llio liauiiug feature iu the ctmracter of the 
Tulpftr itnuea. however, was tJjeir absorbing [lussiou 
for sport, tu the gratification of wbicb they lireroify 
^crifii.<’tl a fine iromitry. and to wliich ©vety other 
oonsldcmtion of any Idiitl wha completely suIk 
S irrvrent; even their ruling vice of livnrice found no 
phice where the chase was brought m question, and 
n'lHidtcd inflUuiccs are recorded where the Atnirs 
Iinve even razed villuges und depopulated diAtriet;s 
iu the vieimty ol' their preserves to prevent any 
disturhaiu^ to the gtima The stringency of forest 
lu>¥B in Sindh am only )» imdcrstoed by a (iota* 
to tht^e of countries in the same etiige of 
civilisiUion, such m “ merric l^ughmd iu the olden 
time*," hut woe Uiitiile a. liohui Hood or little 
.Tohn, who ahould liavc attempted to play their 
pnmka m tlu* Amirs’ ShikarguhsI They were so 
st rietly guardeth that it would have Itwm vaaitir to 
have gained access to their harema! Where uU. 
els(r wa* mean ami penurious, hcru all was lavish: 
ifjdcifmite espenre wiu> muurred in maintenance of 
keepers nnd ustahlishmerttaT the euidosures ho often 
ilcsti*ov«l by the river, and of imniuiistj extent, 
w-era ofi oonstaiitly kept in perfect order. The whole 
of tlie country uii both Imuks of thy river, frciu 
Scliwun to Mow Tatttth, a Rimce i>f nearly two 
Uundml miles, presented little beyond a suavsrion 
of duiise ibrtjste of these preservt^s *, anti the value 
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ill moitcy set by tbe Atiiira U|K}n ifairb b(iiiil (jf ileer 
Idllcd thcmti previously pivtiu, ivus I’jorroWmted

UrithfJi representiitive then at their court, “ rw 
tnneh as our wives and children!" Under that 
gentleukiiii'a generous admiaistration, and aubse' 
ipiGutly to this, the chiefs' iDalicnctble right, os a 
<|uestiou of ix>wer over tlieir own |ut>i>ertyj to op- 
propriatc their country as they pleased, however 
ntudt wv mny condemn die Uirlmmus ]xiUcy wbicli 
prompteil it, was strictly acknowledged. A minute 
description of the Siudldim Shikotgahs with thi* 
mediod of destroy trig the gome, lias been often 
given by recent tiuvoBcrs through the eoantiy, 
that it ivoiild lx: mure ropetittou to iillude to thent 
here. The hunting scuson b in Loivti^ Sindh 
daring dm hot weiirhcr, and hi Ppper ^iindli at its 
tenniuutioii and the cold moiitiis. On these ta*- 
cusiojis, luid in thc^ scenic, dm nataral Heini- 
linrluirous state of tho princes lunl dndr relainerH 
WAR shown to greai advantage i all respect of 
persons wus lost in tiie tninult and wild excite¬ 
ment of tiic luoiuont : rugged BUilcIu huutstneu 
and reitunere ji^tled princes and priuic Tninisters, 
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cacii exciting tJie oUmf, nnd dmttornuslj Tniintmg 
tik deeilsy particuLtrly if Uu? mort* gluriuns gnnie of 
ii tiger hju) been numbered irith the atoLii. The 
objeet was sHU, however, to gniu royal uppiyibutii^iit 
nml blcLvluig und hicemted, tlic iinlbrcunate servAnt 
tlireiv lutusdf »t ids iiuistifr'a feet, gasping out iib 
conj^n^tulntJons to the chief for doeds as his own 
which the bravery of tho huntsman has alone 
accomplkhed; n iroist-baud yf mlk, or a Ldughi 
mtatcbcd ihnn the nearest retnincr, and thrown by 
the cJitcf, amply rewnrderl (be woundt-d nuui, who 
iu tv|iQuted instances his life without any other 
token of gmiatude that! this paltiy acknowlcilg- 
ment. Stimulated by tills ambition, tlic Sindiimti 
huntsmen performed dcrd» of extrnordinary gid- 
lunlry, assisted by tin* huge dogs pcculhu* pj Sindh, 
who worried and distracted the animal: they tit- 
taekcil the largest tiger armed only with swortla 
and spears, though of course some lives xvero snto 
bi lx* lost in thcie encounters. The ulfered ile* 
rnrniioijv of the princes thcmsolvcs on those occa¬ 
sions was very marked; the apothedu and listless 
tnomier, ao iiabitiiid to them, wjis suddenly chuiigetl 
to one of till; greatest plcusiiralde niixirty and ex- 
idtemrnt; they at once liocame as wild iis tho!$y 
about them, mid oil rratndnf. and otii|uette werc» 
for the time completely haiiialicd. The Amire wore 
excelhiut shots, though tlie awkwnnl matoldiK k of 
the country vs hnt ill ndaptcii to shoi'p or correci 
firing. Alii Miirad latterly ti^.d English l•ifl(^ but 
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ho %viis b this T«spcct a solitaij esccjitbii to the 
pest. Tiaita to Uio pro.'M'rvcis or hunting cxouraiotis 
tKmietinicis lastt^d for many iun3 were complete 
viBitations the mifortititute uduihitiuiti^ far unlike 
Xoshirwao the Just, a* h o la ilescfiboil hy the IVrsiati 
moralJat Suadi us rt'proving a cijurtier for toting 
a fiartritlgc' from a {ico^it without (aiying for it. 
though to satisfy thekbg's hunger, seeing tliat if the 
king were to set the exain|ilL>, tile suldiera ivoiilil 
follow it and rob the countrv. The Sin dhiiui

rulers too often pemitfetl their ononiioiis retinue 
to be i|unrtered on tilt nciglibuariug vUhigcs with 
but builetiuute, if any, restitution for the sup[ilje8 
aUbrdetl. The bculers up of the game were eullLCtvdl 
from every district, without roferunoe to their voca¬ 
tions, and wltliout; rcmuticmfion, tu the nmounl uf 
yume hundreds of the working classes. 'I'Iiub was 
tliis miaous passion doubly injurious Uithe cuuntn't 
and its eelfisb gnitification the greatest blot on the 
i-hiirnctiir of the ntlcrs uf SbrUi; for though their 
right has becu iuikuow'ledgcdiis millUputed, it is liu- 
possibla to defend such policy on any other prin¬ 
ciple. 

Tlie costume of the Sindhian Amirs dlJrt-r«t 
only from fliat of tin* llih'tclib, and otlsera of their 
subjects, iu the costlbess of iln materials; and on 
ordborv^ f»cwuiiotia it wns os plain as that of their 
retainers: its description is wdl given by an ohl 
writer, “ a com]Kniiid, like their charaetcF, of 
Ibreigii Imbits, Jackets and caps, imseenily imlta- 
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tions of Lidm iuid Ptnala, dmwiyrs ILko 

thoHu ot thtt Turks, cmd of nioiistrous Tiui^utudc.’' 
llie wliotc paluK and inofti dlstttiguutluiig fuatnri}' 
bi a ShidliLau cbiof’s dn^ consiats, lirst, bi ihti 
riclmesij of tia' Lilnglif, CitalinuTe aliawl, or otlufr 
«tuiF, 1>i>utid round the wuvst • and* socoiidJj^, iti tli« 
IQut^^riJd^^ compoiang the cap, ivhtch, with the 
Amrre, w'os iisualfy of Guzimt Kenkaub, deeply 
brr>eiuled with gold or silver ti^no; and thirdly* 
in the sword and sword*l>dt t tliese were inva- 
TUilil}’ higiily inouated in gold, and of immense 
vnliu!, tJie shields being alw) richly bossed of the 
same precious tnct4d< 'I'he Aialra did not use ouv 
other omatnents, and, except the large signet rings 
commonly worn by Sluliommedimfi, were not oilomed 
by any jew<dltny. As aU'ectiiig to be a tniiitaty |>co» 
pie, the arms were the pnneipo! objects of pciwund 
umtuuejii. Tho cold season ijidiiced an addition to 
the costume in the shaiw of thictly-wmlded silk sur- 
coiits, always of very gjindy colours, or brond cloth 
jackets richly embroiitcred. During tlie jiiiniuit 
ol game the white flowing robes aud startling 
coloured enja wet'e exelnitiged for dark green 
dresses, tJie more elfectually to assimilato wilJi tlio 
jungle. In travellbig, the high T'ortsn boots of 
kotali-pacha skin were jdways adopted after the 
Persian fashion. 

The economy of tima with the Sbidhinn princes 
wixs not a ven- imjwrtanf affair; from the early 
JjiwTi (at which tiling in the East, the world is 
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wore dive tliuii at aay otlier dimog the day), 
niitil ‘■clmdit," or what would oorroapiui with 
our hrt'ftkfaat, was ft(?votfKl to such husineas of tiie 
stato an trmifiACtofl }ir‘ivjitiely% roceivitig and 
dictating an were To petitions, reports of finance, 
and cori^poiuhwcc. The sultry portibti of the 
day WHS jiasscd In the inner apartments, at least 
three or four hours being in sleep: at 

sunset, after the cveiling prayer, each Awir held a 
public diirhnr, wbidi, as a WAttor of eerenioTiy, 
was atteuded by all tlic officers of static clitcfs^ and 
retainers, presernt at the conrf; this being also tbe 
opportunity for fiultlicl^' l^nying respect to the 
Amirsi, preforring rerjuests, and making verbal 
reports on nny uiattera, public or personal. The 
durliar genemlly broke up about seven W eight, 
o'clock, when the princes again retired, or on some 
nccaaious passed iho evening in listening to story¬ 
tellers, poets, or Sautch women- l^xereisc 'ivas 
never tokou ns a matter of healthful unjoymetit^ 
and except for the Sluknrgalt, or to pay it xinruc 
to the tombs of SHinted worthies, or their own 
ancestors, the Amirs never Idr their fort.: they 
were at till liines very accessible^ and cempkints 
were readily iniquireil into, and redressed, thongli 
they ntjglected tlie esieiititjl part of a ruler’s duty, 
iu itU{ulHi)g jxtrsonidly into grievances, and visit¬ 
ing their territories, with a view to encourage their 
prosptrity. 

Though pnrtiL^idarly strict m their religious ob- 
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»i«rvaur444 foll'JWiJi;; the Sliioh liertsiy, llu-y were 
very ijitiowTit of the Juith they profcsseth aucI their 
knowle^ljrc^ of rhe Prophet's recurtled prtcvpTd only 
extcitUed to the repotitiem o( u few* welhktioATi sen* 
fftiiiTf -*, or a its, es they ato culled : nil Iwyotid tin; 
mere iViniw of mUtdoti, wliioh wore moat sciupii* 
loiisly attendii^I to, was left to the eaix* of their 
Mfirids nr pastors, tlic pnocipiJ of ^vliom nt Ily* 
(li:ni1iH<l ti'A'' Fithi Maluiyeliu, from Oabul, whose 
Iniidcd possessions oml weiiltli iii the count ry were 
iH]iinl ton ftili'mhi ehioftftiiiX withoOOttfollowers At 
his eouitumid. iiach Aitiir hud Ids ccuilesHior of tlds 
sort, whose duties wore very light, thotigh liis ro- 
rnttoemtioh was couimensUTnle will* the gretit 
iUtciiee ohmitied : though bigoted and Lntoleniot. 
the jjerseciitions. which distiuguifllied the curly Tub 
piirs, liud which drove large WHeg of Uiudvis to 
quit the countiy, were Infteriy very uncommon i» 
Sindh, thougli ignorance led to the belief that o 
eonvoraioii. whether fomsd uiui of mere Jo^Il^ or 
otherwise, ivaa occeptahlc; and thus if an unfortu* 
nate Soucar sliould have incurred the displeftsiiro of 
the chiefs, and l»e induced to appear at court to 
answer his delinquencies, the chances were greatly 
in tiivnur of his Imving t*» pay largely for csenip- 
tiona from viulencc dictated by intolerance. 

The lute Tulpdr Amira were ni>t williout a fisir 
share <>f vanity: mid tiic founders of their Iwpuw; 
employed a poet to record their praises in “ undying

Lttin‘rl3'‘l,liis.wciihiifcja Inrcaine imu:h UrBS prominent, 
T-hou^^h no one ini^ht luipt to rlec u( the Smdlimn 
court., or at. uity gtliot, vrithout etiiployitig ii lurgo 
share of fiattety.

A general review of the charncters of ibose clnefo

stage and state of society, 't'huB tlie possession of 
a tine nnd n'onderfiilly eaiiaiilo iroiiiitiy, Tvlmse 
ca|)acitics would have bceu iteveloptrtl by more 
ctTilised mlers, "ntis looked Upoti by tli (.*»(; only as 
a selbBli tuemis of fiei'scsnid grati Hen lion, and it a 
tidvantages Baerifiecd uecoi'dingly, and ava- 

riciotis, the mrcmiiulutioti of wealth at the expetise 
of their possessions by excessive taxatjon on skill 
and industiy’, wre rlie vittd faults ^jf misgovern* 
IIlent, proving at the enme time how. grossly igno- 
niTit and short-siglitcd a ^stom they pursued. .A.S 
feudattiry ohiefs of a cotiquerpid ei^untry, they were 
bound to acknowledge the extensive claims of their 
ignoTunt and wild ieiidatoricse, imd rhest; knew no 
form of goverument. untl cured for none other than 
that which ppovidctl for their own immediate riglits 
and interests. The sole end and aim therefore of the 
Sindhian Aiiiiffi was to liorde np riches, coticiliatc 
their TetaiuerSt and enjoy themselv'cs after tlidr 
own foshion, looking npon ail ameliorating and 
unproviiig systems as intcrieretii'es ngninat which 
they were hound to place Ihe most decided biiT' 
riers. Though by no inenns cruel — for they were 
singularly free from this common vice of abso¬ 
lute mlcTs—they Tiecessarily arbitrary and 
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despotic to th.c mass of tlieir subjects, as eviitcett ui 
the condition of the hiTter-^ which was tfcbnscd anti 
tlcgnulcil under the spteinof govcrjinicnt pimiicd. 
L’nsunhitlous of conf^nest ami of foreign alliunces, 
they looketl merely to jniss as Independent princes, 
u neared for by other states, and a*! nmeh na t*09- 
aibic iinknown. The mdividiml merits of these 
cliiefr apsiri from their faults, which were those 
of drcumstajiueii, consisted in tlie exercise of the 
domeatic virtues, n-1uc!i arc aln-ays so cotiifpicumia 
in the East., and In the ruder though not 
pleasing qualities of hospitality, urbanity, and gra¬ 
titude for favours conferred. Of the few distin¬ 
guished liritish ofiiecis who have lutd nn oppoi> 
tnnity of being closely connected in the conrse of 
officiid and friendly intercourse, a favourabk- itn- 
pression w'jis invariably produced; and though onr 
first visits to their courts itiduecd feelings of 
contempt for tlieir want of candour and shallow 
urtiliees to conceal their c hildisl i suspicion of our 
puqaisea, iheae fediings wait siiccec<1ial in after 
y(*rs by more generous seutlnients. the result of 
a liberal view of their pc^itioM and ita ultenclant 
consequences. Judging thcri'fore of the jlmh-s of 
Sindh, whether as riilenj or Individuals, let us not, 
as meinl.iers of a highly enligbtenwl and dvilist^l 
nation, be too iNsady to condemn, but mahuig due 
tiUouTmcc for the tiovcr fitiling consequences of a 
nide and uncivilisfid state of society, temper our 
verdict with liberalitTr and accord tliat consider^’ 
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tiou Tfhicli, from our muuy ndvantftgw^ we are 
well ul)le to ailoixl. 

TLe Tulpdre Ixseoming posfiessedt^JR^ticW'WJCOsaon 
to povernEQent* of the uceumuhitod wEUiltb of tlieir 
predecesi^org (the Kulom wore always esteemed

Tlie dtadd at Hydembud ma the genendly 
ttcknowledgwl depositoiy of the wealth of the Tal- 
piirs. the fort of Omarkdt in tlic desert Ixiiiig em¬ 
ployed for the same purpose by the Kuloras.

SindUtaji form uf government may be described 
as a irurely mUitaiy' despotism to the coontry at 
large ou leiidol principles, tlie Amirs being Hie 
Ueiids ui" the whole svstem as ioi^s of riio 9oII 0 
eftcli BUilchi or tuilimry ehieftam holding jfihgiw 
or grants of Ia[ids, imd being bound to render 
fealty Hfid service for the same, in fnrtibhing liis 
quota of troops to the state on occasions of necessity. 
Li this wav a great proportion of the country' ^nia 
pnrc^dlcd out, and the Jaligtnlar> Itad therefore 
itrmtediate interests in the sup|[>ort of the govern- 
ment^ not to Iw separatod frmn those of the Amin 
til emseiveil ; under siicii a fonn uf admlniiitration 
the hutltory feudatories occupied the first place, fdl 
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qthwdasscsol’snbjcsctAbidijg field «i» stwundurj' ami 
auliotxliiiiiU' iiaiiRlilufntiDn. Hie AtiiLrs. tliougli tlic 
iickno^vledgcd $(i?eratnSt ceiilcl cxctrciiit iiitle ]WTVf!r 
ajairt: from the saiictioa uiul omctirrence of thotr 
hrotlit'i- clijeftaijia: and the jiiteitrsts of these latter 
bciDg irtiiuediately ooT»cenied> cotiltl at aixy 

time take the iTirectioii of aftoini in thdr own liuJidsif 
an<l drive tlie SititUtian princes to peiwc or war^ a» 
they eonRi<Ieix*d ailrissahle lor tlieir own objecw^ 
The Tatpurs, raoreovcr, Ixdwg (wcqutrors of tlvo 
$011, and tvs uatirpers over n sacred stock whose 
tniiOLor}.’ wiis higldy cherish lid liy till ckssea of 
MiihoinTOc<lati$, were boaiid to rigidly iirotect ihe 
rights of I [lose by whose sole idd liiey liad nt ftrxjt 
nttuUicd,and snbsequuntiy luuintaiuvil thtdr posititm; 
hod tficy tieghfcted to do so thiiir rule would liave 
been soon at an end; and tints these chiufs were to 
a degree tdecrive, for It h obWnus that apart from 
their ioudatorles, they [Kjsscssed in reality tio power 
whntwwvcr, aiid twix* dapurnhiiit oa their concur- 
reuoe ere they could undertake any measures 
which with otlier government#! would bo deno- 
mlnatotl as those sdFcetiiig tlie public weal, or ua 
state aBairs." 

The diieltaitis held the immediate oouirol and 
hillucjicc over their retainers, irhom they fed and 
fruiintuiiied, and who obcyvnl them nlone, respect 
being constantly shown by the fonner to the Andrst 
a» feudal heads, in the apjH>amiife of tlicir feu¬ 
datories at courty as a mutter of etiquette or by

immecUate atteniluice when summoned. Cotitem- 
plating flic wliulf system b Sitnlb it was* strikuigly 
fiiuiilav to tlmt of tlic uncifiit fcadsil govcrmiionJ of 
one own early periwi of lilstoiy, anti not mutsli more 
barlxu'ons in its plan and efleots. Improvement or 
amelioration cun haTC no place hi Biicli a govern* 
meiit; the Icfldbg^Kjlieyiato treat all other nafioiis 
with joftlonsy and susphiioit as likely f« interfere 
^yith tlm selfish mill exclusive order of thbgs, ex¬ 
orbitant exactions and oppressions on all classes, 
bnf their own, distinguished the Biliitln faction: 
there was no feeling of unaniniity l>etn'<jcn them and 
the mass of the [>eople. rhe conijnerers and the con¬ 
quered. Trade and toiinufacture langnished, ond 
the country wiOi its great capabilities was sacrificed 
to misgovern meiit. Such, must inevitably be the 
result, of the siiltisli jmlicy [mrsued, and a further 
consequence was tJmt nj>athei.tc indiflVrcnce in the 
pecqile to wliich we have Ixitifre alluded, 

On occasioTia of the Aniirs cnllbg together their 
farces, they were lanind to support them whilst b 
the field; each Amir measured his strength accord¬ 
ing to the extent of his feudjitorfes, and all (brmed 
together n coimnoTi Imud to resist u common enemy, 
‘riie pay of a foot soldier under such circrtmsfaneee 
wus alwut eqviiil to tiim! |mnee English jicr day, 
and that of a hoPScmaTi alioui ilouble that sum, 
grain Ikdng allowed, thotigli at a veiy reducutl mte 
to that ill the uiHi'ket; the number of the ■whole 
military assembly of Sindh was bdd to la* about 
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fifty tligui^d uiciu A botly gunttL ov 

forcu ul'trogjiA, ^luv til\rayf) in nttcnclunou

nt tlie cnpittil, — a Byat«m adopted tn the liliiRt 
genetiUly, Having to mninrohi their forees whilst 
in tile fidJ otfered ii saliictiry dieck on the 
fiTiil tionfitMit ly prevented their i tying iutomol dis* 
putofl hy itp|,>eftl» to nmiii; tliv tjxpense nttenclant 
on deiiionsi rations of this sort w'asj ivitli pi'inttfs Yt> 
fhM:ltle<l!y averst* to |jiirt wifJi thoir treasuTO. n cori* 
sfftnf dmwbuck to these dentonsti^uiojiK. TJie 
Bihichia, having to collect «t the capital from the 
most distnnt ]>iirtA of the t.'ountrj'’^ were only there 
maintniiKfd at great cost, ajifl it lian Itceii seen lliat 
on occasions alone of the nnisi imminent danger to 
the state ftom a foreign power did tlie AniirH 
exerdfli’ thrir right to put forth thrr military 
atrengtli of the coiiutry; and, even then, it is 
<|nc.^f ionabie if their opinions were noi secondary, 
or, at least, were solely eonsiilttd in the mutter. 

The conefiuit petty feuds between the military' 
mbrjs ill Slimlh, tis bctivecn the /Vmire thmi^eives. .ss 
constantly callixl for tla? interposition of i.lie latter i 
and though no one Amir could interff-re in the 
disfjutos or ttffnirs of the femlatorit^s or tmhjeclf* of 
fUiotiier, eiwti wa.'i lioiJixl to restniin Ins own [HHipIn, 
to presen’r jicftce; mid was held rt-Hponeiblf lor idl 
injuries inllicteJ on hb neiglilHiur^s possessions by 
the violence or mpiwity of his followers. Tlie 
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upptilil Hi tlitr Arnu*^ wa!) iK;kiinw]j^lgiH] by juB 
feudatories respeclivc-h'’, and tbc-ir juclgmcnr litilil 
lid fiiinL In so wild sind ttin'actnble a cutnmuiniv,

Ppoiu the ruliii's ilo^vuwards, it may reudily bo 
ifnu^dtK-Hl tJiat order Tvnd with difficulty prcBerved; 
yet, iiotwitLstiLuding the appanint discord and 
fiict-ion of ihe Sindhiiin govL*mmcfiit, n Ijond of 
iiuity. us Ijclbre observed, did in reality exist, and 
the fendid system vras strong co stippresa interuol 
broils, and only weak to resbi. a forrign enemy, in 
the rinle and iuvfEuieut force brought into the hah! 
as comport'd with organised armies. Though a 
militUTy government anti a military countly', j^indh 
is fotaUy deficient in fortified places: strong tm* 
turul [Kksir.ions for defence liave lieeti disregimled, 
as, ill hold big such, the fertile phtltis would 1«‘ 
exposed. One of the Sindhian plans btiB lieen, iit 
cases ofimmineNt dnngcr, to lay wiL-^tc the coiiiitry 
and tihniabn it for the desert, leaving it in its 
milled state at tJn? mercy of the int'ader. The 
siiborfliaate feudatoir retuiners of each child' were 
registered by trilies, and'could bring grievances to 
the notice of the durbar for redress. 

Beyoml the fcudiitory gnint-s of hind to cbieftnins 
for miltiar)^ service, tlien* were various others 
giirmiiitisHl to old servantp, or those ivho had 
rendered themselves valuable to the family in 
tiiims of difficulty and tlic revfitutions which gave 
the power to the Tntpurs, and also dnm* to t'irs, 
Sexaids. and oiher Jioly mmi, which hittrr, an 
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iiianiii, or free gifts, occupied o rery ccrtiaideriil)le 
pTOportion of tliese |iaTtitiuii< of territoiy. In 
retiirii for these and siinihir poacenble Immnnitics, 
it wfis only uecessiviy tlmt fht iiolJers slnnild 
peri'>diczdly tnoke tliftir upjieanmee Ht court and 
acknowledge their siot'ei*t*igti ':'f the soil by pLicing 
tlie >rw«flHrfi‘, or deeds of grant, iu the liande of 
the Aniiri, who confirmed them bj'^ rottiming tlic 
pa[icra to the or witltholdiug them, m 

rlie case migitt be: this latter was scEdoni done, 
except under strungly jnstiliiiliTe causes, such an 
mkcoiiduct, eiicrouchnicot, oi* some such motives. 
Qn the death of the odgiual gninter, his siicwssor 
calli'd ill the ttunnudty and they were not valid 
unless confirmed by hUn. In am and jaligir dificr 
in tins; — that one h » free, irreclairiirthh- gift, 
whilst the other implies n tenure for certain ser¬ 
vices i>r ueknowledgments be performed. 

AH terrifoiy Ijcyoiid ihe jahgirs aii<t itiams yield' 
ing land revenues, imd nil sources of revenue 
tletivtd from turiffs tolls, tasea. duties on trade or 
productions of the soil, rivfir, &c., were the property 
of the Amiris apportioned ft* eBCh ticcordiiig to 
senioriry, and in the shai'cs origiimlly bequeathed 
to itieir snccessore by the ibuiulers of the Talpdr 
dynasty: these watt- (Considered to be absolutely 
necessary to support the royal state and dignity, 
and rite Biliieli rhieftnins never ittteriered in their 
fiscal inouagemotit or raised any question respecting 
them; they were, indeed, tookt^l tipon aa the 
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private pivperty of tJie Aiuirii. luul ns such tUeir 
inalietujble rijjht. 

TUe Unci reypuTie fiystem of Shidli was mtiicr a 
complicated tdralr in detail, tliougli simple on tlio 
whole. Tlie leading foatart was thut. of the Zaiiiin- 
dari, or fanuiitg plan, under wliicli an indi\'idual 
wishirig to cuidvatc n conain extent of soil ob¬ 
tained from the Auiirs u putt4tfij or agreement, 
specifying the term for & defined jwriod, on whieli 
lie undertook to till It. The rojal shore of produuu 
(for the greater projjortion of revenue of thU sort 
was coUcjctcd in kind) was either one third, two 
fifths, or one fifth, according to tlie character of 
tltc land cnikimtiKl: tlius land ivas distinguished 
iukW three headstlie first lying in such situations 
relatively to the means of irrigation from the iiTer, 
tJiut it requiR^ few artificial means to Inundate itj 
the aecoud Uung at a distaiice from the river, 
requiring cannls and the water-wheel to Irrigate ; 
and the tliird waste land, Tccjiiirlng to 1>c cleansed 
of jungle or other ol>strucilonB to feitility, the 
lowest posidhle ahnre of produce Iceing jissignol to 
such, with the view of hriitghig it under the 
plough. Indciamdcnt of tlie sliarc of grain pro¬ 
duce, I he re were additional taxes on tlie water¬ 
wheel, r^ulatod by its being used with one <«- two 
bullocks, or Iny hand, ns also u capitation tax on 
individual cukivatota, with other minot^ and in¬ 
tricate item$ not necessnjy' to be specified. Having 
obtaiiiefl ii piiff/ihf or Rgroement of terms, which 
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oiJy Iftstcfl for Uit j’GHi*. or two Jianx^sta (i^juing 
aitii autiinmul)^ the Ztuiiliuldr wn9 at Ultert)* to l&t 
auv of tLo lainJ be proposed to ciililvuto to 

orW parties n«tler hiiw ; hui bt; wjis Jilways bebl 
jiidtviiiituljy resiporisibb? for tUo ret'ouao of rbe 
wliule. On the crops heitig gnTiicred in, a gorem- 
mtuit offit’vr iitteinkxl to eAtltnata their aniotint, 
iind to take the tjovtimnicnt sbaiic from tlie khir- 
rnim, or gent ml lieaxi, pw^vioiifl to which it was not 
to lie touirbed ujuler heavy |>ei)alties. The gntui 
thus coUectod was sold on the spot or tmiiHlerrcd 
to the roval gramirtes, aiid realisetl for payiuent 
into tlie state treasiuy’t the pritMJ l^iiig at tlie 
arhitraiy wilt of the fitate, tliougb policy ofteaer 
dictated that a fair luarkctuble toUic should he do- 
umndcdl. Grata, from its comparudve i^Knuty, 
rudised a higher price hi Lower thdu in T’ppcr 
Siaiih, [Ninicularlj the Kliorif crotts; thus it was 
geuer&Uy tnmsaiitttd to the capital In Itouts lor a 
very tow rate of retniinomfion to the owners, and 
tiio Imjuently none at ull. TLb* syateni of culti- 
vflt'ing the soil in Sindh appenrecl to be foil- and 
ihlvttTitagcoiis to idJ iwirties; that is, to the Zomin- 
tlar tutd the revenue: at Icaat the former generally 
evinced e thriving ctuidition, iiud tlie latter wits 
satisfied. The lower class of workpeople were* it is 
true, only subsisted; hut in the Kosi thU i^ the 
limit of their wiintu and wiahea, and In Sindh the 
lUHSfi of tlie agrictiktiral pcciplc knowing no coiU' 
fHirative superilirity of iMndirion. did not t'Stimute 
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it iDfwjy^ thouglt^ Qs compared with the ryut qr com* 
ntnti siibfect of our Indhuj or ticiglihouritig 
torritoiies, if was (sg; — evinced in the poasessioii 
liy the Sindhian of the tiii ans of e^istencu mily, and 
[he siiiiplest Ibtm of stied. to sliielJ hiTit from the 
weather; beyond these none of the oomfort? of life 
for UiiQsalf or ihmUy which arc <*Isewhere obscrvnblu. 

The Znmlmlflr in Sindh pays his workj)eqple of 
eviny kind, even to the artizem who repuire Itis 
Lmpiements, in grain diirhig iJie w‘hu!e time they 
tire employed, and, at the winding np of his 
aceQUTits with the govemment officer^ affixes iiia 
Bigirnttire or seal to the records as a proof that he 
ifl aitisfied, and to prevent afterHUspritea. Rencwid 
of his ngreement wus nlhjweii by the K ui'dar, or 
deputy of tiio Amirs, presiding over tlie district. 

jVnother syBicm of cultivating consisted in pay- 
tnents in eoah of a eerinm sum of Jurih (which in 
Sindh comprises a s]uu e of IimST aboiLt 150 feet 
wptare) ns rent of land to l>c employed, the omoimt 
varj'ing an in the Zntnindari according to the pi-oduo 
tivc property of the soil, or value of crops (ojiiuiu 
and hidigo paid se high os 20 and ftO nipees per 
biga), genenJIy from (1 ro 12 rupees (12^, to 2i*,) 
[lep jurib ; uiid as iin inducement to place waste op 
diy hmd under eultiTiitaou ti very luw rate wna ub 
lowed tor tlie first year, 1 ni]>CQ per jurib ( or 2s. ), 
and increased gnuUiuUy in proportion to the iu- 
i^reaseil prod uct iveness. P roductions of the soil not 
hfiing grains wea-e getieraJly enUivated utter this 
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uiethoU, wliiclj is kno^Ti os Jumma or lund l entt us 
iilao Bpring crops rnised irrlgittioir woHb, u 
certiuii rat(? l»ciiig cli(»rgi'.il for die uflfi i>f ilieset 
varying ’wiih their siijtply of wdter, wlieflier the 
Tt'cll weit tcmiM>riiry or penmneJit. lu cusca of 
uiitbi'cseeu CAUses iuttuencing a diiiiiimtion of crypa* 
the rvnt tlitw agreed iii<ou wus litihL- hi e^ertaiii re- 
iluet’ipn, though only on a strong rccOTmncjjdftticfn 
to that ottctTt trom t!te revemie officers. The whole 
phut of cnltivuTion hetwcon the imJiolder and 
tnnaiit (for so it mity ho termed) in Sindh uppeara 
to have [»een niiliicr imd more equituhlo tlian might 
have betiU expc'ctocl iindor an aWdate form of 
government: u swimty popitlaTion imd die ctmiiMira* 
tivvly sitiaU proportion of aoil yielding revemie, 
deducting grants and gnnie jntserve*, dictated that 
this prineipnl and tnont imjKirlout soiimo of ^vealth 
to thii Ainira should iic fojrtered as mucli as possihle, 
mid tJiough inisgovoriunont and gnispUig views 
occasdonally induced them to acts of severity with 
thdr Zmnindfirs and tenants, the Amirs wen- mot 
with such comhitnid opposition* pnrf icLilarly by the 
former: that their own interoirts stififercil* >uid they 
were tiius compelled to adhere to egta b l t s h cJ rules. 
It was only under the ehort-sighted system of fnnu- 
tiig or conti-Biiting fi>r land revenue in the Intlk to 
1« hereafter described, that ojipresaioii was gene* 
rally ctfminitted, ajid ihim it mifortnnately fell ui>oii 
f he lowest of the labouring clashes, 

fiardens nivd date-trees formed another source of 
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luiid reveljuc‘, mul were geiic-mlly liirmed out !yr 
tile reason at a ccrtiiiu fixed rate*, or let at a WTtidn 
sum luirmoILy: ibese pjiid in miuiy |mits of Shidh 
very LigU from tlieir productive i'u[ui<, pattietilarly 
il aitiiftted ill tbe vitiiuity of the river; when near 
towns of any size or importance tlicy were in- 
eluded in their fiscttl ammgeiiieiifs, 

ITic extensive canals uuil wnterHiourttes convey¬ 
ing the fertilising waters of the Indus over the 
whole ttmntry, difithiguislied die divisions of Sbdb, 
and gave tithiB to its hmtl ivvonue collections. If 
the Amirs kept theiie clear (which tliey seldom 
did)f. they cliargcd a certain mlditional rate on the 
ciillivutor using thetn., but if, us was goueriilly the 
case, the /luuiiidar or cultivator did the work, he 
obtain^ a eertaiii iilioivance In reduedou for tho 
Siiine in settling luu aiimml aocomits. The tn^ons 
ailbrdcd by those outlets to the Indus for iiierowitig 
the fertility' and therefore the revenues of the 
Annrs of Sindii were uidimited, yet inconsistently 
enough with mlcra bo avaricious, such rosonreea 
were completely neglected all over the coiuitry, 
occasionally only a forcible coiiscriiitiou of the 
Mlani tribe being made to clear them; but, na 
nei titer pay nor food were for any kuigth of titne 
uftbrded to these poor people, they invariubly dj> 
aerted, and little or nothing ww done. The price 
of such labour w wonderfully cheap in Sindh, a 
pound of llour or about two-jienoe per diiy being 
the rate idiowcd; mid Ure vigour and nulurancc ol' 
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the Alionifi at this kind of work, at wUicli thry are 
very espert, exceecLs of miy utficr cluj*a of 
labourers in India: their mctliod of ramil elcaning 
iuta heeii before dcscHIx^.). The Siiidhiaii metti^id 
of povemiuent was «;ertujnly a stmnge noamtdy 
af) Weil in its ^i^csU as other broticUc^, hut in bot h 
tlie errors are to lx? trucwl to limited views. The 
ruling' ^^oe of aviuicei so prominent* yet defeated 
its own ohjectA; nnd the eIjieJh, mhi^ig to 1>e in¬ 
structed W those (examples wliich nelghbotirii)" and 
less highly favoured coimtfies atfonleth allowed 
every tiling in SindJi to become stagnant or to 
retrograde, and it aeemed as if its poftseasora wtire 
deti^nnined to be blind ci1 ugultist any luid all of 
the advantages they {Kusscssod. 

A striking instance in protd' of this was uffordcfl 
in the vicinity of the Large attd iraportiuiL city of 
Shiknrptir, whose iidghhouring lands were ntaitily 
dependent for fertility on a laige cmntl called tlio 
•SVnrfA (in ulliisitm to its siao), yet for many years 
this fructifying medium no Insa miix>rmnt also tor 
coinmcrdal puj'poseSs os nJfonling constant vrutcr 
carriage to this coinmereial tind pojjulrtits city, was 
so cornplctely neglected, thut ot length it was nctirly 
choked up at its mouth tmd hiirdly capihle of con¬ 
taining at the luglicst {Kunt of inundjitiaii uf the 
river svifiicicnt w'uter for tihree or four months of 
tlic year, butts luring nearly excluded <VKCCpt of 
very siJiitT] draught. On the propped trAtisfer of 
the city atid ntljoining hlinb to the British govtTUr 
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m&Dt in commutation of a certiiin amount of cash 
tribute from tlie Amirs, it U'as dtemed jwlitic for 
llie gcnonil improvcniL'tit of the distrietii, to clean 
this canal as well as iiuotlier nearly as large, ami 
in the couirso ol' aixty days under the superin¬ 
tendence of a. Jiritisli engineer oHicec and with 
abuiit two tiioiisaiid men, this was done for a dis¬ 
tance of nearly forty maea, so tliat for nine montlis 
in tlie year it wns iipplictible to all piir]x)sc 3 of fer¬ 
tility and even navigation 1 aiuJ tlic increase of 
rev'enue was calculatctl by tlio Amira* mm ofRccra 
to amount in one year to three times live sum ex¬ 
pended. Tliia is merely quoted as one of the 
iniiny iitstuiu'ca which might be adduced of do- 
plortihlo apatliy, the rc'sutt of the inuedve govsrn- 
rnciif of Sindh. As a proof of the Amirs’ cunning 
or jealousy, however, it Hhould be added that souiiig 
tile improvctnerit our energy had occa<^kined they 
evaded tlie Imrgnin of transfer of the district al¬ 
luded to. The Juligirthirs and otiier [MM^seawra of 
land knew the vdltio of their canals imd tvuter* 
courses too well not to qiend btith time and money 
on their im]JTOYCTnonr, and in such districts thcae 
outlets from the river were always kept in exool- 
lent order. Ihe rtv’cr Iiidtis dejiusits so mucli soil 
thuti it Was id ways nccesstiry to clear a chautjcl of 
this sort aflcr over}' sctisoij of' inundation. 

The other sources of rovenuo in Sindli consisted 
in tliosc dcrival fium trade or mimuhicturcs, town 
tpf transit duties, others of' the sumo kind under a 
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rarlety of mi tier Iwauls, nn<l tike tlie land reYcmics 
veiy cotn|jUcaTeij ii> detail; I hit tjjey will Ih; fiiiS' 
clcntly explained liy a general descn|iliaii of flio 
whole, thiia; — the ^lort of Knrmi'ki levied li per 
ceat. ad valorem on uU goods imported, and 2| 
per cent, on all exportctl, an additiontd i! rupees per 
cent- lie)tig also ehai^oil before quitting the town: 
without coit»nnm«itir)g the items it will be siifS- 
cient to mention tlutt a eamel'loiul of merchandise, 
such ns Kngllsh mfinufoetored pieee goodo, for in* 
stance, would pay, including ttmtsit. duties from 
tlifi time of their landing in Sindh until they 
reached the northeni extremity of tiie oounlry by 
laud route, the amn of 58 ntpire^, or 5/. 10#. iluty 
alone, not iueludiiig Lke necessary charges for hire 
of Liunela, payment of e«ort, and oUien» iucidcntul 
to the journey. All tolls aud iuriffa hy tlic* river 
route were abolished by late trcatieii with the 
JJriti-di government, with Uie view of opening a imd 
to commerce by meona of the atceoni; bur on ouch 
gofuls landing at any part of tlie Suidhiun deminiona, 
they wero subject to the estuljlif^hed duties of the 
country. Town duties consisted in cliaTges levied 
at the giuea of every city or villsige on articles of 
every kind, whether for food or consumption in any 
slmpc, on die cumd or liciist of hiirthcii convi^ying 
such; oil purduiscfl aud eulea of every Jdiid, cvtui of 
grain and common articles of food in the Itasours, 
were liahlc to n duty colkd Tiir/t?!#, or thtif of the 
scales. Tniiiait duties were tliose paid at. cerfaiu 
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fiojiits thrciugliout the Smdhitut torritories on mcr- 
chaiiiibe ti'uvor&iit^ thenar and were tlit; heaviotit of 
ill! mt])0fit3 OR tiadt^ so much so that the meiThnnU 
wLose tnmsactiou^ were estcRslYe, obtained a cer- 
tain rate of eNero|it1on under especial ^nts to that 
etfw’t, otlicnvise they could liardly Imve itiTcii'dcd to 
continue their traffic. Liquora and iivtoxlciithig 
drugN were sold under Ikctises or !>tate contracts: 
every loom paid a certain tax, as also every nrtude 
maimhictured, or produced by skill or hibour, and 
a capltution tax was also levied on arti^ana luid nhop* 
keepers of every descript ion. The fisherman was 
bound to yield one-tliird of the pwiducfe of bia nets 
to the ruler, and uadi boat employed on the Itidus 
paid a certain ■‘sum. CVionf, or one-fourth of idl 
sums disputed between parties, and adjusted by the 
judicial officers of the Amirs, was another un- 
|>Qrtant source of revenue, and aho included the 
si^iiie share of all stolen pro]x;ny recovered through 
their exertions, Tlie better to relieve (bemselvca 
front the former of these burdoiis, tlie Ilindils in¬ 
variably had recourse as much as |30sslble to ariii- 
tratiuu; but as such djociaious vvere not valid in 
law, ltd tig of course strictly discaimtenfUiccd, they 
were after all liable to npja^al, or to be revised iis 
suited the interests of jairties. Without entering 
further Into detail it will lie sufficient tn oljoerve 
that, if we except mir own etnintiy, it would he

smoe time mi sTaridous and rajittcioaB diispotieia 
was capricious bi its demands, and rendered no 
account of injustice; if an watbftuiiato liindd 
trader, for instance, was known to have amassed 
more than usual wealtlif causes of cotuphiitit were 
readily found, and he was rermin to be gently 
t^ue^sed mitU he di^oigtjd it. Yet as a proof 
that, this claSB of pccildx:s, who as traders were 
particularly subject^ to the vexatious iinjiosta 
genendly, litit oti coimnerce particularly, which 
diMtinguislied Blndlilan policy, were yet either 
satished whh the state of things, or, what, is more 
ticcordimt with prohahiliiy, managed by their ex* 
trenic ciimiing to effect, tlndr objccta despite iip- 
purenl bisurmouutable obstacles, it ie notorious 
that with few exceptions they still adliered to the 
conntty, nnd were decidedly as a body rich ami 
liourishtng. 'i’ho clear profits on the Shikarpfir trade 
ibr goodh rronstnitted liy the Ilindii Souears Ironi 
llomluiiy, with the payment of every expensct were 
|K!r cent.: after all, therefore, tin* rapacious 
svstem, taking as an example iluit class of SindhTuii 
subjects who, of oil others, were [auticuhirly cspootHl 
to it, If te^od liy its results «'ta not so blighting m 
might have been expecte<h though obviously con* 
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duiliiiahie luid ilie just ciuubu of ttiproacU ngtuxist 
the rulers of u wiiutr3’, who Jij' mlopting a more 
Itberol jKiUcv would have added mdcfuiitcly Wi their 
o^TTi TCVcniitH, nod luive |]hi<?cd every class of tlieir 
auhjcets luniiy step? higher in the scale ot comtort 
and 

Anxious to avoid the trouLIe of collecting I'evonue 
in djotaih and to forestall its Tcnlityitlon, the jEpx'ater 
jiorttotis were Jilwnys fiuiiucil to Sznrdars or t:on* 
tmotorsi, as they were termed, for a fixed sunt, fuidu 
systetn of abuse and ii^usdee at <mee jierjietuated, 
for aiieh fiirmers were at the sfune tbne supported 
with smflidt'iit authority to ciiahle tiiem to make 
good their conlracts to the Amirs (and these were 
never likely to abate one tom ot their Imnd) by any 
means m they were fuMllotL The eabjects tbere- 
foi'o had no appeal, fortbdr judge wm at the same 
time tht' defriidaiit, and die Amira only grantitig 
those fiinui veitrly, the ianner hud no chiuice of 
fiUfijdjing the tleficiency of one season by the 
aitridu^i of unoUjor; mid if he found he was likely to 
make hut slender profits, luok his own imstaures to 
tunke 11)1 hit’ accounts, of course Jit the ex|>e]i80 of 
Liio country. Lnnd ns wdl a* town ami other 
iumn.:cs of revenue were tncludod in these fitrms, 
nud the wdly tlindu,, having the coranumd of nady 
mono)*, irenomlly held tIiciu: iwving to deal with 
ttn>so win* showed hitn ta» mercy, and with whom 
his lH>Ti«k were of little value m save him from op* 
piv^'^^kiii, and w-rtutiJ to be rigidly iruibrcGd, he 
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UK)k liifi iu:c«rtlin«ly, «n(l .turtw'itlisrtaiiiiitig 

his coiistimt plctt of loss, [jovt-rty, and hiahility to 
fuUii his engagewi! lit*; ntjver ralkil to secure iiw 
|>rofita at the o^pcnpe of Im cmjtloyerK, slioiiving 
little mercy to atry iwirty- Tliis metlMul of famuug 
tile rcvctiues of a country is tme of the most per* 
uicious that cjui be puraiiiKi, fliul frofia it muy lie 
datctl tnuiiy of tJic evila which were viable in the 
Siuclluau revenue oirangGtnenbs ; ix is flifficult to 
undcrstftiitl why the Hydoraburl hmiith of tJie iii- 
mily adopted it, for thoir abmidaut wealth rcnderL-d 
it tmcftlleil for, and avarice thcrufory, which is 
idwftvis short-sighted, or the distrust of servants, 
cmild alone hove dictatfol it, for it was oliray* tlie 
least proliluhlc mode of collection. With the Khyr* 
pilr branch (iioi, including Mir AUi Munid) there 
was said to lie tm absolute iiocci^ity fur ibrcstnlling 
or mertgagtug the revenue to protide for current 
espctiscs of tlie durliup; the lands and sourcca of 
ruveuuc gcncndly here being irompamtlvely soitill 
to the great extent of jahgirs and inatiia to chiefs 
iiud ot.hera. 

iiiL' Amirs, for the better protection of tlieir in* 
tereats tbrougliout the count rj*, Itml dt^ntUes or 
kftrditrs over eatrli province or distnet, uiid to each 
was c^aliUahiefi a cerUiiu number of inferior ser¬ 
vants muushui (writers), generuJly liiiidiis and 
others, whose fluty U wu* to keep an uccumte ai;- 
i^ount of till! revtuiue-s whore these wore not hirmcd, 
and otherwiao adininister their aflairs- Each Amir 
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)iud Ills piiirticu.1ii.r Tcprcseutatlro of thi^ kind; ftTid 
as u towi wtts Honiotimes dhided int<» six or sevun. 
titiart^ oocortling totlic iiuiuIkj:' of Amirs possessing 
It, a stmnge confusion of htterests, aninlclpoi and 
fiscal, arose; l>ut as dclerotucc was |»aid to the 
acrvaut of the senim’ Amir, or he who possessed the 
priticIjnU share in the place, tUsputes were thus re- 
soh’cd, or. failing this, subjected to the jadgmentof 
the durbiLT. The police icas ako In the bands of 
thcae officers, and in Sindh was cortoinly on tlio 
most iimhe<l scale, a dosEcti tiiisGruhly*anned amt 
mounted men at the largest toirus constituting a 
lilxsral quota. The system obtained, liowerer, of the 
liability of each ^HUage or locality to the rcsjwq- 
fiibiliiy of stolen pfroperty tmoed to it, and proved 
not to have gone Ifcvund. This utefhod of dotectlng 
stolen goods Is adopted in many parts of India, and 
though simple is very efficient; it can only lie pur- 
fiuetl, however, where the faculty of traemg foot¬ 
steps is brought to such |>urfeotioti as in tl»a± 
countty; if a robbt^ty be only nntiounccd to the 
kottvol or magiatrote of a tovim within a moderate 
(leriod oiier its comtmttol, it will tfiYarluhly l>u 
traced up, and responsibiJity rests with those who 
ouuiot follow up the trucks Ixyoiid their own pro 
cl nets. 

The gates of all towuij are dosed in the EiiatHonu

l ration of sittnmnry punujlnnenl to offenders. The 
S]^ldhim^^i, iTicJuding T.Ue BUdchla anci inhiihiimits 
geneniUy. are vair expert tliicvea, ns many travtllurs 
thrciijgh thar, country can teatify, Init t.Loy arc 
wpnilly expert Ju tiniciug roWreiy to its t'orninSttera, 
Oji im'ival at a tovm or village, the STrangor may 
claim tlte protectioM of a wnteliman^ and in sucli 
case, should he lose his property, the villuge is held 
resj>onHlble, hnt nor otherwise; each village or 
plaee of siimUer .importance is provided with a hwal 
raiiTi who i& the prindpol RUthority, and looked up 
to hy tlie inhubltunts iis such. 

Sindh waa cjonsidonad to be divided into forty- 
four districts for revenue purptisea, tlie prioditul of

men, and with ii Imre pittance in tliu siiapc of 
suhiry wci\; niecassarily venal iittd ciii'nipt, Tlie 
Amirs wero decidedly averse to ostrenie punish¬ 
ments ; and fho most notorious culprtf. scUloiu suf- 
fenvl hcj’ondmutiliiticiii, chopping ufi' tlie left hand, 
tir cutting off pays and niises; even thk to holy 
chanirtcrs wjis by mistaken merry ehaiigcd to 
imprssoiuiieiii for life ; and « curious though sliock- 
iug iushuice ofthh^ wa.s to be at Talfnli in ihr 
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ahiipc of an urifortimatt: confined lu n 

^viMideii ca^ for nearly twenty yeiira until he liud 
liecciiiL- <}tLke bnitnl and mfieiaslhlG. The Tntprjra 
trere oertoudy free from the diurge of cnjolty; luid 
iu this fhey deserve {jreat credit^ couMdering thoir 
mtcivilhsod position and nb!H>1ute powLT over ttio 
lives of their auhjccts- Beyond the ooiuuilcr&tioii 
shown to those whom they looked upon as snered 
djaructorss they were always prone to evince the 
same to Biltidus, the most predatory and restless 
of tlteir sulijeots; a feeling of dutifiliip wua probubly 
the actmitlng motive here, though they flid not 
hesitate to mutilate or otherwise punish to the ex- 
trerao 4dloweih The policy of such a syatem. was of 
course more than questionable; and it is only 
astonishing, consideritig: the vety lax state of the 
law, n1>9civce of poliee, and mistaken demeucy of 
the riders, that cdme was Goraptirudvdy so little 
rife In Sindh I yet such was the ease: and taking the 
extent of territory generally, it was imtoriiTus that 
the aocurity for life and property w'sa generally 
very great; every man, it is true, was his own 
defiaider, idways* armed and nhviiya in a pmitiou to 
resist violence. In jwrtioas of the country coming 
w'itliin the range of uiiaettlwl and compLddy j>re- 
dntoiy tribes, the inhabititnts of Sindh were cx- 
(Kiseil to constant foiujTi, and the want of pro* 
tection was severely lelt, but this was confined to 
localities, and not gencnih The Amirs held courts 
of justice at the capita], and appeals i^gainai the 
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tlomion$ of inferior oflSccrg were here oltowcd; 
but it Is to be fsared tliat svicli juflgments Tver© 
tniKili gitidfrd by corraption^ for where (lyaricc tvws 
coniienied all consulemtiotts of Justlco bceamc atiit- 
aervient. aud it was jjeneriilly eonsidored that both 
plmntifl' »tnd defcniUnt jwiid Idglily ere they could 
obtain a bearing, and still higher for a verdict. It 
slumld be recorded that Mir Ghi'iHain Alii Talpilr 
wins noted for his undcvifitiTig love of justice mid 
its pure udniuustnitioB; Intt he was a solitary iti- 
«»tunee in his family before or sijico. 

The amount of Sbdhion revenne from evoty 
Hource hiis been varioufdy estimate^! at varioua 
periods; thus, on the aceossioii of the ’I'alpiirs at 
the oonimencement of the present century, they 
were considered to amount to a surplus of forty 
Incs (40U,t>(H)if,) atmuaUy; in 1809 they were add 
to be nearly forty‘three lues (430,000/.)* in 1814 
sixty-one laps (h 10,000/.); in 183-1 something un¬ 
der fifty lacs (jOO/hJO/.); and latterly dycreasiitg 
again to about tlurty-five hies (350,000/.), for idl 
the bmtiohcs of tlic fimilly. But all these are mere 
approximations to tfie real Aulue of the Sindhian 
cxchefpier, for we have nei’cr hud an itpporliunty 
of uectinUely testing the exact amoiiiil of the 
whole revenue derived by the Talpiir family in- 
dividually and colleetivcly for their i>Qssessiotis. 
They were on all occasious exceedingly jeahjus of 
such iiuptlries, and it w‘as not our putiey to make 
them, iis calculftted ta Iwid to distrust luid a inis* 
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hit^rprctatJoii of otir i)bjc(!ts: jiKlging, liowevor, 
from tliciM! fiortionii of torriforv whore cimim* 
atenc-*o» rondri'ed It occessnry' for us to obtjiin nc- 
irnratcf estimates pcnttio<t tte^tiiiticmH flir tmastcr 
of tfiTitary, It woubl apfiOftr that the total op to 
the latest date may be taken as tiiliy estitnousl at 
the last-mentiouecl sum of thirty-live laca{3ftrt,0fJt>/.) 
said to be divided thus: to I he Hyderabad Amirs 
nnrlcr thirty lacs (Mir Jfasir Kliau nine liu's, Mir 
Mahomed JOuui Iacs> Sobhdar five Jiu^s, and the 
two sons of Mir MaJiomeJ ulKiut eight hma between 
ihntii), and the bjilnnrsc Ifttween the Amirs of 
KliyTpdr, Diji, and Mirptif j but these are still only 
very rougli cal(iiiIat.ioiiH.

tiirther charge hereafter; and as the expenses of 
their household are hut very trifling, the family

Knch ATiiir held liis aha re of revenue us c!u;t.iiif;i 
prcipc-Tty, luid tlie only gene ml tmitsury was tliitt 
to which all contributed fffl* the snp|fort of mlsskuifi 
tn foreign courts, nnd the exyrensea of pmsc-ntu 
Avliicli trcrc nuidG periodically to the Putijanh and 
fUiaw'ulpiir princes. Tfte moiiinBess of the Sindhian 
4inrl>iir was strongly tiseinpUlied hi tliesttt ami de« 
putatioDfi often waited at their courtii lite creditors 
for many months^ until by importunity they auc- 
itcedcd in getting an cquivah!nt in rulue to those 
they hfid brought. 

Tlic whale system of governmenl find revenue 
nrrnngcmentfi of Sindli were ovidenriv as defective 
tis might have been expected in such a s[tijui.ici]if 
and, if not oppressive to the majority of the subjects, 
at least dhunctrically op|K«jwl to ifTiprovcTiiciiT, 
litdng jitdctid billed upon principles of cxdiiaira, 
Avaricious, and short-sighted policy. The Amirs 
imd ai]^ ill view iJjc ucctitnuliitiou of wetdtlt, the 
eujoymeut of their own sources of grati fication, and 
rile ironrilinting a lut;ge tniiiUry find feudal establish' 
inent, who held tlie actmd powta* over the chiefs aa 
wcU us the whole omintry eoinpJetdy in their 
liuiubi did tluy at imy time w'udi to e.varcka h‘ ilui 
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ehai:g«3 iHilitically o|' »* tomiwmiy flJid siijMjrfidal,' 
hoTVcycr, 'vpLjcJx have* bciiU maJe flgaiust tliis cuH*

As iipplied to tlie ikvelopmeiit 
lif the leflouw-i^s of a hue country, the improvement 
of its comraereei, and geuend fmielionition of Its 
mhalutunts, tliu military desiMtlsm of Sindh, like 
lltut of other Asiatic countries where it generuUy 
obtains, u'ua rwlieiilly inimical: traide hib^iurcd 
under seven; burdeus, wliich larippled and confined 
it in extent, and pluccd it in tlie hiutds of a few i 
instead of making it expansive, as lu a country so 
situuml it wus capable of becomiug, labour oiiil 
ingenuity were so taxed that they knguialied and 
Ijccmne rare, tbougii the natives were Indincd 
naturally to ucrivity, and were in no dt;grce wonting 
in talcnU aiid capability.

The llrilUh govemmem throiigjioiit ita Indian 
IdstoiT hos geueraliy (ixporionced the siuiir wni- 
ditiou ot states as ttiut of Sindh in the sanio siagvts 
of society os Lhiit hi which we found this izoiiij try:

advantagea whicli prospectively were to result from 
opeuiug the Indus on a morc lilkimt scale to the 
luemlitiut than that bitlierto pursued.

In the ortler of time die Voy age of Lieu t, (Sir 
Alc jumda-y.^ nrrifa up the Indus in 1830^ with 
presents fi-om the King of England to the Kajah of 
Liihore, Ruttgit Sing, should have been prcTiouely 
introtluccd, A dear stAtement of the vnrtous occur¬ 
rences conneeted w'ith that jounioy is given in the 
thlnl vxdume of tJiut Ittincnted olHcer's travels; and 
the reports whicli he there drew up of the Indus, and 
the countries in mid Iwyond it, appear to have in- 
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tbicecl the BTitis}! jravemituiiJt to look with mereafied 
anxiety to tlic uatabUslimcnt of ul comtiierciul in¬ 
fluence in (lireetiQU, viewing the opening of 
the Hver to tlte merolumt as a jtrimaiy stop. A 
ftriking ptoof of tins utterly rufle »tui« of the 
Sindlnun court, eveit nt that period, coupled with 
tlw usunl lonomu of dktrviel, wn* givoti in the fiici 
that, the amirs- mid uU oiiout them eoashkired tlic 
lai^ conveyed by Liemt.

Thu state of afTrara m Sindh up to tiic last period 
idJiiiletl to ((ktober, i842,) had npjit'iU'ud to bo 
fnirijuuhirly f|uTet, and, «fitb triding tixeeptioiWt 
luitisfactory, though it mis genendly oODsideml by 
those v^hose long experience entitled it to resfiett, 
thttt certain nlteriitions ivovild be mntle in our 
SiiidliiBii nn^igemt-nts to secure tJie greater ud- 
vnntagcs rwjuiitd in the navigation oj' the Indus, 
seine mmUSeiiitioii of tmaisit duties, nod other fi&ad 
impediiiients to imde, ns well ns tlie opjiortunity 
for itmuiieucing the ititroductian nf n flutter order 
of govern uieiit In tlie couiitiy geiiemlly, by «sfu- 
btisliiog o closer intarfei’eiice in its (iffiiies.

Sub8«piciJi to tlie actioti, the It^Jing Amins of 
JvliyrpAr and IlyJorubad aum-mk-red uneoiidi- 
tiotndly us prisgjiuTB of war, and tlio ibn of Hydei> 
al)Hd WHS tidten jxisftession «f by the Britisli troops, 
la ii were found tiU tUo tretonres in specie and 
jewelu of the vVmirs, said ymiously to juiioimt to 
alK>ut It million sterling. The ^Vinirs^ Mir ilahomed 
and Mir Sohhikr, who were not in actitm, Imt 
whose followers were prceem, wore afterwords in- 
chided in the gcnoral treotiiient* and became pri-

loss of ti Tumi, but kidicting severe puniBhinent on 
tile BUilelua, The native oQicer, for his noble con- 
diicti was tlosorvedly pTOinoted. A Europeiui odicer 
and a Pitrsi mciiJiant were captured on the river* 
ami murdereil; lut the perpetratora of the deed 
snifered the pvnihsiiment due to their crime. 

Tlicrc can acurceJy tie a grearev proof of the 
Ainijs themselves not intending to proceed to ex¬ 
tremities, and being driven tlieir Bildchls to 
op]>ositioii, tlian tlie fact of tJicir leaving all their 
property at Hydemhad* ns also their fiimUits, which 
they would otherwise have ccrtaialy removed to 
their places of rctiigo. In the fuatnesaes of the Ul- 
liichi ciountairm to the westwnnl, Inid their faith 
in the desert slronghiulds Ik:cu tveakentbd Ijy the 
dcotnvction of Imarogur, and also smTendering 
themselves to tlicBritiah tienerul the moment their 
troops were defeated. 
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War being now deeliirGd in Simlh, the fh-iiiaii 
detachment wliklt hud achieved the overthrow of

Having nf length fixwl ujKm a fbrmidutJe [Kisiticm ot 
li vllhige callisi [hip[ut, near tliu FaJliili, SirCluirka 
Xapiirr gftvo the reinforciog dcTflcbment one day's 
rest, 111 id then iiifuitiiud Jils tn>o]>9 that the next 
da}', the i4tli of !^larcb, be shouJil go in fjuest of the 
enemy, and attack hini wherevrap he found him,* 
Tliis wuj» at the jdoce above named, vhei-e 2iJ,U0iJ 
Bilnchis were in position behind two deep trenches, 
coiiiiiKting of n larger and nninller wntercouniie, riin^ 
sing m nearly right angles from tlie river (FidIdll),

Om^kdt and Jlirptir were afterwards tnJten pos- 
flpoaioij of by our troops without rosiatauce; und 
thus^ In two decisive and fierctrly-ooiitested actions, 
whmun (he Amirs of Sindh wore supported hy 
their greatest iniiltaiy 6traiigt.li, a t^amjiletc victory 
crowned the British anus, thougli with cenfliderahre 
loss in meu tmd officers. The behaviour of the 
Gcuerol and Itis gatlaiit bands on tiiese occufflomi 
has excited the admiration of all; and a ^sterling 
proof has been elicited of tlie unfimehing constancy 
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mitl i^nUiiiUn' vC tlic* native troojis of Lntli^u If nbly 
led Mini i^iluitilauid by exniupb. Whilst pnying 
tins trihuie to iln' bravery of ottr 

forces, let, us not oiuit tlio notice due to the devtv 
lion niid gaUwilry of the brave Bilileliies” as Sir 
Clutrles Nrtpier gdiicrouBly tmd honourably c«U» 
UiGui. The proofs can no longer he waiitiiig that 
tiiev Ibugltt an uicti fighting for inrercete denrer to 
Uioin I hull life ', those who fell acMling their devotion 
to their cliicfc vrilh their blood. imJ, whnt is to be 
fotirod us u ooiiBcqueitee, the siirvivora losing oil 
tlwit, in the iCHbt w> tdsewlierG, randora life wortJi 
huving^stution in society, their lfHig*chcrishtHi 
prescriptive rights, mid the tneans of supponing 
lliemaclves iiiul (hmiUes, 

iiencral Napier being n[>pfniite<l governor as wc?!! 
ns uiJUtiir}' ccmmnmder in Sindli, iioimnated various 
offioera to the duly of collecting the njvcnue on und 
after the date of the battle of Miani, op to which ar¬ 
rears were not to be denifindcd ^ nnd bimlli, after the 
lust engngfnnrnti, was dechifcd a ** conquered coun* 
try/' Olid annexed to the British Indio potsesaions 
as inch. 

The fiiUfcu Amirs of Sindh, consisting of Mira 
Nnslr Khmi, ami hb neplicws, Mirs Slmdad Khun 
ami Iliisstan jVUI IvhflDt Mir Mahomed, ami SobK- 
ihir, of Hyderabad, and Mira Rustum Khun, and 
hts iiephetvn, Xusir Khon, and W idb MflJioined 
Khfin of Khyrpdr, with othere, Arrived at Bomhny 
in licr Mojcsly's sloop of war Nitnnxl, on the lOtli 
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of April, anti every iKmaidemtion Tvn» shown to their 
tUlcT'etl fortunca. by the honourable governor and 
other aitthoridcA one of the governor's rosidcRces 
being appropriated to their recoption. A local jour¬ 
nal deacriba ihedr condition thus t—'* The Amini, 
being prisoners of state, ore rctainwl in fttrict itedii - 
«ion f theyaredeacrtbed ns broken-hearted and mber- 
al)Ie men, maintaiumg modi of the dignity of Jallen 
greatness, and without any qncmlous or ongiy 
complainings at tlds luialleviuble source of sorrow, 
refusing to be comforted." It would be siijxn^iious 
to add to this description, TJie Amirs of Sindti 
merit deep sympathy ^ and thosct omn who wctt; 
opposed to tlieiu in the stern shock of arms will yet 
acknowlcilge that their fote 1ms Imen indeed a 
melancholy one.

Tn^ late events whieli have occurted, to change 
liltogctbc]' the aspect of afthirs in Sindh, possesa 
for the piihUc generally^ a degree of mterest which 
Induces a reti'OSjiect of the past government of the 
country and its dfectSf os a means of lieing ahle to 
form something like a tH>prect judgment of whot 
will in oil proiMihilUy follow iii due conrae ujion 
the acta that liave now token place, and the po- 
sition in which we as cowiucrora are placwL 

Among the exciting intei'c&ts wlijch tmtil a late 
period occupied public ottenliou as connected witli 
our ijositicm iii, oiid withdrawn! from, Ailghonistan, 
Sindh was rememlxtred oidy ns a sort of dejwt for 
the mateiiet of war, o base, As it were, for our 
mnitary operations in advance. Since this time. 
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howcvw, its Q$p<!ct bas widely nlterc'd: our gm^p 
luia boeii laid upon its riilei^, and ita wmriors and 
its (Mx>p]o have noinuudlj become subjugated to 
BritUU iiowtu*; it %?ill tLererorc be interesting to 
bi(jaire what is likely to be ilie feelings now 
created. 

The govominewt of Sindli waa of course a ^>er* 
feetly d^potto une^ no subject, of wlmtever rank or 
calling, djiring to assume a right, iu opposition to 
the supreme will of their rulers, die AtnirB; and the 
result ot tliis conditiou was^ of course, impoveriab- 
ment to the territory, misery to the poor, fayour- 
itisin towards the unworthy, with igiionmce, iear, 
and oppresfflon to all. If nn artistm worked cuu- 
well, his labour was sdzwl, by order of 
an adtniiing prince ; if a batiker amassed wealth, it 
ivas speedily found diat the royal coffers were 
boeomiag low, and the man of Ti'ealth wna com¬ 
manded to replenish them. If the farmer’s lands 
wiere fhiitful, he was compelled to 6up|»ort the 
militaiy retainers of the court j and thns was eytry 
sjiocies of energy crushed by the seLhsh and sliort- 
fiigbeed character of the govemment, But Sindh 
differed little in this fi'om oU otheiit, govemod, aa 
hU semi-barbarous countries arc, by despotism; and 
many of the gv2s undm' whieli the iieoplo lalwured 
were aa much the effects of their geogi^pJiicBj 
position, and vicinity to the desert, as to tlie op- 
pressicuis ot tJie Amirs, Trora, tills remark it must 
be dearly understood tliat tlie idea intended to be

Sindhian artisan* op|)iH»B(!d to pay for dm ivarca of 
Ihe foruigii ttlcrchant, lUiJ agrlcullure sacrificed to 
sport, yet that the government of tlio Amirs of 
Sindh K\ivs Tiot in dies© respects worse than might 
Iffi expected from their Umited views; wiille in 
mnny respect* iliene was a total uhsence oj the 
fierce, viottiut, and hrutal cracJty often exercised 
hy I he deajKvt [mneea of the Etiat, whether Mo- 
hniDcdtui or Hindt'i. It must I>e nlso observed, 
that ill the condition of semi-barlMvroua Ignoraneo 
ill wliich the Sindhian population is, acts which to 
t% tnvilUed and enlightened people, todsting under a 
free govcTumem, would appear oppressive and 
terrible tn the hi&t flegrec, had no such terpois for 
the subjiKt* trained and enured (they and their 
fathers) to Lt despottc rule; while among feudal 
sy'stems, in all countries, as in Sindh, a warm at- 
tiichmcnt is ever Ibuiid to exist between the serf 
and his hntl, between the inilitnry retainer and Ids 
pnnee; a link which, tbongli soinetiiiies telt to be 
on iron one, tvould gall more in the breaking tliait 
in the wearing, a foct which a&aotdation and Inibit 
can scarcely fail to protlaec. A free people sud¬ 
denly ciiraed ivith a change of masters, and the 
oppresajoiia of a conqueror, the HiiiJds were, by 
the violence of the Moslems, c^mnotbe iuseusiblu Co 
the tyranny cxetviscil; Imt u [leople accustomed 
hxuu guiicratlon to generation to tho same ays tom 
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ure udftjy reconciled to ftiotw: irintance^ of htinsh- 
OGsa whicii at [HirtlcLiliiir jK^iods }»ross soiiiowlmt 
Ituaiily oil eitiicr tJicir intoreiils or tbt-ir tran- 
HuUtity. 

"Die proiniticiit reutuix* wtiicU first prwhiced lu 
the fnditui goveramimt u desire to t:iiltlvate tlie 
(dlioiice of tltc Amirs of Sindh was the value of the 
river Ijidus for iLc purposes of commerce, itt con- 
neetioii irith the Sutlij; und, therefore, 'niien the 
first treaty with the ^Vwirs of Siridh waa ratified, 
in 18i>9, u friendly feeling was also sought to 
Ik esrohUshed with the ruler of Blmwidpiir, as a 
nictitis of throwing open tlte rivers the mcrcliuncs 
of Central Awa and of Iliitdostau. We mlvanccd 
hut slowly, however; imd the first point gained ^vaa 
nitJier a negiitive tiiati a positive gmxl, the pitli of 
the treaties niude (which has been fully ahoem in its 
proper plat^) iteing, “that the guvermuent of Sindh 
should not allow the settlement of ihe tribe of the 
French within tJwir country;while in 1820 
matuol intercou-rse hctwceii the rulers of Sindh 
and tlie British governmunt, by means of vnkil^ 
%ras deddetl on, and the [nneMbJtion ugoh^l the 
French now extended to lEuropeiuis generally, uiid 
to our enEorpidsiiig brefhreu heyoiid tlie AtUmtic. 
Two years from this period, and the gr»vi# point — 
the general freedom of the Iinlos navigutjuii —was 
moored, and the Amirs agreed to alltrw the iiicr- 
diant^ of nimWtan to transports their goods lij' 
the river, under the condition that no armed vessels

or boats aboiild come by dmt rout^ noithor military 
stores of Qtiy clescriptimi ^ unU that all tnercLmits 
slioulJ pass on, imcl in no wise attempt to settle^ or 
even tarry in tbe country; all sueb. iitu'sons being 
obliged by the terms of the treaty to obtain jjosa- 
jwtns from the contracting parties, those of the 
right bunk of the SutU] obtaining them fixun tlie 
0 gctLta of tJie Ftinjmtb guveminent, and othera re¬ 
quiring them on the tefe bank, and Hindostan, 
from the agents of the Uonourable Company. 

T1)0 anxious. Jealous fears of t he Amirs of Slntlh, 
however, still opposed general eomiuunieatiou with 
their oouutTy; and It was not until 1835 tJmt they 
could l>c persuiided to allow on aaRinm n t of the 
tiovenior-Gtiieml'A agent to reside nt ony of their 
jiorts; and the stipulation evmi then mndv was, 
that thLs officer aliould not be on Eurupcan. 

The Syud Arim-n»Dtfcn Ilassaii, u native geti- 
tlcimm of oonsidemble talent, wna than, by the 
order of Lord illUiam Kentmck, settled at the 
mouths of the Indus at A'ikinir; at which post lie 
complained much of the conduct of Uie vVmiis, the 
intriguea of' ilieir ministeTB. the rudeness of their 
subjects, and thi: uselessness of his presence, in 
consequence of the stnoll uumber of boats whicli 
made the barbour; the fact being that the toll 
toviefl on aU boats laden with mere bamlia e ju tnmail 
on tUe rivom Induii nnrl Sutlij wiis so gwait, that it 
amounted nearly to a prohibidon. 

Such was Jong our r>o»Ujoti with these jealous,

jscmi-barUaroufi cliiefe of Strulh. Tlieir country 
was, AS it caboocKl ugtajnBt qa^ witeKt on 
the ocetuimt of u oonunerokl or political misAion^ or 
when the court was vhutcd by tm ofllcoj* ^loputod to 
gi ve medical aid to the Amirs; Sindh remained a 
(erra t7u;og'nifa., ATith all her natund advantages, 
wasting under the rule of chiefs whose pleasure- 
boats and hiintiiig forests formed their iiobleat pur- 
suits. At lengtJi, hiJWever, a treaty was concluded, 
which hud the fountlution of impro^tLiiicmt boUi to 
Sindh itself and to the extension of its eoiumeree 
'ivith the coimtries of the north-west an accredited 
British minister was penal tmd to rtjdde at Tlydera* 
ImuI, and^ without opixisition, the Bombay army, its 
troops and footenW, passed up the Indus. All im¬ 
posts a-ere abotiahed on merchandise in transit by 
the river; ond from Attok to tho ecu, lioats of any 
cargo puased free from levies and imposts of evciy 
dcficriptlun. 

Such is a 'veiy brief sketch of the difficulties 
which attended our early fK>sition as affected 
Sindh. By tlie ittaper and Judgment of Sir Henry 
Pottingcr, however, they wen? met imd eventually 
overcome \ but the object of the alllmtce was always 
undoi^tood to W a comiticrcia] one, and in no Wiiy 
glancing ot tcnitoriol m^uisitioD. Requimig Sindh 
as a liigh way for our tronjis, application waa made 
to tinj Amire to alhtw our amiies lo pass on by the 
river Indus to the iiceiie of operations in Aftghon- 
istioi; but even while our troops wore so employed 
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the priiimi^- view, ti.^ flil'eetcti Sitidli, wjis stiD re* 
gardud, utid tlie question nraije tu> to tJic itiimcit^ 
value of Shikarpiir in possesMOU as a eommorcioi 
tnori^ with itderence to tlie allowance Qoade by tlie 
Amirs for the subiddiiiry force placed in their 
country. In Ueu of their annual tribute, it wna 
pro{K»scd tiint the Amirs ahotild cede to tis the fer¬ 
tile district of Shikurpiir, in Upper Sindh, with 
the iiscnl revenues of the city} a whtcti Intd 
long beeu a stdtjeet nf discussion bctwecu ttie Du- 
itini inoiuu^'tis of Cuubiil and the Atninit of Siudlt, 
ii) consequence of its value ns a lanrt t*etwccn the 
river Indus and the liouiitries of ccntnd Asia. 

Our origiruil olyoct having been, therefore, iJie 
ndvauce i»f eomuierchd interests in Sindh, and oui" 
eiidcjiTours to this end having Wn for a time por- 
tlully by the iliwistera hi i^jiuhnl, nml the 

necessity of repoiring thoui by militaiy menus, and 
this necessity being ended, which idneed Sindh in 
its original |xisltion with roferenoe to ourselves, it 
rentnina. In inking li view of recent events, to draw 
our conclusions on how far they are ciLlcuhited to 
produce the advantuges so earticstly desired; and 
to do tills, Ir. is necessary briefly to review the 
character and impulses of those who tbmi the 
population of Sindh, as well us thut of its rulers. 

It hits Iwen remarked, that, ojtpresaiv’c us It was 
ill many instance^ huhit hud yet recoueilcfl the 
people of Sindh to the rule of the Amlr a; aJ* 
though, when (lie good which would iirise from oirr 
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purer ramiugeinent m the fanning of the district of 
SLikorjnijf was rqiresented to auuiy (tf tlic laud' 
liolder^ tliej ni»pcftrcd to appreciutc it, and to 
desire tho chnuge; but tlilu umy have arieeu as 
inucb from tho idea of our afTording tbem nxiUtury 
protection agaittsi the plntidcring Tfiidehia, its fiium 
imy other causc. Again, the oppressions upon tlie 
llutdit merehiUits, traders, and bimkers, Jiavc bccii 
noticed, with the sacrlGce of native artieoiis to the 
taste for foreign nmnufactures; but it must be 
remnrkt!d that these naturalised lliiidils ore so 
accustomed to pjiy tribute, that tliey cidcuhite the 
expected levy of the 31aliomniedau pmices os a sort 
of tncoinc tax, to 1 m? luinually idltiwcd for in cheir 
debtor and creditor account, while, ns no [wwer 
beyoud that of their own wills constrained them to 
renmui under the government of the Amirs, but, 
oil the cojifraty, they might eimgmte to Cutcli, 

Mill tan, or Dhaunilpdr, whenever they pleased,_ 

countries near at bund, imd where they would be 
free from these suppiseil: evUs, it b Cur ti) conclude 
tliut, altogether, the lUndtis of Sindh found their 
account in reinoiiung ^vhcrc! tliey weit?, mid aiding 
to the Teplciusliment of tho Amirs’ coffers when* 
ever it was recpitrcd. Again, it i& not uncommon 
for tho great of all countries to despise native 
oianufuctures, and set au undue value upon the pro- 
cilice of foreign art, and, cohsequuntly, wbou the 
Amirs of Sindh [irefer Bokliara scarfs to Tattah 
Idnghid, and t'lishuiere BliHtv]:i to Siiitl hiim cum- 
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lies, tlugf but ishate (v taste liot pecuHar to th-cro as 
sombliorbarotis prince^, , deficient in a desire for the 
imptxminient of native talent, but common to tLo 
wealthy of countries in the highest state of civil- 
iaatiou. 

Uno of the sources of miseiy and evil caused to 
port.tons of Siudh during the nile of the Amirs 
arose from the frequent fomys mode upon its most 
fertile portions by the Biliichis, bidil and during 
triboa of the tiilts mid pljihis of Cutchi; hot even 
thi.'se forays and tJieir effects were confined to tlie 
portiona of the country lytug on the liorders of 
BtUichistau, whik- the mtenor, or ptoins of Sindh, 
were goucrally free from molestatioa or pliuider of 
liny kind, und this ^without tiny organized, ^stem 
of police; pmiring the Sindhian nietlioils of cheek¬ 
ing UTCgohmttcs to be on the Mrhole well tidapted 
to the couutty. 

Tile gvuenil evil of the Amirs' govenimcnt, 
tiicreforo, wna its torpor, which nrithor induced 
the improvement of the agricultural cbarsctcr of 
the eotuitry, nor the licst interests of c'omniercc, 
by TORiws of the river ludiia; grievous lolls and 
unfair iiniiosts upon ull goods in transit to oud 
from the countries of the K. W. to the presidency 
of Western liidiu being Levied on the mknd 
trade. Ackiiowledgujg these ovils, the difficulty 
arose of how t<> meet tJiem, und our steps have 
boon to replace tlie political establlshineut whicti 
existed during our tenn of friendly alliance tvitli 
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the Amii^ with u uriUtary' for<M*; n> lujike the 
priiioes our |iTiaon^T^ in Bombay ^ to put to 
ami dodom os outlawii^ stidi of (ho Biluohi Eondets 
os oaoa^fcdt and to tdie possession of the country of 
SimUi. 

Tito EUiiohls Atti u. fioroL% wiurtlko pcof^o, strongly 
attacluid hy uU the feoluigs of clunsliip, and ooii> 
nootoil by ridigictn, hitermarriugOt ami otluir soxirces 
of general union. Having Iwen tlic means of urging 
the Atnlr? of Sindh to redet oiir views, will they 
not feel bomid to eupport the cause of their fallen 
head? amt it mtuit he remembered^ tluit although 
the chiefs themselves urc priaonera in tho hnnda of 
the British govertunaU; their nnnieroua sona, bn>. 
tticrs, and immodmte foBoweta, oro yei in a i^osition 
of froetlom, oxHted by the most violent passions, 
and ready for ewiy aijeebs of revenge. Among 
the BUdehts. it must lie also remembered, that 
there are no elements sindtnr to those which in 
India have removed so many difliculties to our 
peaceful occtipattoii of tlic country. With the Bi- 
liiohi tribes there is no hope of dismemliernieiit of 
object taking place, arising from tx diderence of re* 
Itgioii, questions of caste, and a mixed populutton 
of Hindds, Moslems, and native Christians. The 
BUdclii chiefs, warriors, and rclomers, individuals 
and tribes, those of the mountains and those of the 
plains, lire uiiniiimous. Fanaticism fans the flame, 
and every Moslem, urged by his own feelings of 
clanship, ottd natural iierceness of dbposition, to 
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di'cJs of U<xk!^ Txditifve^) ibnt be acts in conformance 
to (Jie ordinances of tilt Konui Tvhea he supports 
the goveruuiciit of true believoi'B, lUiU draws liis 
sworrJ iiguinst the stmmgo infid ds, *(irho ore enemies 
to rhe faith of Tslam. TJie desccndjiiite and ftd* 
lowers of ihe Amirs of Sindh, who, after the bat¬ 
tle of ^tiani fled to the hills —tlie niluchi chiefs 
win:» coustmined them to take iiims iigolnst the 
British—th« princes who moum their Ihdier's loss, 
—uU these will bind ibem&elves to reTCiige upon 
tlictr c^mi^uerors; and, os long as one of thcni re- 
ntuins to widd a sword, will hn not do so for his 
ebiaft and for his prophet ? 

The etmntry of Sindh is at cverj point oiien to 
iuciiraions from tlic tnountains, or the deserts: the 
ahorcs of the Indus, its sand-banks, und its forests 
■will cover bimds of these warriors wheneyer they 
may imKUtate attiick; and with the long grttss and 
tamarisk the Sindliimis now use to thatch their 
huts breast-works may l>c thrown up ns secure 
and murderous in tJicir shelter os were the stock¬ 
ades of the Burmese, If, then, the ol^eot is to 
throw opirn the commerce of ilte river Indus to all 
nations, it U di^cult to sec how this can ever be 
available, unless security can also be given to tlie 
jicrsons and proponles of (he merchant; or m such 
a stream os the Tndns, where the nattve boatmen 
dart' not navigate after fmnset, and where the craft 
is secured close to shore during tlie night, any safety 
can lie felt, when every foreal may be infested with

Thu passes ivere thronged 
with ■wnrriors, and bloodshed and violence mnde 
the land a scene i>f unmixed t;vi L Ask was Ujwn the 
plains and mcnintnins, so nmy it now he on the river; 
and ttie terrors of die tnerclinnt may do more to 
vi])£>osc the &ee CDmiucn:e of the Indus than even 
(lie vexatious imposts of the Amirs ^ while a slmihir 
evil may extend iihio to the ngricultarists, who will 
fear the descent of the FtiJiIchi hands upon tliolr 
fields, DOW that the exiled chief* are thirsting for 
revenge on nil who sought otir jiroteetion, for more 
thnii they did ilie billeting of the Amirs* followers, 
when the crops were ripe for harvest. 

These appear to be die diroateiied dangers of 
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our ponittoii tu • and tlic remciiy mny pos¬ 

sibly bt! lcK>kc<l for ifj the protection alFonlcd by a 
largo inililury Ibrccj but this fdso has cfUs id 
S indh, and of o. natunu not to lie overlooked. 

The physical difficulties that Sindh presents to 
it,'» becoiniug a station for the oontiiitied [Kisltjou ul' 
our troops ure-—KxccSBave heat io the upper 
l>ortioiis of the country, and iii ihe lower, exlial- 
flititms cansmg nulnria as a productive source of 
final fever. For three utouths in the year com- 
ntuuicatioti betwcscti Simlh and Tlonihay is cut oflj 
ia consetiucnce of the dangorotts ebumeter tyt the 
surf and Ivrciikcrs along the coast during the 
soutb'Weei tnonfioon ^ therefore tlic Itmncdktte 
change which is requirett to save life, when thresit- 
eued by violent atuicks of fever, not Isciiig pro¬ 
curable, the sacrilice of existence would be 
consiK|uent.1y fearful, Without rcforcnco to f.iie 
liitlicrto unsatlstiictory dinmte of Kamicbl, Uib lost 
station is yet considered the only healthy one for 
European trooiis; beside tlus, thoro is none otber 
which medical men allow to be at all calculated for 
their occii|>utioiij wJiilc die suffer i}quu!iy, in 
aH places except Siikkur, wlicre the clearness of 
tl»e utiriosphcre cjoiiduccs tnucli to health. Uufor- 
tunotely, the ijoum luost hkdy to lie nuder tlic 
attocte of the Bildchiii are those moat liable to 
unwholfistime infiucuces: these are Tattah, Hydera- 
biul, Sehwun, ond the mrermediate points, ivliere, 
iu the hot season, rroops cwild not be exposed 
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fo senift} witlioui terlain rtucrifiw, Thd liiJiidus 
fiTO quite ftWfttJL* of tliifi, mid would, noduuht^ wk'ct 
tlih suwiou Ihriitinek, knowing iuJj well tbnt neither 
{»ulil the SGjwy in* Eutiopean, Ik; iiiqKKKKl to 

the powerful STiu, nor tlnngeroiis inftlnriiw of juudh; 
not- roulj rrJiiforei-iJieiitK l<o sent, to rqKtlr miy m- 
vngLii (Imt sickness or Jenth might umko. Again, 
flupiKMing Jj nccifasiirj- to ktuip in Sindh u large 
military force in constant equtiuuciit ior service, tliu 
camp folloivom would, of course, hu limited, and the 
sepoys ooiilil never Im; iuJticMl to serve cJu^erftilly 
.for liny length of limi: in ii eouniry to w'hieh thi-y 
were unuhle to bring tl^l•ipn^ve^ atuHiwuUies.

Tlic pn^vious remurfes lendt as will Juf seen, to 
tlie following condnsioi), tJiut iu displacing the 
Tulpiir goveriimpii r of Sindh wc bring iifwii out- 
sclvoii the iicccssit}' nf u mtlifiuj fjcritjuitlon of the 
c<jmUty for iiu indclimtfc pi^riod; and that iofiiead 
of the rcstilt t>citig nii improvemeut of uommerce 
ttntl Mgrioulturo, witli iho genend wijmhilitlea of the 
(M)uritrv, which arc essentially the ptwliiwof peace, 
our eX}k!niM» wll lie ll'urfuUy iucm&cd, our tro<ips 
deiuoraljftedf and our [Misitluii otic of uonuxed dUfi" 
culty.
